whether  such  tree  stands  on  his  lot  or  in  the  street  in 
front  thereof,  so  to  grow  as  to  leave  less  than  eight  feet 
clear  headway  over  the  footwalk  of  such  street  and  less 
than  eleven  feet  clear  headway  over  the  cartway  thereof. 

Sect.  2.  Every  property  owner  shall  so  trim  the 
branches  of  all  trees  growing  on  his  lot  or  in  front  thereof 
in  the  street  upon  which  his  property  abuts,  as  at  all 
times  to  preserxe  a  clear  headway  of  at  least  eight  feet 
over  the  footwalk  of  the  street  and  a  clear  headway  of 
at  least  eleven  feet  over  the  cartway  thereof:  Provided, 
lioivever.  That  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  (Bu- 
reau of  City  Property)  shall  notify  the  owner  or  owners 
of  said  trees  in  front  of  their  property  to  cut  same  in

provide  the  revenue  of  the  City,  should  make  inquiry 
with  respect  thereto ;  and 

WiiEKioAS,  The  members  of  the  Board  of  Revision  of 
Taxes  have  publicly  stated  their  willingness  to  be  informed 
of  any  instances  iu  which  the  assessments  of  real  estate 
in  this  City  are  unduly  disproportionate  to  the  actual 
values  of  the  ])roperties  or  are  not  ou  a  proper  liasis  of 
equality  with  assessments  in  general,  to  the  end  that  such 
changes  in  valuations  as  are  fully  justified  may  be  made. 

Resolved.  By  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  That  a  Joint  Special  Committee 
of  three  members  of  each  branch  of  Councils  be  appointed 
to  investigate  and  report  the  valuation  of  taxable  real 
estate  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  for  the  purposes 
of  its  appointment  the  said  Couimittee  shall  have,  and 
are  hereby  aiven  power  to  couipel  the  attendance  of  M'it- 
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iiesses,  and  the  }>ro(liu-ti(ju  of  books,  pa])ers.  and  otber 
evidence  at  any  meeting  ot"  the  said  Connnittee,  and  for 
that  purpose  may  issue  subpoenas  and  attachments  and 
cause  the  same  to  be  served  and  executed,  and  to  exer- 
cise all  the  powers  provided  in  Article  XV,  Section  1, 
of  au  act  of  Assembly  entitled  ''An  Act  to  provide  for 
the  better  government  of  cities  of  the  first  class  in  this 
CommouAvealth,"  approved  the  first  day  of  June,  A.  D. 
1885.  The  said  Committee  is  hereby  further  authorized 
to  employ  the  services  of  three  competent  men,  two  of 
whom  shall  be  possessed  of  expert  knowledge  of  the  fair 
and  just  value  of  real  estate  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia;

To  autho^^ize  the  appointment  of  a  Public  Playgrounds 
Committee,  making  a  transfer  from  the  appropriation 
to  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  to  the  Mayor  for 
the  development  of  playgrounds,  and  making  an  ad- 
ditional appropriation  to  the  Mayor  for  the  expenses  of 
said  Committee  out  of  the  five  million  (5,000,000) 
dollar  loan  approved  the  fourteenth  day  of  July,  1910. 

Section  1.   The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Mayor  be  au- 
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tliorized  to  appoint  five  citizens  and  residents  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  who,  together  with  the  Mayor,  Director 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Health  and  Charities,  and 
the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  City  Property,  ex-ofpcio,  shall 
constitute  a  Public  Playgrounds  Committee,  to  have  charge 
of  and  manage  the  various  playgrounds,  recreation  cen- 
ters, municipal  floating  baths  and  bathing  grounds  which 
may  be  established  at  the  present  time  or  which  from  time 
to  time  may  be  authorized  by  Councils  or  donated  by 
private  individuals  or  associations  and  accepted  by  the 
City.  The  said  Committee  to  serve  without  compensa- 
tion and  hold  office  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Mayor  or  until 
su(di  time  as  legislative  action  is  secured  creating  some 
other  organization  to  supersede  it. 

Sect.  2.  That  the  said  Committee  shall,  from  time  to 
time,  through  the  Mayor,  ]dan  and  recommend  to  Coun- 
cils, and  after  appropriate  action  by  Councils  shall  create 
and  develop  such  a  system  of  playgrounds,  recreation 
centers,  floating  baths  and  bathing  grounds  as  they  shall 
deem  proper  and  necessary. 

Sect.  3.  That  the  public  bath  houses  now  under  the 
control  of  the  Bureau  of  City  Property,  the  school  yards 
now  under  the  control  of  the  Board  of  Public  Education, 
and  the  playgrounds  under  the  control  of  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Fairmount  Park,  shall  remain  under  such  man- 
agement and  control  as  at  present  until  such  time  as  shall 
be  otherwise  ordered  by  Councils. 

Sect.  4.  That  the  sum  of  ninety-six  thousand  nine 
hundred  (9G,900)  dollars  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  trans- 
ferred from  Item  50  (Loan)  in  the  annual  appropriation 
to  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  (Bureau  of  City 
Property)  to  Item  21  (new)  in  the  appropriation  to 
the  Mayor  for  the  use  of  said  Committee  in  the  comple- 
tion of  the  improvement  of  Starr  Garden,  and  towards 
the  development  of  other  playgrounds  recommended  in 
the  report  of  the  Playgrounds  Commission  submitted  to 
Councils  May  5,  1910,  and  for  maintenance  and  develop- 
ment of  the  other  purposes  set  forth  in  Section  1.  War- 
rants for  the  payment  of  said  work  to  be  drawn  by  the 
Mavor  in  accordance  with  existing  laws  and  ordinances. 
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Sect.  5.  That  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  (25,000) 
dollars  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  the

point  on  the  Tabor  Branch  of  the  said  railway  at  !New- 
tow^u  Junction,  and  to  cross,  by  undergrade  or  overhead 
bridges,  all  streets  which  are  now  open  or  may  hereafter 
be  opened  across  the  line  of  said  railroad:  Provided,  That 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  authorize  the  longitudinal 
occupation  or  crossing  at  grad^  of  any  street.

Sect.  4.  When  streets  or  roads  legally  or  physically 
open  are  cut  oft'  or  diverted,  or  their  lines  or  grades,  or 
both,  changed,  necessary  and  proper  outlets  to  existing 
streets  must  be  constructed  or  reconstructed,  in  accord- 
ance with  plans  approved  by  the  Board  of  Surveyors,  -.md 
the  said  streets  or  roads,  or  their  substitutes,  shall  be  re- 
stored to  a  condition  equal  to  that  existing  at  the  time  of 
the  cliange  at  the  expense  of  the  railway  company,  which 
shall  pay  all  cost  of  such  changes  and  all  damages  oc- 
casioned thereby. 

Sect.  5.  ISTo  street  now  or  hereafter  placed  upon  the 
City  plan  shall  cross  the  said  railroad  at  grade,  and  all 
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streets  Upon  the  City  plan  now  open,  and  all  hereafter 
opened  across  the  said  railroad,  shall  be  carried  over  or 
under  the  same,  and  the  said  Philadelphia  and  Reading 
Railway  Company  shall  hear  the  entire  cost  of  constrnct- 
ing  and  forever  maintain  all  bridges  across  the  said  line 
of  railroad,  whether  overhead  or  nndergrade. 

All  bridges  for  carrying  the  said  railroad  over  and 
above  streets  now  open  or  hereafter  opened  shall  have  a 
clearance  of  at  least  fonrteen  (14)  feet  above  the  drive- 
way of  the  street,  excepting  Bellfield  avenue,  where  the 
clearance  over  the  curb  line  shall  be  not  less  than  twelve 
(12)  feet;  and  all  bridges  for  carrying  streets  over  and

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  authorize  the  Chester  and  Philadelphia  Railway  Com- 
pany to  construct  and  operate  a  line  of  surface  street 
railway,  from  Bow  creek  to  Ninety-second  street,  in  the 
Fortieth  Ward. 

Whereas,  It  has  been  found  desirable  to  construct  a 
line  of  surface  street  railway,  from  Bow  creek  to  Ninety- 
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second  strei't,  in  order  to  form  a  connection  of  the  lines  of 
the  Chester  and  Philadelphia  Kailway  Company,  now  op- 
erating in  Delaware  ("ountv,  with  the  lines  of  the  Phila- 
delphia Ivapid  Transit  Company,  and  the  said  Philadel- 
phia Rapid  Transit  Company,  under  its  contract  with  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  of  July  1,  1907,  duly  notified  Coun- 
cils of  its  intention  of  Avai\'ing'  the  rights  of  said  company, 
and  its  rejection  of  the  privilege  of  building  said  line ; 
therefore, 

Secttox  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councih  of  the 
Citi/  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  Chester  and 
Philadelphia  Railway  Company,  its  lessees  and  assigns, 
is  hereby  authorized  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  a 
single  street  railway  track,  with  turnouts,  with  the  right 
hereafter  to  double  track  the  same,  in  the  Fortieth  Ward  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia,  upon  the  route  substantially  de- 
scribed as  follows:  Beginning  at  a  point  in  the  middle  of 
Bow  creek,  which  is  the  boundary  line  between  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  and  County  of  Delaware,  State  of  Penn- 
sylvania, which  point  is  also  36.5  feet  distant  from  the 
northerly  right-of-way  line  of  the  Chester  Branch  of  the 
Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railway,  measured  in  a  north-

constructing,  maintaining  and  operating  a  passenger  rail- 
way by  the  overhead  trolley  system. 

Sect.  2.  Said  railway  company  may  begin  work  at 
more  than  one  point  along  the  extension  to  the  said  route ; 
said  work  shall  be  begun  within  six  months  after  the 
approval  of  this  ordinance  and  be  fully  completed  and  in 
ffood  runnine-  order  within  one  year  thereafter  unless 
judicially  interfered  with  in  condemnation  proceedings 
or  otherwise,  or  delayed  by  strikes,  the  act  of  God,  or 
other  circumstances  beyond  the  control  of  said  railway  com- 
pany, in  any  of  which  events  the  time  for  said  construction 
shall  be  extended  for  a  period  equal  to  the  delay  caused 
by  any  of  said  events. 

Sect.  o.  The  railway  and  all  its  a])piirtenances  in  con- 
nection therewith  hereby  authorized  shall  at  all  times  be 
kept  in  good  condition  and  repair  by  said  railway  com- 
pany, its  successors,  lessees  and  assigns,  and  shall  hold  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  harmless  from  all  damages,  liabilities 
or  responsibilities  at  any  and  all  times  growing  out  of  the 
use  and  construction  of  the  railway  hereby  authorized ; 
and  the  said  railway  company,  its  successors  or  assigns, 
under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Works,  shall  pave,  maintain,  repair  and  repave 
as  required,  from  curb  to  curb,  any  street,  road,  avenue 
or  highway  over  and  along  which  the  tracks  or  rails  ot 
said  railway  may  pass. 

Sect.  4.  Before  any  of  the  work  hereby  authorized  shall 
be  begim  by  the  said  railway  company,  it  shall  enter  into 
a  joint  and  several  bond  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  with 
sureties  to  be  approved  by  the  Mayor,  and  in  form  to  be 
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ap])rovo(l  by  the  City  Solicitor,  in  the  penal  sum  of  five 
thousand  (5,000)  dollars,  conditioned  for  the  faithful 
performance  and  observance  of  all  the  terms,  conditions 
or  restrictions  of  this  ordinance,  and  shall  ])ay  into  the 
City  Treasury  the  sum  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  f<)r  printing 
and  publishing  this  ordinance. 

Sect.   5.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  incon- 
sistent herewith  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

cable,  and  w^hat  the  conductors  are  to  be  used  for,

lars; for  breaking  unpaved  streets,  one  (1)  dollar;  for 
tunneling,  one  (1)  dollar. 

And^  Whereas^  It  is  desirable  that  the  said  sums  of 
money  shall  be  made  available  for  the  specific  purpose 
of  repaving  over  the  trenches  where  breaks  are  made  in 
the  street  pavements  for  repairs  to  or  connections  with 
sewers  and  water  pipes ;  therefore, 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  thi 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  City  Treasurer 
and  City  Controller  be,  and  are  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  set  aside  all  moneys  paid  to  the  Receiver  of 
Taxes  for  breaking  street  pavements,  as  provided  by  Sec-

In  the  Bureau  of  Fire,  one  warrant  to  be 
drawn  in  favor  of  the  foreman  of  each  company  for  the 
payment  of  all  employees  of  the  Bureau  of  Fire  in  his 
company:  Provided,  That  such  employees  shall  give  a 
warrant  of  attorney  in  favor  of  the  foreman  empower- 
ing him  to  collect  their  pay.  Warrants  for  the  Di- 
rector's Office,  and  the  Bureaus  of  Police,  Correction  and 
Fire  shall  be  drawn  by  the  Director  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Safety,  and  all  other  warrants  by  the  chiefs 
of  the  respective  Bureaus,  and  shall  be  approved  by  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety,  in  conformity 
with  existing  ordinances:  Provided,  also,  That  before  any 
warrants  for  contract  work  are  countersigned  by  the  City 
Controller,  the  contractor  shall  file  an  affidavit  with  him 
that  none  but  American  citizens  have  been  employed  on 
the  work,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  ordi- 
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nance  of  Councils  entitled  "An  Ordinance  for  the  em- 
ployment of  American  citizens  by  contractors  doing  work 
for  the  City  of  Philadelphia/'  approved  by  the  Mayor 
December  16,  1896 :  Provided,  also.  That  all  chiefs  of  Bu- 
reaus and  other  employees  in  this  Department,  now  or 
hereafter  employed,  shall  be  citizens  of  the  United  States 
and  bona  fide  residents  of  the  City  at  least  one  year  prior 
to  their  employment,  and  shall  remain  bona  fide  residents 
during  such  employment.

AN  OEDINANCE 

To  fix  the  discounts  and  penalties  upon  taxes  paid  during 
the  year  1911  and  succeeding  years. 

Section  1,  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  during  the  year 
1911,  and  in  succeeding  years,  upon  all  taxes  paid  on  or 
before  the  fifteenth  day  of  February,  a  discount  of  two 
and  one-half  per  cent,  shall  be  allowed ;  after  the  fifteenth 
day  of  February,  up  to  and  including  the  last  day  of  Feb- 
ruary, a  discount  of  two  and  one-quarter  per  cent,  shall 
be  allowed ;  after  the  last  day  of  February,  up  to  and 
including  the  thirty-first  day  of  March,  a  discount  of  two 
per  cent,  shall  be  allowed ;  after  the  last  day  of  March  a 
discount  at  the  rate  of  one  per  cent,  per  annum  shall  be 
allowed  if  paid  on  or  before  the  thirtieth  day  of  June. 
During  the  months  of  July  and  August  no  discounts  shall 
be  allowed  and  no  penalties  shall  be  imposed.  If  paid 
after  the  thirty-first  day  of  August,  and  on  or  before  the 
thirtieth  day  of  September,  an  addition  or  penalty  of 
one  per  cent.     If  paid  on  or  before  the  thirty-first  day  of 
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October,  there  shall  be  an  addition  or  penalty  of  two  per 
cent. ;  if  paid  on  or  before  the  thirtieth  day  of  ISTo- 
vcniber,  there  shall  be  an  addition  or  penalty  of  three 
per  cent.  If  paid  on  or  before  the  thirty-first  day  of 
December,  there  shall  be  an  addition  or  penalty  of  four 
per  cent. ;  and  upon  all  taxes  remaining  unpaid  on  and  after 
the  first  day  of  January  there  shall  be  an  addition  or 
penalty  of  five  per  cent,  and  the  cost  of  advertising  added 
to  and  made  payable  on  the  same.  And  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  to  display,  from  day  to 
day,  in  large  figures,  and  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  the 
tax  olfice,  the  amount  of  discount  or  penalty  fixed  by  or- 
dinance. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  here- 
with be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

Provided,  That  before  any  warrants  for  contract  work 
are  countersigned  by  the  City  Controller,  the  contractor 
shall  file  an  affidavit  with  him  that  none  but  American 
citizens  have  been  employed  on  the  work,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  of  Councils,  entitled 
"An  Ordinance  for  the  employment  only  of  American 
citizens  by  contractors  doing  w^ork  for  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia," approved  by  the  ]\[ayor,  December  IG,  1896: 
Provided,  furUier,  That  in  work  in  which  the  cost  is  paid 
whole  or  in  part  from  assessments  of  benefits  the  affidavit 
shall  not  be  required :  Provided,  also.

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hereafter  employed  sliall  be  citizens  of  the  United  States 
snd  bona  fide  residents  of  this  City  at  least  one  year  prior 
to  their  employment,  and  shall  remain  bona  fide  residents 
dnring  snch  employment.

Provided,  All  employees  in  this  Department  now  or 
hereafter  employed  shall  be  citizens  of  the  United  States 
and  bona  fide  residents  of  this  City  at  least  one  year  prior 
to  their  employment,  and  shall  remain  said  bona  fide  resi- 
<lents  during  such  employment. 
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Warrants  shall  be  drawn  by  the  Director  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Supplies  in  conformity  with  existing  ordinances. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  or  ordinances  inconsistent  here- 
with be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

Gentlemen  : — I  have  a  letter  from  yonr  Clerk  sending 
me  the  enclosed  letter  from  Alexander  Simpson,  Jr.,  Esq., 
with  respect  to  a  lot  of  ground  which  appears  on  the  puii- 
lic  plans  as  a  proposed  public  park,  and  asking  me  as 
to  the  power  of  ('omicils  to  place  such  lots  on  the  City 
plan. 

A  number  of  statutes  authorize  the  Board  of  Surveyors, 
under  the  direction  of  Councils,  to  prepare  plans  of  pro- 
])osed  public  streets  to  be  thereafter  opened  whenever  the 
2:)ublic  convenience  may  require.  There  are  decisions 
which  treat  public  parks  as  public  highways,  and  under 
these  decisions  it  has  been  the  practice  for  many  years  for 
the  Board  of  Surveyors  to  mark  the  proposed  parks  upon 
the  City  plans. 

I  do  not  see  that  this  is  any  greater  inconvenience  or 
wrong  to  the  property  owner  than  such  a  })lotting  of  pub- 
lic streets.  If  it  is  there  lawfully,  it  is  not  a  legal  in- 
jury, and  the  City  is  no  more  compelled  to  ])roceed  to  take 
it  until  the  public  convenience  may  require,  than  it  is 
compelled  to  proceed  with  the  opening  of  the  street.     If  it 


is  not  there  lawfully,  no  action  on  your  part  or  on  the  part 
of  the  Board  of  Surveyors  is  needed. 

I  do  not  see  that  under  any  eircumstaucos  Mr.  Simpson's 
client  has  any  cause  of  action  against  the  City.

posit Company  of  Maryland,  surety.

Dear  Sir  : — The  letter  of  Chief  Engineer  Webster  of 
the  5th  inst.,  approved  by  you,  was  received  by  me  this 
morning,  and  in  view  of  the  urgency  of  the  matter,  I  have 
given  it  immediate  attention. 

For  that  purpose  I  have  sent  for  and  examined  the 
original  contract  for  the  construction  of  the  sevv'er  and  cer- 
tain other  papers, 

I  find  the  situation  to  be  this :  A  contract  was  executed 
bearing  date  May  26,  1909,  by  which  ]\[r.  Graver  agreed 
to  construct  the  sewer  not  for  a  gross  sum,  but  for  prices 
based  upon  units  of  work  and  materials,  and  with  the  pro- 
vision that  the  aggregate  amount  to  be  paid  should  not 
exceed  $5, 900.00,"nor" should  the  City  of  Philadelphia  be 
liable  for  any  amount  in  excess  of  the  sum  of  $3,350.00. 
Payments  are  to  be  made  as  the  work  progresses  in  assess- 
ment bills  and  warrants  on  the  Treasury,  and  the  entire 
work  was  to  be  completed  on  or  before  the  expiration  of 
one  hundred  and  twenty  davs  from  the  date  of  notice  to 


commence  Avork.  This  time  lias  ap])areiitly  expired,  and 
for  delay  beyond  that  point  there  is  a  charge  as  liquidated 
damages  in  the  sum  of  $5.00  per  day. 

This  agreement  is  accompanied  by  two  bonds  with  the 
Fidelity  and  Deposit  Company  of  Maryland  as  suret}'  upon 
each  of  them — one  of  them  commonly  called  the  penal 
bond,  conditioned  for  the  payment  of  those  who  supply 
labor  and  materials,  and  the  other  conditioned  for  the  per- 
formance of  the  contract.  ]\[r.  Graver  has  refused  to  com- 
plete the  work,  and  it  is  now  the  duty  of  your  Department 
to  see  that  the  work  is  completed  as  speedily  as  possible. 

The  discussion  has  been  complicated  somewhat  by  the 
fact  that  Mr,  Graver,  it  is  said,  has  assigned  the  assess- 
ment bills  which  he  is  to  receive  on  account  of  his  contract 
to  one  Frank  Mauran.  Mr.  ]\Iauran  had  already  signed 
a  bond  with  the  Fidelity  and  Deposit  (Company  of  Mary- 
land (being  the  same  company  that  was  surety  on  Mr. 
Graver's  contract)  that  he  would  pay  the  assessment  bills 
for  the  construction  of  the  sewer  upon  the  completion  of 
the  sewer  u])on  presentation  of  the  assessment  bills. 

In  view  of  prior  correspondence  and  interviews,  the 
surety  proposed  to  complete  the  contract  and  to  employ 
]\[r.  ^laurau,  whrt  now  for  the  third  time  appears  in  con- 
nection with  the  matter,  as  a  contractor  to  do  the  work. 
I  learn  from  the  present  letter  and  those  attached  to  it 
that  he  is  not  satisfied  with  the  terms. 

With  regard  to  those  terms,  they  relate  to  certain  busi- 
ness questions  with  which  I  am  not  familiar,  and  I  express 
no  opinion  about  them,  except  that  the  counsel  for  the 
Surety  Company  errs  in  his  apparent  understanding  that 
the  cost  of  the  sewer  is  to  be  $5,900.00.  This  is  the  maxi- 
mum; the  actual  amount,  calculated  on  th(>  units,  may 
be  much  less. 

If  the  company,  who  is  surety  upon  the  contract,  de- 
sires to  proceed  under  the  contract  as  a  substitute  for  Mr. 
Graver,  the  original  contractor,  it  should  be  paid  just  as 
]\rr.  Graver  shuuld  be  paid  in  cash  and  assessment  bills 
for  that  portion  of  the  work  done  by  it  and  in  accordance 
with  the  terms  of  the  contract.  If  the  company  declines 
to  proceed  in  that  way,  yon  have  the  right,  in  view  of 


all  the  circumstances,  and  especially  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  there  is  an  open  and  dangerous  sewer,  to  proceed 
promptly  and  in  such  a  manner  as  to  complete  the  sewer, 
and  to  hold  the  surety  liable  for  any  damage  which  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  may  suffer  from  the  failure  of  the  con- 
tractor to  comply  literally  with  the  terms  of  his  contract. 

In  this  connection  I  call  your  attention  to  the  provision 
in  the  contract  in  case  of  default  Ly  the  contractor :  ''Then 
and  in  such  case,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Director, 
and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  purchasi- 
siich  materials  and  employ  such  contractors  or  workmen  a.4 
in  his  opinion  shall  be  required  for  the  proper  completion 
of  the  said  work  and  at  the  cost  and  expense  of  the  said 
party  of  the  second  part." 

The  demand  made  by  the  attorney  for  the  Surety  Com- 
pany is  not  well  founded,  either  with  respect  to  the  law  or 
to  propriety  from  a  business  standpoint.  In  completing 
the  contract  3'OU  are  not  acting  under  the  law  relating  t<> 
the  general  contractual  powers  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
but  are  acting  as  an  agent  for  the  contractor,  Graver, 
under  a  special  authority  granted  to  you  in  the  contract. 
Such  special  authority  is  highly  important.  There  are 
many  occasions,  and  if  I  am  correctly  informed,  not  only 
by  the  correspondence  but  by  an  oral  statement  made  to  me 
by  a  third  party,  it  is  in  this  instance  of  the  ntmost  im- 
portance for  the  public  safety,  and  for  other  reasons,  to 
]>roceed  at  once  with  the  work  without  the  delay  and  com- 
plications arising  from  the  re-advertising  of  the  award 
of  the  work  to  a  bidder,  followed  by  the  preparation  of 
contracts  and  other  matters.  The  contracts  specifically 
authorize  you  to  use  your  own  discretion  in  the  selection 
of  a  contractor  or  of  workmen  to  proceed  either  by  the 
contract  or  by  the  workmen  to  do  the  work,  and  that  this 
shall  be  at  the  cost  and  expense  of  the  contractor.  To 
this  the  surety  has  agreed  by  his  bond,  and  if  by  reason 
of  this  breach  of  his  contract  the  City  suffers  any  damage, 
there  is  a  provision  in  the  bond  as  follows:  ''We  further 
agree  that  if  in  the  opinion  of  the  Director  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  of  the  said  City  of  Philadelphia, 
any  default  shall  happen  on  the  part  of  the  said  Samuel 


F.  Graver  we  will  pay  all  loss  occasioned  thereby,  and  thai 
the  ascertained  amount  thereof,  which  shall  be  determined 
by  the  said  Director,  and  of  the  truth  of  which  oath  or 
athi'mation  shall  be  thereto  made  b}"  the  said  Director,  shail 
be  final  and  conclusive  u])oii  us,  and  that  execution  may 
forthwith  issue  ai>ainst  for  the  amount  of  said  default." 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  jMr.  Mauran  is  himself  the 
assignee  of  various  assessment  bills,  so  that  the  completion 
of  ihe  work  by  him  would  avoid  any  complication  arising 
from  the  supposed  assignment  to  him,  the  ])roposition  that 
he  should  complete  the  work  strikes  me  to  be  a  good  busi- 
ness proposition;  but  you  will  note  in  this  connection  what 
I  said  in  my  former  letter  with  respect  to  the  rights  which 
he  takes  under  that  assignment,  namely,  simply  the  right 
which  he.  Graver,  has  under  his  contract.  If  you  fail 
without  any  further  delay  to  make  a  satisfactory  arrange- 
ment with  the  Surety  Company,  I  advise  you  to  proceed 
at  once  and  complete  the  sewer  in  the  manner  which  in 
your  own  judgment  is  best,  and  unless  any  loss  is 
shouldered  by  the  surety  without  question,  you  should 
then  make  the  necessary  affidavit  so  that  the  amount  can 
be  collected. 

You  will  observe  that  by  the  contract  and  bond  you  arc 
yourself  made  the  exclusive  and  final  judge  of  default,  th(i 
method  of  meeting  the  default,  and  of  the  amount  due  by 
the  surety. 

These  decisions  must  be  made  by  the  Director  person- 
ally ;  a  power  of  this  kind  cannot  be  delegated.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  receivod  the  letter  of  your  Secretary, 
asking  iny  opinion  with  respect  to  a  letter  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  Tax  Reform  Association  of  Pennsylvania,  claiming 
that  the  duty  of  the  control  and  direction  of  the  system 
and  operation  of  the  machinery  of  the  office  of  the  Board 
of  Revision  of  Taxes  is  committed  exclusively  to  Select 
and  Common  Councils.  I  herewith  return  that  letter  to 
you. 

Most  of  the  material  for  reply  to  the  proposition  is 
included  in  that  letter.  The  ('Onsolidation  Act  of  Febru- 
ary 2,  1854,  abolishes  the  County  Commissioners  as  they 
then  existed,  and  by  Section  18 'of  the  Act  (P.  L.,  3l) 
provides  as  follows:  "The  City  Commissioners  under  the 
direction  and  control  of  the  City  Councils  shall  be  charged 
with  all  duties  relating  to  Assessors  and  assessments." 
Under  this  authority  I  do  not  doubt  the  powers  of  Councils 
to  control  the  methods  of  assessments  so  long  as  those  duties 
were  performed  by  the  City  Commissioners,  even  apart 
from  the  several  statutes  cited  in  the  letter  in  question. 

It  will  be  observed,  however,  that  the  statutes  on  which 
the  Association  relies  were  all  passed  prior  to  the  creation 
of  the  Board  of  Revision  of  Taxes.  As  shown  on  page 
2  of  the  Association's  letter,  that  Board  was  formed  under 
the  direction  of  the  Act  of  ]\[arch  14,  1865,  wdiich  Act  has 
been  amended  from  time  to  time,  among  others  by  the 
Act  of  February  2,  1867,  likewise  cited  on  that  page, 
which  gives  to  the  Board  of  Revision  "all  and  singular 
the  ]30wers  heretofore  by  law  conferred  by  law  upon  the 
Commissioners  of  the  Citv  of  Philadelphia  and  the  County 
Commissioners  of  the  different  counties  of  this  Common- 
wealth in  relation  to  the  Assessors  and  the  assessment  and 
Cfdlection  of  taxes  within  the  Citv  and  Countv  of  Phila- 
delphia." 


Xow,  the  powers  of  the  County  Commissioners  clsc- 
M'hcre  were  not  made  snbordinatc  to  the  action  of  any  body 
which  corresponds  witli  the  (\:)uneils  of  Philadelphia;  on 
the  contrary,  the  Connty  Commissioners  of  the  other 
comities  of  this  Connnonwcalth  were — as  I  believe  they 
still  are — the  supreme  power  with  respect  to  the  assess- 
ments. For  instance,  I  find  the  Act  of  April_15,  1834, 
Section  2,  P.  L.,  511,  requires  the  Commissioners  of 
counties  to  issue  their  precept  to  the  Assessors  to  prepare 
the  assessments.  The  Act  of  May  15,  1841,  Section  6, 
P.  L.,  395,  requires  the  Commissioners  of  every  county 
to  issue  their  ]n-ecept  to  the  Assessors  of  the  respective 
townships,  wards  and  districts,  who  shall  proceed  to  make 
out  a  return  within  sixty  days  thereafter  in  such  form 
as  the  Commissioners  shall  direct,  etc. 

The  Act  of  3  834,  Section  4,  requires  the  Assessors  and 
Assistant  Assessors  of  the  several  counties  to  proceed  to 
take  an  account  in  the  form  directed  by  the  Commissioners, 
etc. 

The  Act  of  July  27,  1842,  Section  10,  P.  L.,  415,  and 
subsequent  sections,  constituted  the  County  Board  a  Board 
of  Revision  and  pro\-ided  for  the  method  of  their  pro- 
cedure. 

The  duties  and  ])owers  of  (\)unty  Commissioners  else- 
where are  cpiite  as  Avide  in  this  respect  as  those  of  City 
Councils,  There  are  cases  in  which  the  same  power  may 
be  vested  in  two  ditferent  bodies,  but  there  are  other  cases 
in  which  the  powers  are  of  such  a  nature  that  they  must 
necessarily  be  exercised  by  one  body  only.  Such  is  the 
present  instance.  It  is  not  possible  to  permit  both  Councils 
and  the  Board  of  Revision  of  Taxes  to  make  rules  and 
regulations  which  might  Ibe  inconsistent  with  each  other 
and  which  in  such  event  would  clash.  The  whole  course 
of  legislation  from  that  time  onwards  with  regard  to  taxes 
has  imposed  the  entire  duty  of  assessment  upon  the  Board 
of  Revision  of  Taxes,  and  the  Assessors  acting  under  it. 
The  Assessors  are  appointed  by  that  Board. 

By  the  Act  of  March  22,  1868  (P.  L.,  443),  the  Board 
of  Revision  is  to  classify  properties  into  several  classes, 
making  a  different  provisi<:»n  for  built-up  pnrtioiis,  rural

or  suburban  property  and  agricultural  or  farming  lands. 
By  Act  of  April  13,  1873  (P.  L,,  715),  they  are  to  divide 
the  City  into  assessment  districts,  with,  power  to  alter  and 
re-arrange  the  districts  from  time  to  time.  By  another 
Act  they  are  empowered  to  make  assessments  more  fre- 
quently than  the  triennial  assessment.  Every  Act  which 
relates  to  the  duty  of  assessment  or  supervision  of  assess- 
ment, or  the  exemption  from  taxation,  relates  exclusively 
to  the  Boa  I'd  of  Revision  of  Taxes  and  in  no  wise  refers  to 
Councils. 

I  am  therefore  unal)le  to  agree  with  the  statement  that 
"none  of  the  Acts  which  define  the  powers  and  duties  of  the 
Board  of  Revision  of  Taxes  confer  any  power  or  define 
any  duty  which  is  inconsistent  with  the  i^owers  conferred 
upon  Councils."  On  the  contrary,  I  consider  them  to  be 
entirely  inconsistent  and  to  supersede  and  re])eal  the  powers 
which  previously  had  been  conferred  upon  Councils.

Deak  Sir  : — I  have  received  yours  of  January  7th,  call- 
ing my  attention  to  Item  7  in  the  Appropriation  Ordinance 
of  the  Bureau  of  Health,  which  reads :  For  special  sani- 
tary inspection  and  general  ex])enses  necessary  for  the  pro- 
tection of  the  public  health,  $5,000,"  and  asking  me 
whether  you  can  ai)point  a  doctor  for  school  inspection 
under  that  item. 

On  turning  to  the  ordinance  I  find,  as  part  of  Item  1 
of  the  aj^propriation,  fifty  assistant  medical  inspectors, 
$1,400  each.     This  is  intended  to  cover  all  of  the  regular

inspectors.  Ttoni  7  is  for  special  sanitary  ins])ectioii,  and 
if  the  work  which  you  propose  to  do  is  something  special 
and  not  in  the  ordinary  course  of  the  duty  of  the  general 
medical  inspectors,  a  doctor  may  be  employed  and  paid 
under  Item  7,  hut  not  if  it  is  for  the  ordinary  duties  per- 
formed hy  the  other  inspectors.  This  item  is  for  special 
work  only.

Dkau  Sir: — Certain  letters,  which  I  herewith  return, 
have  been  shown  me,  and  I  am  already  asked  whether  the 
Act  of  Assembly  of  A])ril  27,  1901),  with  regard  to  auto- 
moliiling,  supersedes  the  Ordinance  approved  June  18, 
19()(i  (Ordinances  of  that  year,  ]>.  1.").")),  requiring  that 
automobiles,  etc.,  shall  use  a  horn  sounding  one  note  only, 
and  ])rohibiting  them  from  using  other  contrivances. 

Section  15  of  the  Act  in  question,  on  ]>age  270  of  the 
pam]ddet  laws,  prohibits  any  city,  county,  borough  or 
township  from  enforcing  or  maintaining  any  ordinance, 
rule  or  regulation  inconsistent  with  that  Act;  and  then 
])rocee(ls  to  s])ecifv  a  nund)er  of  particulars  with  respect  to 
whicli  no  oi'dinance  shall  l)e  valid. 

In  my  o|)inion,  this,  l)y  im])lication,  aurhorizies  ordi- 
iiances  wliich  are  not  inconsistent  with  the  Act,  and,  in- 
deed, the  case  of  Brazier  vs.  Philadelphia,  215  Pa.,  207, 
maintaining  the  validity  of  the  Ordinance  of  December 
2,  1902,  notwithstaiuling  the  passage  of  the  Act  of  April 
19,  1905.  with  regard  to  automobiles,  and  which  contains 
provisions  which  might  be  deemed  to  be  inconsistent  with 
that  ordinance. 
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Xow,  on  reference  to  the  Statute  of  1900,  I  find  two 
provisions  on  the  subject  of  signal  devices.  They  are  in 
Sections  12  and  13,  but  neither  of  them  specifies  or  refers 
in  any  manner  to  the  character  of  device  to  be  used. 

The  Ordinance  of  1906,  specifying  the  kind  of  hnrn, 
relates  to  a  matter  not  included  in  the  statute  at  all,  and 
is  therefore  not  inconsistent  with  it.  ITidess  it  has  been 
repealed  or  modified  by  subsequent  ordinances,  it  remains 
in  full  force.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  letter  of  January  19th,  with 
respect  to  the  position  of  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Health 
and  of  the  Board  of  Health. 

I  do  not  read  the  Act  of  April"  12,  1899  (P.  L.,  45),  in 
accordance  with  your  letter.  The  Act  of  June  1,  1885,. 
preserves  the  Board  of  Health  as  it  formerly  existed,  ex- 
cept that  it  limits  the  number  to  five  and  provides  for  a 
method  of  their  appointment ;  and  provides  further,  that 
the  Director  of  your  Department  shall  be  ex-otficio  a  mem- 
ber and  President  of  the  Board.  The  Act  of  1899  modifies 
this  provision,  but  both  of  these  Acts  relate  to  the  Board 
and  not  to  the  Bureau.  The  Board  of  Health,  under  the 
Act  of  1899,  is  now  composed  of  three  members,  to  be 
nominated  by  the  ^layor  and  confirmed  by  Select  Council, 
for  a  term  of  four  years,  and  one  member  of  the  Board 
so  appointed  is  to  be  designated  by  the  Mayor  as  Chief  of 
the  Board  of  Health.  The  Act  of  1899  in  no  wise  refers 
to  the  Bureau,  but  is  confined  to  the  Board. 
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^Ir.  \'()iiI('S(»n"s  ajijKiiiiriiu'iir  as  Cliicf  of  the  Bureau  of 
Health  does  not  make  liiiu  either  a  ineuiher  ov  President 
of  the  Board  of  ITealtli.  'I'hree  persons  are  to  be  appointed., 
of  whom  Ml'.  Vooli  son  luav  or  luav  not  l)e  one,  and  of  the 
three  the  ]\Ia}or  is  to  desiiiiiate  one  t(,)  ])e  President.

Deaij  Sii{  : — T  have  received  the  letter  of  ]Mr.  Benson. 
a])proved  bv  yon,  dated  January  19th,  inquiring  with  re- 
spect to  the  amount  to  be  refunded  to  property  owners  for 
paving,  etc.,  within  a  certain  district. 

To  answer  the  letter  intelligently  I  must  refer  to  the 
ordinances  set  forth  in  the  letter.  The  earliest  of  these  is- 
the  Ordinance  ap])roved  January  Ki,  1007  (Ordinances  of 
that  year.  ]>  i^-l-),  which  authorizes  the  City  Solicitor,  at 
any  time  within  six  months  from  the  date  of  approval  of 
that  ordinance,  to  make  settlement  with  property  owners 
for  50  per  cent,  of  the  face  of  the  bill  or  claim  upon  whicli 
liens  have  been  filed.  You  will  note,  therefore,  that  the 
property  ownei-  is  enlirely  r(dieved  both  from  interest  and 
from  the  costs  of  the  claim. 

It  appearing,  however,  that  some  of  the  (daims  had 
actually  been  ])aid  on  !^Iarch  .'10,  1907,  anofher  ordinance 
was  passed,  ])rinted  on  y)age  12(5  of  the  Ordinances,  which 
recited  the  first  ordinance,  and  further  recited  that  it  was 
desired  to  place  those  who  had  ])aid  in  full  for  said  work 
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upon  the  same  footing  with  those  who  had  not  theretofore 
paid.  In  order  to  place  them  on  the  same  footing  it  wonhl 
l)e  necessary  to  return  to  them  the  entire  interest  paid  and 
also  the  entire  costs,  and  the  writer  of  the  letter  to  me  is 
mistaken  in  assuming  that  the  property  owners  would  re- 
ceive back  50  per  cent,  of  the  face  of  the  bills.  The  pro- 
vision with  respect  to  face  of  the  bills  is  in  the  first 
(Ordinance,  and  the  second  relates  to  the  amount  to  be  paid 
to  those  who  had  theretofore  paid ;  but  there  is  nothing  in 
the  ordinance  of  March  providing  for  the  return  of  the 
entire  interest  and  costs ;  the  provision  is  that  they  should 
be  repaid  50  per  cent,  of  the  amount  actually  collected 
from  them.  This  does  not  place  them  on  an  equality,  but 
it  is  the  provision  of  the  ordinance  and  must  be  followed. 
In  other  words,  the  question  submitted  to  me  is  whether 
we  are  to  refund  to  the  property  owners  50  per  cent,  of  the 
face  of  the  bill,  or  50  per  cent,  of  the  amount  certified 
by  the  City  Solicitor  as  having  been  paid  by  them,  in- 
cluding interest  and  costs.  There  is  no  ground  whatever 
for  refunding  to  the  payers  50  per  cent,  of  the  face  value 
of  the  bills,  leaving  them  out  of  pocket  the  entire  interest 
and  costs,  nor  is  there  any  provision  for  placing  them  on 
an  equality  with  those  who  did  not  pay  by  refunding  the 
entire  interest  and  costs ;  they  are  to  be  repaid  one-half 
of  their  actual  payment,  including  one-half  of  the  interest 
and  costs.  While  this  does  not  quite  place  them  on  an 
equality,  it  is  all  that  the  ordinance  authorizes.

Dkak  Sir: — The  letter  of  George  S.  Webster,  Esq., 
Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  approved  bv  yon,  dated  the 
24th  nit.,  in  reference  to  the  paving  of  that  portion  of 
Trenton  avenue  formerly  occupied  Iw  tracks,  the  paving 
of  new  streets  jdaccil  on  th(^  City  ])lan,  and  the  building 
of  a  ncAV  sewer  in  the  bed  of  the  avenue,  was  duly  re- 
ceived. 

After  a  careful  examination  of  the  ordinance  relating  to 
the  elevation  of  the  tracks  on  Trenton  avenue,  namely, 
Eebrnary  2,  1897,  page  12;  April  1,  1899,  page  07,  and 
October  10,  1905,  page  221,  I  have  not  been  able  to  find 
any  specific  authority  or  direction  for  paving  the  unpaved 
portion  of  Trenton  avenue,  or  for  the  paving  of  new  streets 
laid  ont,  or  for  the  construction  of  any  new  sewer.  If 
these,  or  any  of  them,  be  an  incident  of  the  general  work, 
the  cost  is  chargeable  to  the  Pennsylvania  Eailroad  Com- 
pany, to  whom  the  $750,000  was  paid. 

The  municipal  structures,  scAvers,  water  and  gas  mains 
and  electrical  conduits  Avhich  the  Railroad  Company  were 
to  provide  were  merely  alterations  or  re-constructions  of 
existing  sewers,  etc. 

Whether  the  new  work  not  specifically  mentioned  in  the 
ordinance  is  or  is  not  incidental  to  the  track  elevation,  is 
a  question  of  engineering  or  mechanics,  rather  than  of 
law,  of  which  you  are  better  qualified  to  judge  than  T. 

In  order  to  pave  Trenton  avenue  (if  not  an  incident  of 
the  track  elevation)  and  the  new  streets,  or  to  construct 
new  sewers,  it  would  seem  necessary  to  have  ordinances 
passed  for  that  purpose ;  in  that  event,  the  cost  of  paving 
Trenton  avenue,  or  the  new  streets,  or  the  construction  of 
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new  sewers,  would  be    cliarg-caWe    against    the    almttiiig 
property  owners. 

The  sum  of  $150,000  mentioned  in  the  said  ordinauee 
apparently  is  set  aside  for  the  payment  of  damages  and  for 
the  payment  of  salaries  of  inspectors  and  incidental  ex- 
l^enses,  and  cannot  be  used  at  the  present  time  in  payment 
of  any  new  strec  t  impi-nvements.

DeaeSir: — (3n  Saturday  afternoon  I  received  at  my 
home  your  letter  of  that  date  enclosing  a  copy  of  two  letters 
from  Mr.  Logan  M.  Bullitt,  which  were  served  on  you 
at  the  close  of  business  hours  on  that  day ;  one  of  them 
addressed  to  you,  notifying  you  not  to  pay  any  of  the  war- 
rants for  the  year  1910,  and  the  other  a  copy  of  a  notice 
sent  on  the  same  day  to  the  Controller  giving  his  reasons 
in  detail. 

These  reasons  are  based  on  the  Act  of  June  11,  1870, 
requiring  the  appropriations  made  by  Councils,  payable 
out  of  the  annual  income,  to  be  limited  to  the  amount  of 
that  income;  and  forbidding  the  countersigning  of  any 
wari-ants,  '^except  for  jjayments  of  interest  and  for  Sinking 
Fund,"  until  all  the  annual  aj^propriations  are  made. 

The  notice  was  not  given  until  the  lapse  of  a  full  month, 
lacking  one  business  day  only,  of  the  current  year,  and,  if 
well  founded,  it  relates  not  only  to  warrants  to  contractors 
and  others  who  have  dealt  with  the  City  in  good  faith, 
but  also  to  the  warrants  for  the  salaries  of  school  teachers, 
policemen,  firemen,    court    offici'rs,    etc.,    none    of    which 
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is  within  the  Pxee])tion  which  T  have  qnotod  literally. 
Some  of  these  warrants  may  he  already  siiiiied,  ]icrha])s 
countersigned,  and  the  business  of  the  Ciry  onght  not, 
at  thi>  hue  (hiy,  to  he  endnirrasscd  and  the  teaehers  and 
others  deprived  of  their  just  earnings,  Avitlmut  good  reason. 

Sueh  reason  does  not  exist.  Those  given  in  the  notices 
are  mainly  incorrect  in  fact,  and  also  entirely  ignore  other 
ini])ortiint  facts. 

The  annual  appropriations  are  all  made.  The  criticism 
that  the  money  is  not  wisely  distributed  assumes  a  right 
of  revision  of  the  action  of  Councils  which  does  not  exist. 

Those  ap2)ropriations  are  within  th(>  estimate  of  the 
income  of  the  City  for  the  year  (which,  by  the  way,  in 
view  of  the  large  increase  of  the  assessments,  will  be 
greatly  exceeded)  and  are  very  far  within  the  amount  of 
money  at  the  disposal  of  Councils. 

For  the  notices  to  you  and  the  Controller  ignore  the 
essential  fact  that  during  the  year  1909  there  was  a  large 
excess  of  receijits  over  expenditures — an  excess  or  surplus, 
as  it  is  called,  amounting  to  nearly  $2,500,000.  It  scarcely 
needs  the  decision  of  Judge  Mitchell  in  a  case  reported  in 
15  Phila.  Reps.,  189,  that  this  money  need  not  lie  in- 
definitely in  the  City  Treasury,  but  is  at  the  disposal  of 
City  Councils  at  any  time  after  it  is  actually  received.  As 
this  was  received  last  year,  it  does  not  form  ])art  of  this 
year's  income,  Init  is  to  be  added  to  it,  and  will  fV)rni  a  fund 
most  amjde  to  meet  the  '"floating  indebtedness  of  the  City," 
to  wliich  ^Ir.  Bullitt  refers.  If  there  be  such  indebtedness 
at  all  not  provided  for  by  other  ordinances,  it  is  very  incon- 
siderable, with  the  exception  of  land  damages  for  prop- 
erty actually  taken  where  the  amount  will  be  adjusted 
an.d  payable  during  the  current  year.  The  Controller's 
estimate  includes  amounts  payable  not  only  for  land 
already  taken,  but  for  that  which  may  be  taken  during  the 
year,  and  also  judgments  to  be  hereafter  recovered  for  in- 
jnrir'S,  which  are  not  vet  an  actual  indebtedness  of  the 
City. 

Such  surplus  is  not  a  new  thing;  it  has  existed  year 
by  year  for  many  years.  Taking  by  way  of  example  only 
the  two  years  immediately  preceding  1009,  which  I  have 
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already  mentioned,  it  amounted  in  the  year  1!>08  to  about 
$2,i>;56,000  and  in  the  year  1907  to  over  $1,000,000,  not- 
withstanding the  paj'ment  in  that  year  of  more  than 
$2,000,000  out  of  the  current  revenues  by  reason  of  the 
judgment  against  the  City  in  the  well  known  filtration 
case.  This  ])ayment  was  unexpected,  because  it  was  fully 
understood  that  the  entire  cost  of  the  filtration  plant  would 
be  paid  from  the  proceeds  of  loans. 

In  view  of  these  facts  it  is  difficult  to  ap])reciatc  the 
assertions  publicly  made  that  we  have  not  complied  with 
the  purpose  of  the  Act  of  1870,  which  is  well  expressed  by 
the  popular  title — ''pay-as-3'ou-go."  We  have  paid  as  we 
went  along.  W'e  have  not  accumulated  any  debt  whatever, 
except  the  funded  debt  represented  by  City  bonds  an-l 
the  current  obligations  for  land  taken,  which  have  not 
yet  been  adjusted.  All  those  which  have  been  adjusted 
have  been  paid,  and  all  are  i)aid  as  rapidly  as  they  are 
ascertained  and  adjudicated. 

I  therefore  advise  you  to  disregard  the  notice  and  to 
pay  all  proper  warrants  when  and  as  they  are  presented 
to  you  for  payment.

My  Dear  Sir  : — When  you  were  in  ray  office  this 
morning  on  another  matter  I  took  occasion  to  speak  to 
you  about  a  school  lot  at  Forty-eighth  and  Walnut  streets^ 
and  in  view  of  the  conversation  I  address  this  letter  to  you 
instead  of  to  Mr.  Dick  or  Mr.  Tilden.  ^ 
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Condenination  proceedings  were  instituted  to  condemn 
for  s-ebool  ])urpost's  a  lot  at  Fortv-eiglith  and  Walnut  streets. 
The  testimony  on  behalf  of  the  City  indicated  a  value 
of  about  $t),00()  for  the  lot  bounded  by  these  streets, 
which  in  law  Avould  give  a  complete  right  of  way  over 
them. 

On  December  15th  last  two  letters  were  received  from 
Mr.  Dick,  the  Secretary  of  your  Board,  one  of  them  being 
a  copy  of  a  resolution  adopted  by  the  Board  authorizing 
us  to  take  title  for  the  sum  of  $18,000.  The  lot  is,  in  the 
resolution,  described  as  l)0unded  in  part  by  the  two  streets 
in  question,  but  although  the  side  of  the  street  is  described 
as  the  boundary,  the  law  will  carry_,  at  least,  a  right  of 
w^ay  over  the  street  by  virtue  of  the  conveyance  bounded 
by  its  side.  When  the  deed  was  brought  to  us,  however, 
it  contained  a  limitation  specifically  providing  that  this 
right  of  way  should  not  pass.  In  view  of  which  the  Con- 
veyancer of  the  Department  declined  to  make  the  settle- 
ment. 

On  January  29th,  a  letter  was  sent  from  ]\[r.  Dick 
stating  that  at  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Property 
of  the  Board  it  was  agreed  that  it  was  the  intention  of 
the  Committee  in  agreeing  to  its  purchase  to  acquire  title 
oidy  to  the  building  line  of  said  Forty-eighth  street. 

This  letter  does  not  quite  meet  my  point.  In  the  first 
place,  my  objection  is  not  so  much  that  the  lot  is  bounded 
by  the  side  of  the  street  as  it  is  to  the  clause  in  the  deed 
depriving  us  of  the  effect  which  the  law  carries  with  a 
deed  of  that  kind,  granting  to  the  purchaser  right  of 
way  along  the  street.  Such  right  of  way  may  be  very 
important,  and  in  view  of  the  price  paid,  apparently  it 
should  go  with  the  property.  The  provision  in  question 
not  only  deprives  you  of  immediate  access  to  the  street 
at  this  point,  but  also  of  a  passage  along  the  street  from, 
the  remainder  of  the  property.  I  fear  that  there  is  little 
probability  that  the  City  will  direct  the  opening  of  the 
street  within  a  short  period. 

Another  objection,  and  a  serious  one,  is  that  the  direc- 
tion to  me  to  take  title  comes  to  me  in  the  shape  of  a 
resolution  of    the   Board    itself.     A    resolution    passed   by 
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the  Committee  with  rcsjieet  to  the  intention  of  the  Com- 
mittee is  not  sufficient  to  mod  if  v  the  le_i>al  etfeet  of  the 
action  of  the  15oai'(l.  If  tlie  lioard  itself  chooses  to  talvC 
title  to  the  |)ropei"ty  in  this  limited  fashion,  of  course,  I 
obey  its  direction,  hut  as  the  ])re\'ious  action  was  bv  the 
Board  I  think  that  the  modification  must  l)e  bv  the 
Board.

Dear  Sijj: — In  conij^lianee  with  your  request  I  send 
you  herewith  a  draft  of  an  ordinance  sup]dementing  the 
Ordinance  of  December  13,  1!)09,  directino-  me  to  take  title 
to  property  on  Oak  Lane  avenue  west  of  Twelftli  street  for 
tire  purposes,  which  sup])knnent  authorizes  me  to  take 
title,  notwithstanding-  certain  restrictions  and  other  oljec- 
tions.  I  do  this  at  your  request,  but  at  the  same  time  [ 
think  it  my  duty  to  call  your  attention  to  several  import- 
ant matters  in  connection  therewith. 

1.  We  lose  a  strip  eight  inches  wide  on  the  side  <>f  the 
property.  This  loss  and  the  existence  of  these  restriction^ 
may  cause  a  serious  reductioii  in  the  value  of  the  property. 
It  is  for  you  to  say  whether  you  do  not  desire  to  insist 
on  a  reduction  in  the  amount  of  the  ])urchase  money. 

2.  The  affidavit  of  AIi'.  Steel  snlunitted  to  me  states 
that  the  building  restrictions  were  fully  com]ilied  with. 
That  oidy  means  that  there  has  been  no  breach  of  the  re- 
strictions u])  to  the  present  time,  l)ut  they  are  not  dis- 
pensed with  in  th(>  future  by  any  means.  How  serious 
this  may  be  is  a  (piestion  for  you  to  determine. 
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n.  One  of  them  is,  to  my  niiiid,  very  serious  indeed.  It 
])rohiI)its  the  ereetioii  or  use  mi  this  ])ro])erty  of  any  huihl- 
iiii;'  foi'  any  offensi\-e  occni^atioii.  Taken  in  itself  and 
without  reiiurd  to  a  fact  tliat  I  shall  menlion  hiter,  I  have 
a  serious  (Und)t  whether  I  he  use  of  a  huihlinii'  as  a  fire 
house  is  not  an  offensive  occupation  of  the  hnildina'.  When 
we  were  negotiatini;'  for  the  sale  of  the  fire  house  at  Sixth 
and  Sansoni  streets,  it  Avas  at  first  ])r<i|)ose(l  to  erect  a  new 
fire  house  at  Seventh  and  Loenst  streets,  Avheii  some  of  the 
neiii'hhors  ])rotested  aaainst  it  with  g'reat  vehemenee. 
They  deelared  that  the  ])r<sence  of  the  men  around  the 
doors  and  the  janiiliuii'  of  the  hells  at  the  time  of  a  fii'e 
was  most  seriously  ol)jectional)le  to  those  attendins:  a 
]\reetinii'  House    and   to   those  li\-inii  in   the  neiehhorhood. 

Ai>ain,.  I  understand  that  the  iire  a|)])aratus  is  to  he 
in  the  nature  of  autoniohiles.  Von  will  recall  that  on 
Xovemher  ITth  last  you  sent  me  a  communieation,  whieh 
T  answered  on  the  next  day,  lirowiiiii,'  out  of  a  h'tter  from 
John  E.  PTanifen,  in  which  he  urged  that  you  should  pre- 
vent the  rehuilding  of  a  iiara<>e  on  Willin<>ton  street  helow 
('olund)ia  avenue,  whieh  had  then  heen  recently  hin-ned, 
and  whieh  was  claimed  to  he  (langerons  to  the  community. 
I  suj)]iose  that  your  motive  power  will  he,  or  may  he, 
from  the  nse  of  gasoline,  and  the  storage  of  gasoline  on 
the  property  for  the  pnr])ose  may  he  serionsly  ohjection- 
ahle  to  the  neighhors. 

I  therefore  am  entirely  unwilling  to  ad\-ise  you  that  a 
fire  house,  es]:)ecially  where  the  fire  apparatus  is  auto- 
moliiles.  can  he  maintained  n])on  the  h)t.  You  must  as- 
sume this  (pustion  yourself.  Tf  I  ])ersonally  were  in  your 
place.  I  should  prefer  a  ])ro])erty  without  any  such  limita- 
tion or  restriction  u])on  its  use,  and  rather  than  take  it  I 
should  go  to  almost  any  amount  (d'  trouhle  to  get  an  un- 
restricted ])roperty.

Dear  Sir  : — Some  days  ago  yon  handed  me  two  memo- 
randa asking  n\\  opinion  on  the  facts  therein  stated  with 
respect  to  the  power  of  the  Board  of  Edneation  to  make 
certain  payments,  and  how  far  the  power  of  the  Board 
was  restricted  hj  the  appropriations  of  Conncils. 

The  whole  trend  of  the  Act  of  April  2-2,  1905,  P.  L., 
267,  is  to  give  the  power  of  condncting  the  common 
schools  of  Philadelphia  to  your  Board  wdthout  control  of 
Councils.  The  main  question  appears  in  Section  9  of 
that  Act,  which  requires  Councils  to  appropriate  to  you 
annually  the  sum  of  ''not  less  than  iive  mills  on  each 
dollar  of  the  total  assessment  of  real  property  of  said  school 
district ;"  and  further  requires  Councils  to  appropriate 
these  moneys  ''to  and  for  such  purposes  as  to  them  shall 
seem  best,  and  said  moneys  shall  not  be  expended  by 
said  Board  for  any  other  purposes,  nor  for  any  other  pur- 
poses, nor  for  any  one  purpose,  in  a  greater  amount  than 
shall  be  authorized  by  Councils." 

The  exact  extent  of  the  power  of  Councils  in  this  con- 
nection has  not  been  determined,  but  it  must  be  con- 
strued in  connection  with  the  general  trend  and  purposes 
of  the  Act. 

In  one  of  the  memoranda  in  question  you  refer  to  the 
appropriation  ''For  salaries  of  attendance  officers,  $900 
each,  total  $36,550."  You  call  my  attention  to  the 
fact  that  the  aggregate  appropriation  is  not  divisible  by 
the  annual  salaries,  and  explain  how  the  error  occurred. 
It  is  your  desire  to  pay  $85  a  month  to  each  of  the  of- 
ficers for  ten  months,  making  the  annual  salary  of  $850. 
During  the  summer  vacation  they  will  have  no  duties  to 
perform  as  attendance  officers,  and  you  will  then  employ 
them  for  another  purpose,  paying  them  out  of  another  ap- 
propriation.

While  3'ou  cannot  use  the  money  thus  appropriated  f(;r 
any  other  purpose  than  that  provided  by  Councils  in 
their  appropriation,  I  do  not  think  that  it  comes  within 
the  province  of  Councils  to  require  you  to  pay  these  offi- 
cers as  much  as  $900  each,  if  you  can  secure  the  services 
for  the  sum  of  $8.')  a  month,  makino-  $850  a  year. 
Indeed,  your  explanation  clearly  shows  that  the  sum  of 
$900  was  inserted  hy  a  clerical  error,  especially  as  the 
ag-greg-ate  a])pi"o]n-iation  is  divisihle  by  $850,  and  is 
not  divisible  by  $!)00. 

I  advise  you,  therefore,  as  to  this  question  that  you 
may  pay  your  attendance  officers  at  the  rate  of  $850 
a  year  or  $85  a  month  for  each  of  the  ten  months  which 
they  served,  and  that  this  is  within  the  purposes  specified 
by  Councils. 

The  other  question  is  not  so  clear.  I  am  asked  whether 
you  may  pay  certain  draftsmen  for  services  during  the 
year  1910  out  of  the  surplus  remaining  from  the  annual 
appropriation  for  that  purpose  for  the  year  1909.  I  am 
referred  to  an  opinion  of  my  predecessor,  dated  December 
10,  1900,  in  the  Opinions  of  that  year,  page  165.  I  entirely 
concur  in  that  opinion.  It  is  to  the  effect  that  your  Board 
is  entitled  to  the  entire  tive  mills  above  mentioned  when 
appropriated  by  Councils,  and  that  if  not  used  during  the 
current  year,  it  does  not  merge  into  the  general  funds  of 
the  City,  but  will  remain  for  the  use  of  the  Board.  It 
does  not  follow,  however,  that  where  there  is  a  limitation 
in  the  appropriation,  where  it  is  made  for  the  ])urpose  of 
paying  expenses  incurred  during  one  year,  it  may  be  used 
for  the  purpose  of  paying  similar  expenses  in  a  subsequent 
year,  or  for  any  other  or  different  purpose  from  that  which 
is  specified  in  the  appropriating  ordinance.  If  you  do  not 
use  all  the  moneys  given  you  for  some  one  particular 
])urpose,  while  they  still  remain  moneys  of  the  Board 
they  cannot  be  diverted  to  any  other  purpose  without  a 
new  appr()])riation  theref(^r  by  Councils.  I  fear  that  in 
this  instance  the  ordinance  making  the  ai)propriati(in  tn 
you  for  the  year  1909,  so  far  as  it  relates  t(^  exi)enscs  of 
this  character,  is  to  be  construed  to  mean  cx])enses  in- 
curred during  the  year  1909,  and  similar  expenses  in  the 
year  1910  form  a  different  and  distinct  purpose. 
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In  other  words,  while  these  moneys  still  remain  the 
property  of  the  Board  and  cannot  be  diverted  for  the  nse 
of  the  (^ity,  nor  any  other  ])nr])oses  than  tliosc  of  your 
lioard,  still  they  renuiin  in  the  same  position  as  any  other 
moneys  not  needed  for  the  purposes  to  which  they  are 
appropriated,  or  which  cannot  he  lei>ally  spent  for  such 
purposes ;  such,  for  instance,  as  an  a])]U'opriati(in  to  tlie 
Annuity  Fund,  which  I  had  occasidu  to  ad\isc  you  could 
not  legally  he  so  used  hy  your  Board. 

I  understaud  that  a  considerable  sum  of  momy,  form- 
ing the  aggregate  of  appropriations  which  Avere  uot  used, 
either  because  not  needed  for  the  pur])ose  specified  or  be- 
cause the  ]mr2)ose  was  illegal,  lies  in  the  Citv  Treasury 
as  part  of  the  school  fund,  not  available  for  general  City 
})urposes,  but  also  not  available  to  ycuir  l>oard,  because 
not  appropriated  for  any  purj^ose  for  which  they  could  be 
used.  I  recommend  that  a  list  be  nuule  of  such  moneys 
and  that  a]i]ilication  be  nuide  to  (\uincils  for  their  ap- 
proi)riation   in  such  manner  as  your   IJoard  desires. 

It  will  give  me  pleasure  to  exten<l  to  yon  any  aid  which 
I  can  towards  securing  the  passage  of  sn(di  an  ordinance.

J)kai;  Sii;: — I  duly  icceived  yours  of  F(d»ruary  ;]rd, 
ea]]iiii>-  my  att(Mitioii  to  the  Act  with  respect  to  tenement 
liouses.  and  asking  Avhether  yon  are  em]iowered  to  with- 
hold the  issuance  of  a  license  if  the  a])plicant  has  com- 
])]ied  with  all  the  terms  of  the  Tenement  House  Act  of 
1  !)(>",  hut  has  failed  to  erect  fire  esca]ies  as  provided  for 
in  other  Acts  with  relation   t(»  huildincs. 

Two  different  courses  of  ])roceedini>'  are  made  hy  the 
statute  in  iiuestion.  Section  2  re(]uires  the  Mayor  to 
grant  a  tenement  house  license  to  those  who  hav<'  com- 
])lie<l  with  the  provisions  of  tluit  Act  and  the  rules  and 
regulation.s  of  your  J)epartni(»nt ;  and  another  ]iaragraph 
in  the  same  section  authorizes  the  Afayor  to  revoke  any 
license  upon  the  request  of  your  l)e])ai'tnient  oi-  u]ion  his 
own  motion,  if  the  ])erson  to  whom  the  license  was  granted 
lu;s  viiilated  any  of  the  ])i-o\isions  of  thai  Ad  or  of  the 
ruhs  ami  reguhitinn<  of  your  Depai'tiuent.  It  \vill  thus 
be  seen  that  the  license  l)oth  as  to  its  original  and  as  to 
its  regulation  de])ends  u])on  a  com]iliance  with  that 
specific  Act. 

On  the  otli!  r  hand,  Section  .">  rt^piircs  that  "in  every 
case  where  such  reports  indicate  a  breach  of  the  building 
laws  thev   shall   be  fcu-thwith   certified    \u   the   Bureau   of 
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Building  Inspection,"  thus  applying  a  different  rule  with 
respect  to  the  violation  of  the  building  laws,  because  your 
Department  is  not  supposed  to  have  the  same  practical 
familiarity  with  those  laws  and  with  the  methods  of  en- 
forcing them,  a  different  rule  is  therefore  and  thereby 
established  with  regard  to  the  breach  of  the  building  laws 
from  that  which  exists  with  regard  to  the  breach  of  the 
Tenement  House  Act. 

I  do  not  doubt  that  where  a  building  is  actually  and 
visibly  dangerous  you  are  not  required  to  aid  the  owner 
in  carrying  on  business  there  to  the  danger  of  the  in- 
mates of  his  house  or  of  the  ]')ublic ;  but  in  ordinary  cases, 
where  there  is  no  great  or  immediate  danger,  your  duty 
with  respect  to  the  violation  of  the  1)uilding  laws  is  suffi- 
ciently complied  with  by  reporting  the  violation  to  the 
Bureau  of  Building  Inspection  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  Section  5.

My  Dear  Sir: — I  am  informed  by  you  that  there  are 
mentioned  in  your  report  to  Councils  a  considerable  num- 
ber of  obligations  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  that  have 
been  overdue  more  than  twenty  years. 

The  general  principle  of  law  is  that  after  a  considerable 
lapse  of  time,  ordinarily  stated  as  twenty  years,  there 
is  a  presumption  that  debts  have  been  paid.  Among  those 
which  you  mention  are  bonds  amounting  in  the  aggregate 
to  $700,  which  matured  in  the  years  1884-188G-1887. 
The  amount  of  these  is  small,  and  inasmuch  as  the  money 
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has  been  set  aside  for  them  by  Councils,  I  think  that  these 
may  be  allowed  to  stand  until  Councils  take  some  action 
on  the  subject.  But  I  am  informed  that  there  are  coupons 
of  an  unknown  date  amounting;  to  $14,000 ;  G  per  cent, 
untaxed  and  unregistered  bonds  amounting-  to  $31,800; 
untaxed  and  unregistered  bonds  amounting  to  $7,550,  and 
4  per  cent,  unregistered  bonds  amounting  to  $1,170.22, 
making  an  aggregate  of  $54,520.22  that  are  not  entered 
anywhere  on  your  books,  except  so  far  as  you  are  told 
by  the  City's  Registry  Agent  that  they  are  outstanding. 
You  have  no  knowledge  with  respect  to  their  origin  or 
date.  They  are  very  old,  and  I  am  told  that  it  is  quite 
probable  that  a  number  of  them  were  issued  by  some  of 
the  old  Districts  before  the  consolidation  of  the  City  in 
1854.  No  appropriation  exists  for  their  payment,  and 
they  cannot  be  paid  without  an  appropriation  by  Councils. 

Under  these  circumstances  it  is  not  probable  that  they 
will  ever  be  produced,  and  if  they  are  produced,  it  is  not 
probable  that  they  form  a  valid  debt  of  the  City  at  this 
length  of  time.  I  am  told  that  your  books  show  nothing 
about  them,  and  that  they  are  not  carried  as  a  specific 
debt. 

I  therefore  advise  you  that  it  is  proper  to  cancel  any 
debt  or  entry  that  may  be  carried  by  you  in  any  shape 
upon  your  books,  and  not  to  include  them  in  any  future 
reports  to  Councils,  or  in  any  other  way  treat  them  as  debts 
of  the  City,  either  by  report  to  Councils  or  to  the  Courts 
or  to  the  public,  as  included  in  the  City's  debt.  If  you 
deem  proper,  you  may  mark  on  your  books,  ^'cancelled  by 
advice  of  the  City  Solicitor."

William  R.  T>enson,  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways, 
nnder  date  of  Fel)rnary  11,  1010,  Avas  a  ninnici])al  claim 
for  Avater  pipe;  l)ut  the  decision  of  the  Goui't  is  very  gen- 
eral and  is,  "Tlie  roadlied  of  a  ])nblic  railroad  is  not  'real 
estate'  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act  of  Jnne  4,  1901, 
P.  L.,  .'J64,  and  is  not  subject  to  assessment  tor  local  taxa- 
tion or  munici])al  claims." 

The  Court,  as  you  will  notice,  refers  to  all  munieipal 
claims.     This,  of  course,  would   incdude  sewers. 

1  would  advise  you  that  in  the  future  in  nutking  out 
assessment  bills  for  sewers  to  omit  the  rights  of  way  of 
railroad  c(ini])anies  from  the  assessment.

Dear  Sir  : — In  compliance  with  the  request  in  yours 
of  January  3 1st,  I  send  you  a  list  of  various  statutes  with 
respect  to  property  in  this  City  owned  by  the  United 
States  Government.  I  call  your  attention  to  the  Act  of 
March  17,  1905,  wdiicli,  of  course,  cannot  limit  authority 
previously  granted  by  the  State  to  the  United  States,  but 
does  extend  any  statutes  which  were  j^reviously  narrower 
than  the  power  given  by  this  Act. 

So  far  as  your  Department  is  concerned,  the  only  re- 
lation to  the  subject  which  occurs  to  me  is  the  question 
of  granting  a  burial  permit.  I  do  not  see  that  you  need 
trouble  yourself  with  regard  to  the  aj^plication  of  the 
criminal  laws;  the  Coroner  and  the  District  Attorney  must 
decide  for  themselves  upon  the  course  which  they  desire  to 
pursue.  The  only  reason  which  need  cause  you  to  hesitate 
about  granting  a  burial  permit  is  the  possible  question  with 
respect  to  death  by  violence,  and  wluu-e  this  has  been 
investigated  by  the  United  States  authorities,  there  is  no 
necessity,  so  far  as  I  can  see,  to  prevent  the  burial  of  the 
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body  while  those  who  have  jurisdiction  in  criiuinal  matters 
are  diseussiiig  their  r('S])eetive  rights. 

If  ill  any  given  case  it  is  decided  that  the  State  authori- 
ties ought  to  make  further  examination,  the  body  can  be 
disinternd.

Dear  Sik: — I  have  received  the  letter  of  Chief  En- 
gineer Webster,  approved  by  yon,  on  the  above  subject.  I 
assume  that  ]\Ir,  Webster  desires  me  to  repeat  in  writing 
that  which  I  had  previously  said  to  him  orally. 

In  the  first  place,  this  bridge  is  nnder  constrnction  by  a 
joint  contract  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  the  Phila- 
<Ielphia  and  Reading  Railway  Company.  My  advice  in 
ihi-^  letter  is  entirely  subject  to  the  concurrence  of  the 
Railway  Company.  If  that  Company  does  not  concur  and 
j(tin  in  the  ])ro])osed  action,  the  ([iiestion  should  be  fnrther 
considered  in  the  light  of  any  objection  which  it  may  make. 

Snbject  to  the  concnrrence  of  that  Company,  I  advised 
some  weeks  ago,  and  again  advised  at  a  conference  last 
week,  and  I  now  repeat  the  advice,  that  as  the  jS^ational 
Surety  Company  took  np  th(>  work  after  defanlt  made  by 
the  original  contractors,  for  whom  this  Company  was 
surety,  the  Com])any  onght  to  lie  ])aid  for  work  done  by 
it  at  the  rates  prescribed  in  the  contract.     Certain  steel 
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was  ill  cars  imt  delivered  at  The  time  when  the  original 
contractors  made  dcfanlt.  On  the  faihire  of  that  Coni- 
})an_v,  ]  am  informed  that  the  consignors  took  possession 
of  the  material  which  they  ha<l  shi])])cd,  hy  reason  of  the 
right  of  sto])page  in  transit,  and  that  the  consig-nors  subse- 
(piently  delivered  this  material  to  the  Surety  Company, 
and  the  Surety  Coni]iany  in  turn  used  it  in  the  work  done 
hy  them.  If  Air.  Wehster  is  pro])erly  assured  of  these 
facts,  this  material  thus  delivcre(l  forms  ])art  of  the  wiu'k 
done  hy  the  Surety  Company  and  should  he  included  in 
the  estinnite  and  ])ayment  made  to  the  Company.  My 
understanding  of  the  conversation  was  that  ^Ir.  Wehster 
was  personally  satislie<l  with  regard  to  the  truth  of  the 
statement  as  I  have  above  set  forth,  but  that  he  wanted 
this  statement  ]mt  in  the  sha]ie  of  a  letter  from  the  Com- 
])any  whi(di  ha<l  su])]died  the  material. 

His  letter  of  the  19th  inst.  states  that  he  has  received 
the  letter,  and  I  assume,  therefore,  that  he  is  sufficiently 
satisfied   of   this   fact. 

]\rr.  A\'el)ster's  letter  informs  me  that  the  Surety  Com- 
])any  was  doing  the  work  through  a  sub-contractor,  and  that 
the  sub-contractor  had  stopjX'd  work,  hut  that  the  Surety 
Com])any  had  assured  him  that  it  would  take  hold  of  it  and 
]n-(  ss  the  work  energetically.  An  agent  of  that  Company 
called  me  up  on  the  'phone  today,  stating  that  they  had 
already  done  this.  If  JMr.  Wehster  is  satislied  that  this  is 
done,  it  removes  one  objection  whicdi  might  exist  to  the 
payment. 

One  other  fact  deserves  some  consideration.  If  I  am 
not  greatly  mistaken  the  Sun  ty  (.onipany  is  amply  re- 
s];()nsihle.  \'ou  have  two  bonds  of  the  Company  to  protect 
the  City  and  all  those  who  may  furnish  work  or  materials. 
I'lxler  these  circumstances,  and  especially  in  view  of  the 
fact,  as  r  understand  it,  that  the  Surety  Company  holds 
an  assignment  from  the  original  contractors,  I  think  that 
you  may  very  safely  ])ay  the  Company  for  all  work  which 
it  has  done  or  may  do  in  the  future.  If  anything  remains 
due  at  the  ])r('sent  time  to  the  original  contractors,  or  if 
there  is  any  balance  which  will  become  due  U])nii  the 
c<,inplction   of  the  work   in   excess  of  the   amotnit   earned 
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l)_v  the  Siirctv  Cnnijimiy  in  llic  course  rif  (](>iim  the  wnrk,

l!ii!  warrants  for  work  (h)ue  hy  the  Surety  (^)mpan7 
shoiihl  lie  drawn  directly  to  it  as  the  one  that  i-  (hiing  the 
work,  just  as  if  you  had  yours(df,  uinh'r  the  lerins  of  the 
contract,  seh'ctc  d  a  new  contractor,  who  would,  of  c(nirse, 
receive  his  Avarrants  as  coiupensatioii  for  hi>  work.  The 
Surety  Coin]^any  is  in  the  same  position.  I'he  warrants 
to  the  Surety  Company  should  contain  the  words  "for  Avork 
done  hy  it,"  in  order  to  show  that  it  has  not  received  the 
nioiuy  under  the  assio-mnents  to  it  hy  reason  of  this  work.

Dkai;  Sir: — I  have  received  the  letter  of  ('hief  hhiiiineer 
AVehst(r,  dateil  Kehruary  2.')tli,  and  approved  hy  yon,  in- 
qniriiiii'  whether  a  ])ortion  of  a  certain  lot  of  i>rouiid  ac- 
(juired  for  the  iiuj)rovenient  of  the  water  >npply  may,  uii- 
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der  the  circninstaiices  wliieli  he  mentions  be  nsed  for  a 
sewage  disposal  plant  in  connection  with  certain  City 
property  withont  further  ordinance  of  Conncils. 

I  have  had  an  interview  with  the  Chief  Engineer,  in 
which  he  pointed  ont  upon  a  map  and  a  plan  the  exact 
location  of  the  ])roperty.  I  have  had  an  examination  made 
of  the  title,  and  find  while  condemnation  proceedings  were 
begun  for  a  tract  of  land  which  inclndes  that  which  is  now 
desired  to  nse,  the  title  was  finally  secured  by  pnrchase 
under  authority  of  Councils  and  a  conveyance  in  fee  simple 
by  deed.  There  can,  therefore,  be  no  question  with  respect 
to  the  City's  right  over  the  land  to  use  it  for  any  purj^ose, 
or  even  to  sell  it. 

The  Bureau  of  Water  and  the  Bureau  of  Sun^eys  are 
both  connected  with  your  Department;  neverthelesSj  there 
may  be  some  question  with  respect  to  your  right  to  divert 
the  use  of  land  from  one  Bureau  to  the  other ;  but  a  careful 
examination  of  the  ordinances  shows  that  City  Councils 
have  directed  that  the  plant  in  question  be  constructed  at, 
or,  at  least,  very  close  to  the  land  indicated,  and  have  ap- 
propriated money  for  that  purpose,  and  no  amount  is  ap- 
propriated to  be  for  the  purpose  of  securing  land. 

Inasmuch  as  I  am  assured  that  the  land  is  not  needed 
for  the  purpose  of  filtering  the  water  suj^ply  to  the  City, 
and  as  the  use  specified  by  Councils  clearly  indicates  an  in- 
tention to  locate  the  sewage  works  in  this  immediate  lo- 
cality without  the  purchase  of  other  ground,  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  the  ordinances  sufficiently  indicate  this  prop- 
erty may  be  used  for  this  purpose,  and  that  by  virtue  of  that 
authority,  as  well  as  in  connection  with  your  general  power 
as  the  head  of  both  Bureaus,  the  sewage  filtration  works- 
may  be  constructed  there.

milk  and  are  dealers  therein  within  the  meaning  of  the 
Act  of  April  27,  1909,  P.  L.,  237,  requiring  a  license.

Dear  Sir  : — Yours  of  the  1st  inst.,  calling  my  attention 
to  the  fact  that  streets  are  not  always  immediately  opened 
M'here  pro]ierty  is  condemned  for  that  purpose,  and  sug^ 
gesting  that  in  such  cases  we  report  to  you  so  that  you 
can  collect  tlie  rents  upon  any  houses,  was  duly  received. 

Where  property  is  condemned  for  street  purposes,  this 
Department  assumes  that  the  Llighway  Bureau  will  per- 
form the  duty  to  proceed  and  open  the  street.  If  it  fails 
to  do  so,  persons  interested  therein  can  compel  the  perform- 
ance of  this  duty  hy  mandamus.  I  am  aware,  however, 
that  as  a  practical  matter  it  is  sometimes  not  desirahle 
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to  proceed  with  tlie  o])eiiiiig  at  one/,  but  I  do  not  see  how 
the  Law  Department  can  assume  that  this  is  the  ease. 

I  find  on  inqnirj  that  notice  is  always  given  the  High- 
way Bnrean,  and  it  seems  to  me  that  if  that  Bnrean  does 
not  desire  to  j^i'oceed  with  the  opening  as  in  theory  it  ought, 
that  Bnrean  shonld  commnnicate  with  yon  and  arrange 
with  yon  with  regard  to  what  shonld  he  done  in  the  mean- 
wliile.

Gentle^niex  : — Complying  with  the  request  in  your  Ties- 
olution,  to  report  to  you  the  present  condition  of  the  title 
to  the  old  United  States  Mint  property,  for  the  purpose  of 
ascertaining  when  it  may  become  liable  to  the  City  for 
taxes,  I  submit  the  following  statement: 

On  March  22,  1902,  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of 
the  United  States,  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  $25,000 
then  paid,  gave  an  option  for  the  purchase  of  that  property 
for  the  sum  of  $2,000,000  if  accepted  and  a  contract  for  the 
purchase  upon  approved  form,  to  be  executed  within  sixty 
days  from  that  date.  The  terms  of  the  option  required  a 
further  cash  payment  of  $25,000  within  thirty  days  after 
the  execution  of  the  contract,  and  of  the  remainder  of  the 
consideration,  namely  $1,950,000,  within  six  months,  with- 
out interest. 

It  will  be  noted  that  under  the  terms  of  this  option  it 
was  necessary  to  execute  a  contract  not  later  than  May  21, 
1902,  and  to  make  a  further  payment  within  thirty  days 
and  complete  the  payment  within  six  months  from  the 
date  of  the  contract. 
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Oil  May  2S.  i;)02,  seven  days  after  tlie  option  l^ad  ex- 
l)ir('(l,  a  contraet  of  sale  was  entered  into  between  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Treasnry  and  the  ]\lint  Tiealty  Company  of  the 
City  of  Phihidcdphia,  wliieh  recited  the  payment  of 
$25,000  aln'ady  nnule  and  the  snccession  of  the  ^[int 
Realty  Company  to  the  rights  nnder  the  option,  and  pro- 
vided for  the  payment  of  a  further  snm  of  $25,000  within 
thirty  davs  thereafter  and  the  remaiiiina-  $1,050,000  on  or 
before  September  22,  1902. 

An  amended  contract  w'as  made  on  Angnst  21,  1002,  in 
consideration  of  the  snm  of  $200,000  in  addition  to  the 
$50,000  theretofore  paid,  proA'iding  that  instead  of  the  fnll 
consideration  money  being  paid  at  the  date  previonsly 
specified,  the  payment  of  the  balance  of  $1,750,000  was 
postponed  for  eighteen  months,  bnt  reserving  the  option 
to  the  Mint  Realty  Company  to  pay  it  at  any  time.  The 
agreement  further  provided  that  possession  of  the  property 
was  thereby  delivered  to  the  Mint  Realty  Company. 

On  December  14,  1903,  a  further  contract  was  entered 
into  amending  the  previous  contracts,  providing  that  in  con- 
sideration of  the  sum  of  $50,000  then  paid  (which,  with 
the  previous  ]:)ayments,  amounting  to  $250,000,  made  the 
sum  of  $300,000),  the  payment  of  the  balance,  $1,700,000, 
was  postponed  until  the  following  dates,  viz :  The  sum 
of  $100,000  until  March  22,  1904 ;  $100,000  until  Decem- 
ber 22,  1904,  and  the  balance,  $1,500,000,  until  February 

21,  1905.  The  subject  of  interest  was  for  the  first  time 
provided  for  in  this  agreement,  the  provision  being  that 
the  deferred  payments  should   bear  interest  from  March 

22,  1904,  until  paid,  at  the  rate  of  2  per  cent,  per  annum, 
and  interest  which  was  not  paid  shonld  also  bear  interest 
at  the  rate  of  6  per  cent,  per  annum.  It  was  also  agreed 
that  full  payment  might  be  made  at  any  time. 

On  Decond)er  23,  1904,  a  further  contract  was  made 
whereby  the  time  for  payment  was  again  extended  so  that 
there  should  l)e  paid  as  folloAvs:  On  February  23,  1905, 
$100,000;  on  August  23,  1905,  $50,000;  on  Februarv  23, 
1906,  $50,000  ;  on  August  23,  1906,  $50,000  ;  on  Februarv 

23,  1907,  $50,000;  on  Augmst  23,  1907,  $50,000;  on  Feb- 
ruary 23,  190S,  $50,000;  on  August  23,  1908,  $50,000, 
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and  on  February  23,  1909,  $1,050,000,  being  the  entire 
balance  of  the  purchase  money,  all  of  said  payments  to  bear 
interest  at  the  rate  of  3  per  cent,  per  annum  until  paid. 

I  am  informed  that  on  February  3,  1909,  the  total 
amount  paid  on  the  principal  sum  Avas  $1,000,000,  leaving 
a  balance  of  $1,000,000  unpaid,  and  a  sixth  contract  was 
then  entered  into  for  the  payment  of  this  balance  of 
$1,000,000  in  instalments  of^  $50,000,  payable  semi- 
annually nntil  the  balance  of  the  j)urchase  price,  ex- 
clusive of  interest,  should  be  reduced  to  $800,000,  where- 
u]ion  the  said  sum  of  $800,000  would  become  due  and  pay- 
able at  the  expiration  of  six  months  next  ensuing.  If  I 
understand  this  correctly,  this  remaining  balance  will  fall 
due  in  August,  1911 ;  but  in  view  of  the  somewhat  unusual 
series  of  contracts,  I  do  not  feel  justified  in  stating  that  a 
conveyance  will  at  that  time  be  made  by  the  Government. 

The  Mint  Realty  Company,  nnder  these  contracts,  en- 
tered into  possession  of  the  property,  and  commencing 
October  30,  1902,  tore  down  the  historic  building  and 
erected  the  present  building  which  is  on  the  property. 

Under  the  Ordinance  of  March  31,  1884  (Ordinances, 
p.  54),  the  northern  line  of  Chestnut  street  was  relocated 
so  as  to  widen  the  street  five  feet,  this  widening  taking 
effect  as  new  buildings  are  erected.  In  erecting  the  new 
building  the  Mint  Realty  Company  receded  this  distance, 
and  commenced  proceedings  to  recover  damages,  which  re- 
sulted in  an  award  of  $49,018,  which,  under  written  au- 
thority of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  was  paid  to  the 
Mint  Realty  Company. 

Assuming  that  these  facts  transferred  the  title  to  the 
Mint  Realty  Company,  taxes  were  assessed  against  the 
property  and  a  levy  for  the  taxes  was  made  upon  some 
of  the  tenants  of  the  building;  whereupon  the  Mint  Realty 
Company  filed  a  Bill  in  Equity  in  the  Court  of  Common 
Fleas  No.  5,  of  March  Term,  1904,  Iso.  4,000,  to  enjoin 
the  distress,  as  the  legal  title  was  in  the  United  States 
Government.  The  Court  granted  this  decree  and  it  was 
affirmed  by  the  Supreme  Court,  on  appeal,  on  May  6,  1907. 
(Mint  Realty  Company  vs.  Philadelphia,  218  Pa'.,  104.) 

In  December,  1905,  a  bill  was  introduced  into  Congress 
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to  give  the  consent  of  the  United  States  to  the  taxation  of 
this  propertv.  The  bill  failed  of  passage,  as  I  am  in- 
formed, because  it  was  asserted  that  under  the  circum- 
stances the  j-^roperty  was  already  liable  to  taxation. 

In  view  of  the  subsequent  decisions  of  our  Supreme 
Court,  I  beg  leave  to  rcconnnend  that  you  pass  a  joint  reso- 
lution requesting  Congress  to  pass  a  bill  of  that  character 
at  this  time.

My  Dear  Sir: — I  i-ocoived  your  letter  of  March  10, 
1910,  with  the  aecoinj^anying-  plan,  which  I  herewith  re- 
turn, inquiring  whether  you  are  justified  in  certifying  that 
Daggett  (late  65^)  street  is  legally  opened  for  public  use. 

The  facts  as  stated  show  a  dedication  of  the  street  to  the 
public.  If  the  street  was  actually  opened  or  used,  you  are 
clearly  justified  in  certifying  that  it  is  a  public  street;  but 
if  it  was  not  so  opened  and  used,  the  facts  which  ,you  state 
are  insufiicient  to  enable  me  to  state  with  precision  and 
certainty  whether  the  Act  of  May  8,  1889,  requiring  that 
proceedings  to  open  a  street  shall  take  place  within  twenty- 
one  years,  does  or  does  not  ap]oly.  If  there  was  no  plan 
of  the  property,  the  case  is  not  within  that  Act,  and  the 
dedication  remains.

I  tlierefore  advise  yon  that  it  is  proper  to  purchase  the 
virus  from  the  !X(  w  "^'lU'lv  Ijoard  of  Health,  and  as  it  can 
only  he  obtained  fi-om  that  Board,  you  need  not  advertise. 
Under  the  circumstances,  I  think  you  may  use  Item  7  of 
your  appropriation  for  that  purpose.

Deak  Sir: — I  herewith  return  the  ordinance  directing 
me  to  strike  from  the  record  two  City  liens  tiled  for  sewer 
and  taxes  on  property  of  the  West  Philadelphia  General 
Homoeopathic  Hospital. 

The  report  is  made  to  me,  upon  an  examination,  that 
the  Hospital  purchased  the  property  in  December,  1904. 
and  the  lien  for  tax  is  for  the  year  1904.  I  assume, 
on  general  princi})les  and  without  personal  knowdedge  of 
the  matter,  that  an  allowance  was  made  to  the  Hospital 
for  the  taxes  of  that  year  in  the  settlement  for  the  property. 
H'.  therefore,  we  cancel  the  taxes  for  the  year,  it  would 
follow  that  we  are  practically  presenting  that  sum  of  money 
toward  the  purchase  money  of  tne  property. 

In  addition  to  this,  in  my  judgment,  it  is  not  competent 
for  the  City  to  cancel  taxes  which  are  due.  The  Constitu- 
tion requires  that  all  taxes  shall  be  uniform  and  prohibits 
all  exemptions  exce])t  those  specified  in  the  Constitution. 
The  laws  gi-anting  exenijition  are  just  as  liberal  as  the 
Constitution   permits.      \i  the  property  is  exempt   under 
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the  Constitution  and  laws,  it  will  bo  relieved  from  tlie  tax 
by  the  Board  of  lievision  of  Taxes.  If  it  is  not  exempt, 
we  are  granting  an  exemption  which  the  law  does  not  per- 
mit. This  is  the  ground  taken,  and,  in  my  opinion,  prop- 
erly taken,  by  the  Board  of  Revision  of  Taxes. 

With  regard  to  the  sewer  claim,  I  have  no  information 
except  that  the  law  appears  to  charge  it  against  the  prop- 
erty, and  I  have  always  doubted  whether  the  principle  I 
have  above  stated  applies  to  sewer  claims,  but  it  is  not  clear 
whether  it  does  or  does  not.  Under  any  circumstances,  I 
do  not  think  Ave  have  a  right  to  exempt  the  property  from 
taxes  accruing  before  the  Hospital  bought.

Dear  Sir  : — T  have  your  letter  of  yesterday  respecting 
the  payment  of  a  bonus  on  Contract  Xo.  03,  together  with 
the  letter  of  Mr.  Dunlap  to  you,  which  I  herewith  return. 
The  question  is  whether  you  can  allow  a  bonus  provided 
f(3r  by  the  contract  without  an  actual  test  of  the  specific 
pump,  when  three  other  similar  pumps  have  been  tested. 

On  turning  to  the  contract  I  find  tlie  bonus  is  $800  per 
million  foot  pounds;  that  the  three  ]5ump3  which  have 
l)een  tested  vary  from  173.2  million  foot  pounds  to  181.5 
million  foot  pounds,  a  difference  of  8.3  million  foot  pounds. 

Assuming  that  the  engine  in  question  would  come  up  to 
this,  the  variation  is  considerable  and  the  difference  in 
])ayment  is  considerable.  As  a  mechanical  question,  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  I  am  not  an  engineer,  it  is  impossible 
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for  me  to  say  that  the  fourth  engine  wouhl  necessarily 
•conic  np  even  to  the  lowest  of  the  three  which  have  been 
tested,  and  it  is  certainly  impossible  to  say  whether  it  would 
come  np  to  the  average  and  entitle  the  contractor  to  the 
bonus  on  that  basis. 

I  do  not,  myself,  see  how  it  is  possible  to  gauge  this 
pump  by  those  which  have  already  been  accepted,  and  I 
shciuld  therefore  myself  be  entirely  unwilling  to  do  so; 
nevertheless,  as  I  have  already  stated,  I  am  not  an  engi- 
neer, and  in  view  of  the  difficult}'  in  making  the  test  I  am 
not  willing  to  say  that  you  cannot  waive  the  test  and  give 
such  bonus  as  under  all  the  circumstances  api^ears  just  and 
right,  even  although  I,  myself,  might  be  unwilling  to  do  it 
if  the  matter  were  in  my  personal  charge.

Dem'  Sn;:- — The  letter  of  Chief  Benson,  of  the  Bureau 
of  Highways,  dated  March  18th,  approved  by  you,  relating 
to  the  payment  for  the  wood  block  paving  ou  ^larket  street, 
has  just  been  received. 

I  understand  that  the  question  is  I'aised  because  the  con- 
tractor for  tlie  ])aviiig  has  received  a  demand  from  the  Com- 
pany sn])j)lying  him  with  wood  blocks  for  })aym(nt  based 
upon  the  calculation  of  i)]o('ks  covering  the  entire  surface 
of  the  cartway  without  excluding  the  space  occu])ied  by 
rails,  man-hole  heads,  and  other  p\d>lic  utility  services  ou 
the  street. 

If  I  were  the  contractor,  I  should  only  be  willing  to  pay 
for  blocks  actually  received,  including  those  which  are  cut 
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or  mutilated  t<:»  inalco  tlifm  fit  into  their  position.  I  do  not 
see  why  Mocks  Avliieh  wonld  have  been  nsed  within  a  space 
occnpied  bv  iiianholes,  etc.,  if  the  manholes  were  not  there^ 
should  bo  paid  for,  any  more  than  blocks  which  wonld  have 
been  nsed  n])on  the  sidewalks,  if  the  sidewalks  were  not 
there.  Ent  this  question  is  entirely  between  the  contractor 
and  those  Avho  su]iply  the  blocks,  and  the  City  has  nothing 
to  do  Avith  it.  The  oidy  question  wdiich  we  have  to  con- 
sider is,  what  sum  w^e  ought  to  pay  our  contractor. 

I  am  not  willing  to  advise  with  respect  to  the  method  of 
measuring  and  calculating  the  amount  to  be  paid  for  the 
paving  of  Market  street  specifically,  because  I  see  no  dis- 
tinction between  the  paving  of  this  street  and  that  of  others, 
I  can  readily  understand  that  the  trouble  of  cutting  the 
blocks  and  laying  them  along  the  tracks  and  around 
manholes  may  fully  equal  the  saving  in  materials  and  Avork 
resulting  from  the  space  taken  by  the  tracks  and  manholes; 
and  if  the  general  practice  is  to  measure  the  Avhole  surface 
of  the  street  without  deducting  the  space  occupied  by  them, 
I  see  no  reason  for  objecting  to  the  practice ;  but  the  diffi- 
culty is  as  great  in  the  case  of  granite  blocks  as  in  the  case 
of  wood  blocks,  and  the  same  rule  sliould  apply  to  both. 
If  we  have  adopted  a  wrong  practice,  taking  into  considera- 
tion not  only  the  practice  in  the  City  of  I^ew  York,  but 
of  the  cities  generally,  perhaps  our  ordinary  practice  ought 
to  be  corrected.  I  do  not  know  what  our  common  practice 
is,  but  Avhatever  it  be  it  ought  to  be  followed  or  else  cor- 
rected, in  all  cases.  This  seems  to  me  to  be  a  practical 
and  engineering  question,  rather  than  a  question  of  laAV. 

The  clause  cited  from  the  contract  directs  that  payments 
shall  be  made  upon  estimates  and  measurements  certified 
to  by  the  District  Surveyor,  and  bills  approved  by  the 
Assistant  of  the  District.  Accordingly  the  w^arrants  must 
be  in  accordance  w^ith  such  measurements  and  certificates, 
so  that  if  you  propose  to  make  any  change,  if  a  change  be 
required,  it  should  begin  Avith  those  measurements  and 
certificates,  and  not  Avitli  the  Avarrants.

Deak  Sik  : — I  beg  leave  to  answer  vonr  letter  of  Mareli 
20tli  as  follows: 

1.  With  regard  to  the  term  of  ^Iv.  Hazlett,  who  was 
elected  in  February,  1910,  Section  12  of  the  resolution  sub- 
mitting the  Constitutional  amendment  to  the  people  relates 
mainly  to  the  terms  of  officers  already  elected  or  about  to  be 
elected.  One  paragraph  of  that  section  provides  for  officers- 
elected  in  the  year  1910  at  the  municipal  election  in  Feb- 
ruary, and,  among  other  things,  is  as  follows:  "All  officers 
chosen  at  that  election  to  offices  the  term  of  which  is  now 
four  years,  or  is  made  four  years  by  the  operation  of  these 
amendments  or  this  schedule,  shall  serve  until  the  first 
]\ronday  of  December  in  the  year  1913." 

The  result  is  that  Mr.  Ilazlett's  term,  which  but  for  this 
amendment  would  expire  the  first  Monday  of  April,  1913, 
is  extended  until  the  first  Monday  of  December  of  the  same 
year,  an  extension  of  eight  months. 

2.  Mr.  llansley's  term,  as  I  understand  it,  began  on  the 
first  Monday  of  April,  1909,  and  but  for  the  amendment 
would  expire  on  the  first  Monday  of  April,  1912.  The 
first  provision  in  the  section  above  cited  is  that,  ''In  the 
case  of  officers  elected  by  the  people,  all  terms  of  office 
fixed  by  Act  of  Assembly  at  an  odd  nund)er  of  years  shall 
each  be  lengthened  one  year."  This  extension  is  to  the 
first  ^londay  of  April,  1913.  "While  there  are  2)i"ovision& 
for  those  elected  in  190S  and  1910,  there  is  no  specific  pro- 
vision with  regard  to  those  elected  in  1909.  I  suppose 
that  his  term  will  be  extended  until  December,  1913,  but 
it  is  not  explicitly  so  stated,  and  the  question  must  be  met 
when  the  time  comes.  I  think,  however,  that  for  the  pur- 
pose of  yuui'  ^lanual  you  may  so  state  it.

4.  The  Jndges  of  the  connty  conrts  are  elected  m  the  odd 
Tears,  bnt  by  Section  7  of  the  amendments,  amending  Sec- 
tion ?)  of  Article  VIII  of  the  Constitntion,  it  is  provided 
that  all  Jndges  elected  by  the  electors  of  the  State  at  large, 
may  be  elected  at  either  a  general  or  mnnicipal  election, 
as  circumstances  may  require.  This  refers  to  the  Judges 
of  the  Supreme  and  of  the  Su]:)erior  Courts.  These  officers 
may  be  elected  at  either  election  as  circumstances  may  re- 
quire.

I  have  heretofore  given  an  opinion  that  where  men  are 
employed  by  the  day  they  can  only  be  paid  for  the  day& 
they  render  service.  When  they  are  paid  by  the  year,  a 
reasonable  time,  depending  on  the  discretion  of  the  head  o± 
the  Bureau  or  Department,  may  ahvays  be  allowed  for  sick- 
ness, but  where  the  disability  is  permanent,  or  will  extend 
for  an  undue  length  of  time,  the  act  of  carrying  them  on 
the  ]:)ayroll  and  paying  them  salary  when  they  do  not  or 
cannot  for  a  considerable  period  of  time  in  the  future  ren- 
der service,  would  be  turning  the  pay  roll  into  a  pension 
roll,  and  this  cannot  properly  be  done.  Perhaps  there 
ought  to  be  some  provision  by  law  for  such  a  pension  roll^ 
l»ut  I  know  of  no  such  provision.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  two  cominiiiiieations  from 
]\Ir.  David  T.  Smith,  Chief  Deputy  in  the  Employment 
Agency  Division,  each  enclosing  a  list  of  parties  reported 
as  doing  a  theatrical  booking  business  within  the  provisions 
of  the  Employment  Agency  Act  approved  April  25,  1907, 
who  refuse  to  take  out  a  license,  and  asking  me  to  take 
steps  against  those  delinquents. 

The  provisions  of  the  statute  in  question,  and  especially 
Section  13  make  the  acts  complained  of  a  crime  punish- 
able by  fine  and  imprisonment.  The  proper  procedure, 
therefore,  is  to  have  a  warrant  issued  against  each  of  the 
persons  who  has  committeed  the  offence,  and  after  hearing 
to  secure  a  binding  over  to  answer  in  the  Court  of  Quarter 
Sessions,  when  the  matter  will  be  taken  charge  of  by  the 
District  Attorney's  office. 

I  do  not  understand  that  it  has  ordinarily  been  the  prac- 
tice to  call  upon  this  Department  to  aid  in  criminal  prose- 
cutions. If  there  is  any  reason  why  it  should  l)e  done  in 
this  instance,  I  will  assign  an  Assistant  to  take  charge ; 
otherwise  your  Department  may  proceed  as  usual.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  just  received  from  you  an  ordinance 
supplementary  to  an  ordinance  to  authorize  the  purchase  of 
a  lot  of  ground  in  the  Forty-second  Ward  for  fire  purposes. 

When  the  title  came  to  this  Department  for  examination 
we  found  that  there  were  certain  objections  to  the  title^ 
more  accurately,  there  were  certain  restrictions  against  the 
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use  of  the  land.  I  declined  to  take  title  to  the  propcrry 
on  that  account  and  reported  my  objections  to  the  Director 
of  Public  Safety,  and  at  his  request  this  ordinance  was 
drawn  by  one  of  my  assistants,  so  that  Councils  might  pass 
u{)on  the  question  whether  the  restrictions  were  of  such  a 
nature  as  to  create  a  substantial  objection  to  the  purchase 
of  the  property  for  the  price  named  and  for  the  use  in- 
tended. The  ordinance  appears  to  be  in  the  form  drawn 
here.  Whether,  in  view  of  the  objections,  the  price  is  a 
proper  one  aiid  these  objections  are  substantial,  is  a  ques- 
tion I  think  must  be  passed  upon  by  others.  I  have 
serious  doubt  whether  the  restriction  that  the  building-  shall 
not  be  used  lor  any  offensive  occupation  may  not  apply  to 
a  fire  house  of  any  kind,  and  especially  to  one  in  which  it 
is  jn-oposcd  to  keep  automobiles  to  be  propelled  by  gasoline, 
and  which  therefore  will  require  the  storage  of  a  certain 
amount  of  gasoline  on  the  property,  I  have  already  dis- 
cussed with  others,  and  decline  to  take  the  responsibility 
of  a  decision  of  the  question.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  a  letter  from  ]\Ir.  Benson,  of  the 
Highway  Bureau,  stating  that  Michael  McManus  had  con- 
tracts for  grading  Lincoln  avenue  from  Wayne  avenue 
to  Green  street,  and  Johnson  street  from  Wayne  avenue 
to  Green  street ;  that  Mr.  McManus  had  refused  to  accept 
the  warrants  which  were  tendered  him  and  brought  suit  to 
recover  a  larger  amount ;  that  the  suits  wq.vc  in  the  hands  of 
Assistant  City  Solicitor  Kingston  and  that  the  matter  had 
been  settled,  asking  me  to  notify  you  in  order  that  the 
amounts  standing  to  the  credit  of  those  items  might  be 
cancelled. 

On  inquiry  of  Mr.  Kingston  and  Mr.  Alcorn,  tlie  report 
is  made  to  me  that  suit  was  brought  in  C.  P.  2,  Decem- 
ber Term,  1898,  I^o.  239,  on  the  Johnson  street  contract, 
and  in  the  same  Court  and  term,  ISJ'o.  547,  on  the  Lincoln 
avenue  contract.  The  cases  were  both  taken  by  appeal  to 
the  Supreme  Court,  in  which  the  judgments  were  affirmed, 
but  the  payments  were  d(?layed  by  reason  of  litigation  with 
a  Mr.  Watson.  The  first  named  of  these  judgments  was 
paid  by  a  mandamus  which  issued  April  14,  1900,  and  the 
second  by  a  mandamus  issued  May  24,  1909,  and  both 
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jiidirnioiirs  nro  satislied.  I  assume,  tlioreforo.  that  any 
anioiuit  which  von  have  carried  to  the  credit  of  these  con- 
tracts shnnM  iiicr<;'e.

Dear  Sir  : — Mr.  Benson's  letter,  approved  by  you,  dated 
April  4,  1910,  was  duly  received.  I  learn  from  it  that  a 
requisition  was  made  on  the  Department  of  Supplies  for 
sewer  bricks  to  be  used  in  connection  with  certain  repairs 
iu  the  neighborhood  of  Fiftieth  and  Parrish  streets,  where 
serious  damage  was  done  by  an  explosion  of  gas,  but  that 
the  Department  of  Supplies  had  refused  to  purchase  the 
bricks  on  the  ground  that  the  appropriation  was  ex- 
hausted. I  am  asked  whether  that  Department  would  not 
be  justihed  in  honoring  the  requisition  for  the  material. 

I  do  not  think  that  I  can  with  propriety  answer  the 
question  just  in  the  form  in  which  it  is  put.  One  oi  the 
Departments  of  the  City  government  has  adopted  a  certain 
course.  If  the  head  of  the  Department  were  to  ask  my 
advice  about  his  conduct,  it  would,  of  course,  be  my  duty 
to  give  it.  lie  has  not  asked  my  advice  nor  communicated 
with  me  at  all  on  the  subject,  and  uudcr  such  circumstances 
it  would  Ix^  a  very  delicate  matter  for  me  to  advise  another 
and  distinct  Dej^artment  with  regard  to  the  propriety  or 
improjiriety  of  his  conduct. 

But,  on  the  wider  subject,  you  ask  several  general  and 
other  specific  questions,  which  this  is  one,  relating  to  the 
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conduct  of  tlie  High  way  Bnroau  in  connection  with  emer- 
gencies, and  its  right  to  contract  and  the  persons  with 
whom  it  nnist  contract. 

So  far  as  the  abstract  question  of  law  is  concerned,  a  con- 
siderable number  of  statutes  peremptorily  forbid  all  con- 
tracts by  Departments  without  a  prior  appropriation,  and 
with  equal  positiveness  require  that  all  materials  and  labor 
procured  by  the  City  shall  be  procured  only  under  contract 
to  be  given  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder.  'No  exceptions 
whatever  are  made  to  these  requirements ;  and  the  law  fur- 
ther requires  that  if  contracts  be  made  without  an  appro- 
priation, such  contract  is  not  binding  on  the  City,  but  the 
officer  making  the  contract  is  personally  liable.  It  is  true 
that  emergencies  sometimes  occur  in  which  an  officer  of  the 
City  is  morally  justified,  and  perhaps  required,  to  take  the 
responsibility  upon  himself  and  ])rocure  such  supplies  oi' 
labor,  or  both,  even  although  his  act  is  not  authorized  b}' 
law  and  is  not  binding  upon  the  City ;  but  this  only  applies 
to  real  emergencies  or  exigencies  where  the  necessity  for 
his  action  cannot  be  anticipated  previously  and  where  the 
necessity  of  immediate  action  is  such  that  he  cannot  delay 
in  order  to  secure  proper  authority.  For  instance,  it  was 
said  in  the  daily  papers  a  short  time  ago  that  there  had 
been  a  break  in  the  water  main  near  the  corner  of  Broad 
and  Sanson!  streets.  If  this  lu-eak  had  washed  the  street 
awa}'  so  that  the  passage  of  both  Broad  and  Sansom  streets 
would  have  been  exceedingly  dangerous,  it  might  have  been 
the  duty  of  the  proper  officer  to  proceed  on  the  very  day  of 
the  occurrence  to  fill  up  the  hole,  so  as  to  make  the  streets 
passable  Avithout  danger.  In  order  to  do  this  he  must,  per- 
haps, act  without  formal  contract,  or  at  all  events  without 
providing  for  the  contract  by  means  of  advertisements,  and 
if  there  be  no  appropriation  applicable  to  the  j'jurpose,  even 
without  appropriation.  Action  without  proper  authority 
should  be  of  the  most  exceptional  kind. 

When,  in  your  opinion,  such  emergency  arises,  your  ac- 
tion arising  from  it  is  necessarily  outside  the  law  and  pay- 
ment then  must  be  made  in  accordance  with  the  Act  of  May 
23,  187-1:,  which  permits  Councils,  by  a  two-thirds  vote^if 
they  see  fit — to  direct  payment  for  such  work  done.  While

Dear  Sir  : — Tveplyiug-  to  your  letter  inquiring  whether 
under  Section  o  of  the  Act  relating  to  compulsory  educa- 
tion the  attendance  officers  are  empowered  to  serve  war- 
rants on  ])arents  Avho  fail  to  comply  with  the  compulsory 
education  law.  1  am  of  ojiinion  that  the}'  caniiotj  although 
the  ([Uestion  i->  not  entirely  clear. 

The  provision  in  (piesticni  gives  the  attendance  officers 
full  police  powers  without  warrant.  If  the  section  stopped 
here  it  would  he  my  opinion  that  the  words  ''without  war- 
rant" were  an  addition  to  the  general  police  powers  and 
did  not  restrict  them  from  arresting  by  warrant,  but  the 
section  proceeds  to  say,  "whose  duty  it  shall  he  to  look  af- 
ter and  arrest  and  apprehend  truants  and  others  who  fail 
to  attend  school."  This  seems  to  be  a  restriction  upon  the 
general  language.  Their  duty  is  to  follow  up  trnaijts  and 
bring  them  to  school,  and  they  do  not  s?em  to  be  required 
to  arrest  or  apprehend  the  parents  of  the  children.  On 
turning  to  Section  5,  to  which  T  am  referred  by  the  letter 
which  accompanies  yours,  T  find  tli(>  attendance  officers 
may  themselves  be  prosecutors  and  proceed  against  the 
offending  parent  or  parents.  It  would  scarcely  be  proper 
for  them  to  act  both  as  prosecutor  and  also  constable  to  en- 
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force  the  jn-ocess  issued  on  their  behalf  in  their  own  cases,' 
and  while,  as  I  have  said,  my  opinion  is  not  entirely  clear, 
I  am  strongly  inclined  to  think  that  w^arrants  against  pa- 
rents shonld  be  served  by  Constables.

Deae  Siu  : — I  have  received  your  favor  oi  April  14th, 
calling  my  attention  to  the  item  in  the  loan  provided 
for  by  the  Ordinance  of  -July  1,  1909,  "for  the  comple- 
tion of  the  City  Hall,"  and  to  the  appropriation  of  moneys 
recited  by  that  loan  by  the  Ordinance  of  July  19,  1909,  '"to 
Item  39a,  for  the  completion  of  City  Hall,  $250,000,"  and 
inquiring  whether  certain  (expenses,  wdiich  you  name,  can 
or  cannot  be  properly  ])aid  out  of  that  ai)pro])riation. 

Work  of  that  kind  done  for  the  City  may  be  divided 
into  three  classes:  For  ordinary  repairs  and  mainten- 
ance ;  for  improvements  or  betterments  to  an  existing 
building,  and  for  completing  a  building  that  is  in  course 
of  construction,  but  still  incomplete.  Work  done  on  City 
Hall  may  relate  to  any  one  of  these  classes.  The  build- 
ing has  l)een  in  use  to  some  extent  for  thirty  years,  and 
much  work  therefore  is  requird  to  maintain  it  in  proper 
condition  and  to  make  ordinary  repairs  to  it.  The  course 
of  time  and  the  growth  of  the  City  have  also  required 
that  additional  alterations  and  betterments  should  be 
made  to  those  parts  of  the  building  which  were  supposed 
to  be  completed.  Again,  portions  of  the  building  never 
were  com])l('t(Ml.  As  I  understand,  the  stairway  at  the 
northwest  corner  was  never  entirely  completed  or  used 
until  rccentlv.     The  elevators  at  that  corner  were  never 
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inserted  until  last  summer.  The  assembly  rooms  for  each 
branch  of  Councils  and  for  the  Finance  Committee  were 
never  completed,  but  were  litted  up  for  temporary  use 
with  the  understanding  and  arrangement  that  the  fittings 
l»ut  there  were  temporary  only  and  that  the  rooms  re- 
nuiined  incomplete.  It  therefore  follows  that  the  work 
on  the  stairway,  the  installation  of  elevators  at  the  place 
provided  for  them,  but  in  which  elevators  had  not  here- 
tofore been  installed,  and  the  final  work  upon  the  rooms 
mentioned  as  having  remained  incomplete,  are  to  be 
treated  as  work  done  toward  the  final  completion  of  the 
building. 

I,  therefore,  in  a  general  way,  answer  your  questions 
that  any  work  done  which  is  toward  the  completion  of 
the  building  and  not  for  maintenance,  repairs,  changes 
or  alterations,  may  properly  be  paid  for  out  of  that  ap- 
propriation ;  but  for  maintenance,  repairs,  or  for  changes 
or  alterations  to  the  completed  parts,  a  separate  appro- 
priation should  be  made. 

Applying  these  principles  to  the  specific  questions  men- 
tioned by  you,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  elevators  intended 
to  replace  those  which  were  originally  inserted  because  they 
had  become  unsafe  is,  to  quote  your  exact  words,  a  re- 
placing or  repair  of  something  not  in  the  line  of  main- 
tenance, and  not  work  towards  the  completion  of  the  build- 
ing. As  a  permanent  matter,  it  might  indeed  with  pro- 
priety be  paid  for  out  of  the  loan,  if  the  loan  had  so  pro- 
vided. 

Skipping  two  items,  I  turn  to  the  question  of  '^"'Resur- 
facing main  roof,  including  new  concrete  work."  The 
building  already  has  a  roof  which  was  placed  upon  it  years 
ago.  Resurfacing  the  roof  is  in  the  line  of  maintenance, 
even  although  the  nature  of  the  roof  is  changed  somewhat. 

The  other  three  items  come  close  to  the  line,  and  I 
am  not  sufficiently  familiar  with  ihe  exact  facts  to  ad- 
vise with  certainty.  The  installation  of  fire  proof  cases 
for  books  of  record  in  the  office  of  the  Recorder  of  Deeds 
occurs  in  a  room  which  has  long  been  occupied.  Upon 
its  face  it  is  merely  a  suggestion  of  refitting  this  room 
with  furniture,  or,  at  the  most,  a  modification  or  alteration 
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of  tliat  which  has  heretofore  proved  sufficient ;  at  most, 
a  substitution  for  unsatisfactory  conditions.  It  is  pos- 
sible, however,  that  this  constitutes  a  completion  of  the 
building  itself,  and  not  merely  a  furnishing  or  refurnish- 
ing or  alteration ;  it  depends  upon  the  present  or  previous 
condition,  and  what  is  proposed.  I  fear  that  it  is  not  a 
portion  of  the  completion  of  the  building,  but  I  am  un- 
able to  so  state  with  certainty. 

The  same  remarks  apply  to  the  it(>m  for  '"Additions 
and  improvements  to  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer." 
So  far  as  these  are  modifications  of  an  existing  condition 
whicli  might  occur  at  any  time  after  the  building  is  thor- 
oughly completed,  they  are  changes,  alterations,  and  im- 
provements or  repairs  and  maintenance.  It  is  possible 
that  they  may  tend  toward  finishing  an  incomplete  struc- 
ture, but  not  have  that  appearance  on  the  face  of  the 
statement. 

The  last  item^  "Automatic  oiling  system  and  filter  for 
power  plant,"  I  do  not  understand.  I  can  only  guess  at 
Avhat  these  things  are.  It  would  strike  me  that  they  re- 
late to  the  furnishing  of  the  building,  biit  I  cannot  tell. 
The  entire  loan  and  appropriation  relate  to  the  building 
and  not  to  its  furnishing.  I  do  not  understand  whether 
these  are  needed  for  the  completion  of  the  original  struc- 
ture ;  if  they  are,  they  are  within  the  loan  and  appropria- 
tion ;  but  if  they  are  for  furnishing,  or  if  they  are  an  ad- 
dition to  or  snbstitiite  for  something  which  was  for- 
merly comi)leted,  they  are  not  within  the  terms  of  the  loan 
and  approi^riation. 

I  regret  that  as  to  most  of  these  items  I  cannot  speak 
\vith  more  certainty.  My  uncertainty  largely  arises,  as 
I  think  I  have  sufficiently  explained,  from  a  want  of  exact 
knowledge  of  present  conditions  and  of  the  work  that  it 
is  proposed  to  do.  I  think,  however,  that  a  general  state- 
ment of  the  jjrinciple  involved  will  meet  all  your  purposes.

Dear  Sir  : — I  duly  received  your  letter  of  April  Sth^ 
iiKjuiriug  witli  respect  to  your  authority  in  certain  cases 
which  \o\\  mention  to  require  that  plastering-  shall  be 
done  ujion  Avire  lath. 

The  principle  which  is  l)eliind  the  specific  question  which 
you  ask,  is  whether  in  minor  details  not  specified  in  the 
building  laws,  you  may  make  some  requirement  which  you 
deem  necessary  for  the  public  safety,  even  although  that 
requii-emcnt  be  not  specified  in  the    statutes. 

The  question  is  not  free  from  diificulty.  The  various 
l)uilding  laws  as  set  forth  in  the  pamphlet  published  by  au- 
thority of  your  Board  do  not,  as  far  as  I  have  observed 
in  exju'ess  terms  give  any  discretion  to  your  Board  with 
respect  to  the  details  of  work;  while,  on  the  other  hand, 
they  do  set  forth  with  great  minuteness  the  manner  in 
which  buildings  of  different  kinds  are  to  be  erected. 

The  policy  of  the  Legislature  seems  to  have  been  to- 
leave  as  little  as  possible  to  the  discretion  of  the  inspec- 
tors. This  principle  is  a  right  one,  for  discretion  may  be 
abusid  and  favoritism  mav  be  exercised  very  unintention- 
ally. 

I  find,  indeed,  in  Sections  0  and  9  of  the  Act  of  1001^ 
under  which  yonr  Bureau  was  organized,  certain  expres- 
sions which  seem  to  indicate  that  there  may  be  conditions 
requiring  special  provision;  but  in  view  of  the  minuteness 
of  the  directions  in  the  statutes  and  the  evident  attempt 
to  make  them  apply  to  all  cases  which  can  be  anticipated, 
I  am  of  the  opinion  that  while  your  Board  may  perhaps 
make  an  (irder  in  a  specific  case,  it  has  no  power  to  make  a 
general  regnilation,  such  as  those  you  mention,  applying 
to  all  buildings  of  certain  kinds  or  which  are  intended  for 
certain  uses.      For  such  ceneral  rea'ulation?,  we  must  look 
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to  the  Legislature.  I  note^  in  this  connection^  that  the 
snbject  of  metal  lathing  is  considered  in  the  Act  of  April 
.25,  1903,  Section  6.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  letter  of  April  15th  with  ref- 
erence to  the  desire  of  the  contractor  who  is  constructing 
the  new  pier  at  Vine  street  to  have  his  men  work  twelve 
hours  per  day,  and  asking  whether  you  may  give  permis- 
sion. 

I  do  not  think  that  this  is  necessary.  The  eifect  of  the 
Act  of  1897,  which  provides  that  eight  hours  shall  con- 
stitute a  day's  work,  was  carefully  considered  by  Magis- 
trate Rogers  as  early  as  1902,  and  in  an  elaborate  and 
convincing  opinion  of  twelve  pages  of  typewriting  he  finds 
that  the  only  effect  of  that  Act  is  to  provide  Avhat  shall 
constitute  a  day's  labor  where  no  contract  or  provision  is 
made  to  the  contrary.  There  is  nothing  in  the  Act  which 
forbids  men  working  overtime,  if  they  are  willing  to  do 
so.  Xor  do  I  think  that  the  Ordinance  of  December  10, 
1901,  has  any  bearing  upon  the  question  of  the  length  of 
time  which  they  may  work  in  each  day ;  it  relates  exclu- 
sively  to  the  wages  to  be  paid.

My  Dear  Sir  : — I  duh'  received  the  letter  of  your  Sec- 
reitary,  Mr.  Gleason,  of  April  14tli,  enclosing  a  letter  from 
a  Coniinittee  of  the  Civic  Club  of  Phila<lel]>liia,  asking  you 
to  procure  my  interpretation  of  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  Au- 
gust 26,  1721,  the  Act  of  February  9,  1751,  amfthe  Or- 
dinance of  June  20,  1881,  respecting  the  sale  and  use  of 
certain  fireworks,  etc.      I  return  this  letter. 

The  Act  of  1721,  to  which  reference  is  made,  is  entitled 
''An  Act  for  preventing  accidents  that  may  happen  by 
fire,"  and  the  citation  given  in  the  letter  is  a  part  of  the 
fourth  section.  The  first  three  sections  can  have  no  other 
application  than  protection  of  property  from  damage  by 
fire,  and  the  fourth  section,  from  which  this  citation  is 
made,  must  be  given  the  same  interpretation. 

The  same  thing  may  be  said  of  the  Act  of  February 
9.  1751,  extending  these  provisions.  With  this  explana- 
tion and  qualificarion  I  am  unable  to  give  any  interpreta- 
tion of  the  Act  of  Assembly  which  will  throw  any  light 
upon  it,  unless  my  attention  be  drawn  to  some  spe^cific  part 
of  it,  which  seems  to  l)e  doubtful.  Any  endeavor  to  ex- 
])lain  it  would  probal^ly  Ije  niorc^  unintelligible  than  the 
origimd. 

This  Act  was  held  to  l)e  in  force  in  the  cas(>  of  Homer 
vs.  Commonwealth,  100  Pa.,  221.  Since  that  decision 
the  Act  of  March  24,  1905,  P.  L.,  49,  was  passed.  This 
Act  is  (ntitle<l  "\\n  Act  to  prohibit  the  sale  and  use  of 
certain  fireworks,  fire-crackers,  pistols,  explosive  canes 
and  ammunition,  and  pro\-i(ling  penalties  for  violations 
thereof.-' 

There  are  decision-;  during  recent  years,  that  an  Act 
which  is  plainly  inten(h-d  to  cover  tlie  whole  subject  mat- 
ter, thereby  rei>eals  earlier  Acts  on  the  subject:  and  it  is 
therefore  a  proposition  which  may  perhaps  fairly  be  argued 
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that  this  Act,  by  providing  that  certain  high  explosives 
may  not  be  sold  or  used,  bv  implication  permits  the  sale 
and  use  <if  snch  articles  as  the  small  Chinese  iire-craekers, 
althong-h  I  am  not  prepared  to  assent  to  the  correctness  of 
the   argument. 

The  Act  of  1751  is  not  cited  quite  correctly  in  the 
letter;  it  is  wrongly  punctuated.  It  extends  the  earlier 
Act  to  any  Ci>unty  town,  or  any  other  town  or  borough  in 
this  province,  already  built  and  settled,  or  hereafter  to  be 
built  and  settled.  In  my  opinion  this  extends  the  original 
enactment  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  as  it  now  exists.  I 
know  of  no  decision  directly  upon  the  subject,  but  in  the 
ease  of  Iltidenwag  vs.  Philadelphia,  lOS  Pa.,  72,  in  which 
the  City  was  sued  for  an  accident  in  connection  with  a 
display  of  fireworks  on  the  G-irard  Avenue  Bridge  on  July 
4,  1893,  it  was  held  that  the  Act  of  1721  applied  only  to 
individuals  and  not  to  the  City.  If  the  Court  had  been  of 
opinion  that  it  did  not  extend  to  Girard  Avenue  Bridge, 
which  is  within  the  limits  of  the  present  City,  but  about 
a  mile  northwest  from  the  limits  of  the  original  City,  it 
would  have  been  easy  to  say  that  the  Act  was  not  in  force 
at  that  i)laee.  Imt  instead  of  that,  assuming  that  the  Act 
did  apply  to  the  place,  the  decision  was  put  u]iiin  another 
ground. 

With  regard  to  the  Ordinance  of  June  20,  1881,  I 
gather  from  an  interview  with  members  of  the  Committee 
that  the  question  which  they  had  in  mind  was  whether, 
under  the  Ordinance  which  prohibits  the  sale  and  use  of 
any  toy  justols,  toy  cannon,  devil's  bombs,  or  toys,  or  small 
hand  weapons  of  any  character  or  descrij>tion  used  for  tir- 
ing salutes  for  celebration  purposes,  and  employing  gun- 
powder, gun  cotton,  fulminating  powder,  or  other  explosive 
material  in  the  constrnction^  manufacture  or  use,  the  word 
"toys"  include  fire-crackers.  Whether  a  fire-cracker  may 
or  may  not  properly  be  designated  a  "toy,"  I  am  of  opinion 
that  in  the  connection  used  it  is  intended  to  restrict  it  to  toy 
hand  weapons. 

An  opinion  of  Judge  Kinsey  when  City  Solicitor,  dated 
flune  24,  1901,  jn  the  Opinions  of  that  ear,  page  67,  gives 
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an  outline  of  tlio  Inws  and  ordinancf  s  on  thi,s  subject  down 
to  that  date,  and  with  the  Act  of  1905,  already  nieutinned, 
covers  the  subject.

Dear  Sir: — In  reph'  to  your  inquiry  under  date  of 
April  23rd,  I  bei>'  leave  to  say  that  in  ordinary  civil  suits 
a  subpoena  is  not  often  served  by  officers  of  the  law.  Such 
writs  may  l)e  served  by  anyone.  If  the  endeavor  to  serve 
subpoenas  is  sufficiently  frequent  to  be  a  real  and  substan- 
tial evil,  I  should  endeavor  to  guard  against  the  evil  as  far 
as  possible,  but  without  undertaking  to  block  the  course 
of  justice.  If  an  officer  comes  in  a  criminal  case,  I  should 
have  the  sclndar  called  from  his  room  and  permit  the  officer 
to  serve  him  in  the  rece]~»tion  room.  With  regard  to  a  civil 
suit,  if  a  jiarty  to  the  suit,  or  a  partv  not  an  officer  comes, 
I  should  exercise  my  best  discretion,  either  by  calling  the 
scholar  out  as  above  mentioned  or  detaining  the  writ 
servei-  until  the  dismissal  of  the  school,  or  some  other 
way,  so  as  not  substantially  to  interfere  with  the  pur- 
pose of  justice  and  at  the  same  time  not  intrrru]it  the  pro- 
ceedings in  the  school,  A  little  discretion  on  the  part  of 
the  principal  and  the  teacher  would,  I  should  suppose, 
prevent  due  annoyance  on  the  one  side,  oi-  undue  interfer- 
ence with  the  rights  of  litigants  on  the  other.  It  is  diffi- 
cult to  lay  down  an  absolute  rule.  I  suppose  the  younger 
scholars  will  rarely  be  called.

Dear  Sir  : — Mr.  Gleason,  Secretary  of  the  Mayor,  tells 
me  that  there  is  in  course  of  preparation  a  financial  state- 
ment to  bidders  for  the  loan  which  had  been  advertised  and 
offered,  giving  facts  to  support  our  right  to  issue  a  loan  and 
to  sustain  the  City's  credit,  and  he  says  tliat  you  desire  a 
letter  from  me  to  advise  you  whether  you  are  justified  in 
fixing  the  assessed  value  of  the  property  at  $1,410,000,000. 

Under  date  of  December  22,  1909,  in  the  Ordinances  of 
1909,  page  141,  I  wrote  to  3^ou  in  substance  that  the 
assessed  value  of  the  taxable  property  as  fixed  and  de- 
termined by  the  preceding  assessed  valuation  thereof  is  not 
to  be  determined  by  the  certificate  of  any  officer  giving 
his  estimate  in  advance  of  the  actual  assessment,  but  is  to 
be  determined  by  the  actual  fact  as  it  exists. 

In  the  cases  now  pending  in  Court  of  Common  Pleas 
^o.  4,  Mr.  Fell,  one  of  the  Board  of  Revision  of  Taxes, 
testified  that  the  actual  assessment  for  the  year  1910  is 
approximately  $1,437,927,764.  I  am  not  sure  that  we  are 
bound  to  consider  any  possible  changes  which  may  be  made 
for  the  purposes  of  the  decisions  upon  apj^eals  made  by 
property  owners,  but  assuming  that  we  are,  Mr.  Gratz, 
President  of  the  Board,  subsequently  testified  that  we  are 
perfectly  safe  in  assuming  that,  after  all  allowances 
are  made,  the  amount  remaining  will  be,  at  least, 
$1,410,000,000.  Unless  you  desire  to  verify  this  by  a 
jDersonal  addition  of  the  tax  books,  you  may  with  propriety 
state  in  your  financial  statement  to  bidders  that  the  last 
named  amount  is  the  amount  of  the  last  preceding  assess- 
ment.

Dear  Sir  : — Reply iiig  to  the  comiiiuiiication  of  the 
Chief  Engineer  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys,  approved  by 
you,  with  reference  to  the  siginticance  of  the  recent  de- 
cision of  the  Superior  Court  in  the  case  of  Bowser  vs.  City^ 
copy  of  which  decision  was  handed  to  Mr.  Webster,  the 
Court  decides  that  the  Ordinance  of  March  30,  1895,  page 
01,  regulating  the  granting  of  permits  for  connections 
with  undergTOund  service  and  fixing  charges  therefor, 
repeals  the  prior  ordinances  fixing  other  charges  than  those 
specified  in  the  Ordinance  of  1895  for  connections  witb 
sewers,   etc. 

The  Court  further  indicates  the  view  that  no  ordinance 
would  be  valid  which  makes  a  distinction  in  the  charge 
as  between  those  owners  of  abutting  property  who  have 
jniid  for  the  original  construction  of  the  sewer  and  those 
who  have  not  done  so.  In  view  of  this  decision  it  would 
seem  requisite  to  abandon  the  practice  of  charging  an 
additional  fee  for  sewer  connections  in  excess  of  those  sums 
fixed  by  the  Ordinance  of  1895,  at  least  so  long  as  the  legis- 
lation by  Councils  on  the  subject  remains  as  it  is. 

It  might,  perhaps,  be  well  to  have  an  ordinance  or  ordi- 
nances passed,  or  the  Ordinance  of  1895  amended,  so  as  to 
give  th(^  right  to  make  charges  for  sewer  connections  if  it 
be  deemed  desirable  that  this  practice  be  continued,  in  so 
far  as  this  can  be  done  in  accordance  with  the  Court's 
opinion ;  and,  as  the  decision  in  the  case  referred  to  may 
also  affect  the  City's  right  to  impose  a  frontage  charge 
for  water  pipe  upon  connection  being  made  with  premises 
not  contributing  to  the  original  cost  of  laying  the  pipe,  the 
importance  of  making  the  necessary  change  in  existing  or- 
dinances is  enhanced.  It  would  probably  be  best  in  doing 
this  to  make  the  charge  specifically  for  the  cost  of  con- 
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struction    rather    than    a    connection    charge    properly    so 
called. 

If  desired,  this  Department  will  be  glad  to  take  np  the 
snbject  with  the  Chief  of  the  Bnrean  of  Snrveys.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  your  letter  of  April  29th, 
inquiring  whether  certain  oyster  saloon  keepers,  who  use 
milk  in  preparing  oyster  stews,  are  within  the  recent  Act 
relating  to  the  sale  of  milk. 

The  three  cases  which  you  cite  in  your  letter  relate  to 
the  sale  of  oleomargarine  by  keepers  of  restaurants.  The 
oleomargarine  has  not  lost  its  identity  but  furnished  to 
the  customers  in  its  original  condition.  When  milk  is 
used  in  preparing  an  oyster  stew^  the  milk  has  entirely 
lost  its  identity,  and  is  simjily  an  article  used  in  the 
preparation  of  the  stew.  If  this  be  within  the  Act  reg- 
ulating the  sale  of  milk,  it  would  seem  to  apply  to  the  baker 
who  uses  it  in  the  manufacture  of  bread  and  of  cakes.  It 
is  almost  impossible  to  follow  an  article  of  this  kind  into 
every  article  of  merchandise  into  which  it  may  enter  as  a 
component  part. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  Act  does  not  apply,  except 
where  it  is  furnished  as  a  distinct  article.  The  former 
opinion  which  I  gave  to  you  should  be  thus  interpreted.

Dear  Sir: — Certain  correspondence  has  been  submitted 
to  me  orally  by  you  throug'h  Rowland  Evans,  Esq.,  relat- 
ing to  building  Xo.  1320  Chestnut  street.  If  the  corres- 
pondence correctly  states  the  facts,  they  are  that  the 
proi^erty  Xo.  1322  was  torn  down  or  altered,  the  result 
being  that  the  front  wall  of  Xo.  1320  Avas  found  to  be 
in  a  dangerous  condition  and  requiring  that  piers  should 
be  erected  to  support  the  wall.  Merely  supporting  and 
sustaining  a  wall  is  not  rebuilding  or  altering  the  front 
of  a  building  within  the  meaning  of  the  Ordinance  of 
March  31,  1884,  and  the  owner  of  the  building  should 
therefore  be  permitted  to  support  his  wall  by  piers  with- 
out requiring  him  to  move  it  back. 

The  half  square  from  Juniper  to  Thirteenth  strett 
contains  some  buildings  that  are  back  to  the  new"  building 
line  and  some  that  are  not.  While  it  is  not  strictly 
within  the  question  asked  me,  I  may  say  that  the  City 
would  save  money  by  requiring  that  all  of  these  buildings 
should  be  set  back  at  the  same  time,  as  a  large  part  of 
the  damages,  where  buildings  are  set  back  singly,  arises 
from  the  fact  that  other  buildings  protrude  beyond  them. 
I  am,  therefore,  not  anxious  to  require  the  recession  of 
single  buildings,  as  distinguished  from  the  whole  row.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  letter  of  yesterday  with  respect  to 
an  ordinance  ])roviding  for  the  payment  to  Edward  F. 
Fonder  for  extra  work  done  on  Chestnut  Street  Pier, 
$2,050,  is  at  hand.  I  have  read  the  opinion  given  to 
the  former  Director  under  date  of  -Itdy  20,  1900,  to 
which  you  refer;  it  i.s  published  on  page  85  of  the  Opinions 
for  last  year. 

I  have  not  seen  the  appropriating  ordinance  to  wliich 
you  refer  me.  If  I  understand  your  letter  correctly,  the 
advice  which  you  seek  is  with  reference  to  Avhether  you 
should  advise  the  approval  of  that  ordinance.  When  the 
matter  was  before  me  last  July,  I  thought  that  the  work 
was  included  in  the  contract,   and  if  my  recollection  is 
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correct,  your  Engineer,  ^Ir.  Pliilip  11.  Johnson,  was  here 
and  agreed  with  me,  although  I  cannot  state  this  with  cer- 
tainty. I  do  not  profess  to  be  a  pier  buihler,  and  I  therv 
fore  cannot  assert  with  positiveness  whether  the  work  is 
or  is  not  within  the  contract.  The  advice  which  I  gave 
you  was,  that  it  was  either  within  the  contract,  or,  if  I 
was  mistaken  about  that,  that  it  was  work  of  such  magni- 
tude that  it  ought  to  be  awarded  after  separate  adver 
tising  and  bidding. 

If,  in  your  judgment,  the  work  is  extra,  and  in  honesry 
ought  to  be  paid  for  in  accordance  with  the  appropriation, 
it  is  proper  that  you  shouhl  so  advise  the  Mayor ;  but  if 
in  your  judgment  the  contractor  has  already  been  paid 
the  proper  snm,  then  you  should  advise  the  Mayor  of  that 
fact. 

If  I  am  not  mistaken  with  respect  to  the  present  con- 
ditions under  which  you  desire  my  advice,  I  shall  be  glad 
to  be  so  informed  and  to  advise  you  in  accordance  with 
the  real  circumstances.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  letter  of  even  date  encl<:)s- 
ing  a  letter  to  you  from  Cyrus  I).  Foss,  Jr.,  Esq.,  Secretary 
of  the  Civil  Service  Keform  Association,  with  regard  to 
the  appointment  of  special  policemen  by  the  Maj'or  dur- 
ing the  recent  disturbances,  objecting  to  their  payment 
because  you  received  no  notice  of  their  a])pointment  from 
the  Civil  Service  Commission. 

To  your  question  whether  S]iecial  patrolmen  so  ap- 
pointed for  the  emergency  require  such  certitication  before 
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payment  can  be  made  for  stn-vices,  I  reply  that  the  Civil 
Service  Act  of  190G,  as  stated  in  Mr,  Foss'  letter,  con- 
tains a  i^rovision  that  the  power  of  the  ]\rayor  to  ap])oint 
special  patrolmen  in  time  of  emergency  or  riot  shall  re- 
main as  theretofore.  Previously  to  that  time  he  might 
make  the  appointment  without  consulting  the  Civil  Ser- 
vice Commission  and  without  informing  them  that  the  ap- 
pointments had  been  made;  he  may  therefore  continue 
to  appoint  them,  without  regard  to  the  Commission  and 
without  informing  them  of  the  appointment. 

Mr.  Foss  concedes  that  this  section  of  the  Act  authorizes 
the  Mayor  to  make  the  ap]>ointment  Avithout  reference 
to  the  Civil  Service  Commission ;  but  he  refers  us  to 
Section  22  of  the  Act,  which  makes  it  unlawful  for  the 
Controller  "to  audit  and  approve  the  warrants  for  the 
salary  of  any  person  in  the  classified  service,  unless  th<^ 
Controller  shall  have  previously  received  notice  from  the 
Civil  Service  Commission  that  the  persons  therein  named 
have  been  legally  appointed." 

On  reference  to  Sections  11,  12  and  13  of  the  Act,  it 
appears  that  the  classified  service  relates  to  certain  per- 
sons who  are  exempt,  but  the  exemption  therein  named 
does  not  include  the  police  officers  in  question. 

It  further  includes  the  competitive  class  and  the  non- 
competitive class,  and  the  labor  class.  These  officers  are 
not  included  in  any  of  them ;  and,  indeed,  it  would  be  a 
merely  useless  formality  to  require  the  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission to  certify  that  persons  with  whose  appointmen': 
they  are  not  in  the  least  concerned  have  been  duly  ap- 
pointed. The  provision  in  question  only  relates  to  those 
whose  appointment  comes  under  their  supervision. 

I  therefore  advise  you  that  the  certificate  in  question 
from  the  Civil  Service  Commission  is  not  needed  in  the 
case  of  these  temporary  appointments.

Deak  Sir: — The  letter  of  Mr.  Tjeiisoii,  approved  by 
yon.  dated  ]\ray  10th,  with  respect  to  payment  for  work

Dear  Sir: — Tieplying  to  your  letter  of  this  date  with 
respect  to  the  use  of  moiun'  ]>ai(1  by  the  Philadeljdua 
Rapid  Tran:--.it  ('om]')any  under  tlie  ]~)r()visioii  of  the 
agTeemcnt  with  the  Cit}',  relieving  it  from  the  duty  of 
keeping  the  streets  in  repair,  etc.,  T  beg  leave  to  say  that 
by  the  Ordinance  of  March  30,  ISO,"),  page  61,  wiiere 
any  citizen  under  license  from  your  Department  opens  a 
street,  he  is  required  to  pay  a  sum  of  money  in  lieu  of  the 
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cost  of  repaying  over  the  trench.  This  sum  is  really  to 
reimburse  the  City  for  the  expense  which  it  will  incur 
in  doing  the  paving,  and  in  all  propriety,  the  money 
itself    should    be    so    applied,. 

In  vicAV  of  your  desire  for  an  immediate  reply,  I  have 
not  carefully  examined  the  ordinance  relative  to  the 
charge  for  breaking  the  streets,  but  I  do  not  understand 
that  there  is  any  provision  in  this,  or  any  other  ordinance, 
setting  aside  this  money,  so  as  to  enable  you  to  use  it  for 
the  specific  purpose  of  repaving  over  the  trench  so  made, 
but,  on  the  other  hand,  the  money  is  paid  in  to  the  City 
Treasury  and  mingled  with  the  City's  general  funds. 

I  question  whether  it  was  the  intention  of  Council,  by 
the  ordinance  ajDproved  October  29,  1907,  Ordinances, 
page  343,  to  provide  for  any  paving,  except  that  which 
the  Transit  Company  was  required  to  do  prior  to  the  con- 
tract of  July  1,  1907,  but  the  language  of  the  ordinance 
is  perhaps  wide  enough  to  include  this  work;  and  if  there 
are  no  other  funds  available  for  the  purpose,  so  that  you 
must  either  pay  for  the  repaying  over  the  trench  out  of 
this  fund,  or  let  it  go  unpaved,  rather  than  do  the  latter, 
I  would  interpret  the  last  named  ordinance  in  accordance 
with  its  literal  terms,  and  include  such  work  when  in 
streets  occupied  by  passenger  railways  as  within  the  pro- 
visions of  that  ordinance.

Dear  Sir: — If  T  understand  the  oral  question  wdiich 
you  sent  me  and  the  facts  upon  which  it  depends,  they  are 
that  the  Managers  of  the  House  of  Detention  have  pur- 
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eliased  coal  to  the  extent  of  $1,000 ;  an  appropriation  was 
made  to  the  City  Commissidncrs  and  they  have  asked  the 
Commissioners  to  pay  this  sum  out  of  the  appropriation 
nuule  to  them,  and  I  lie  (piestion  is  whether  there  shoukl 
]ia\('  heen  a  contract   foi-  tlie  coah 

I  have  had  the  benetit  nf  an  ojiinion  furnished  to  the 
Board  of  Managers  by  emiiuait  connsel^  to  the  cifect  that 
the  ex])ense  is  a  coimty  expense,  and  that  it  does  not  come 
wilhin  the  statutes  reg-uhuiiig  th{^  expenditures  of  the  City 
of  Philaih  Iphia. 

Idle  title  of  the  Act  nnder  which  the  Board  is  organized, 
wliieli  was  apjiroved  July  2,  1001,  and  is  published  in  the 
})aniph]et  laws  on  page  COl,  is  "An  Act  establishing  in 
cities  of  the  first  and  second  class  a  House,  or  Houses  of 
])etention,  for  delinquent,  dependent  and  neglected  chil- 
dvm,  and  providing  for  the  management  and  mainten- 
ance thereof.''  If  will  thus  be  observed  that  these 
houses  are  not  established  in  counties  as  counties,  but  in 
certain  cities.  If  the  Act  related  to  counties  it  would  be 
unconstitutional.  The  title  contains  no  reference  to  coun- 
ties or  county  officers ;  and,  moreover,  it  is  limited  to  a 
very  few  out  of  the  numerous  counties  of  the  State. 

Xotwithstanding  this,  a  provision  of  somewhat  doubtful 
constitutionality  Huasmuch  as  counties  are  not  referred 
to)  is  contained  in  Section  5,  requiring  the  Board  of 
^Managers  to  present  the  exjienses  with  proper  vouchers 
to  the  County  Commissioners  of  the  county  containing  the 
city  for  which  such  Board  of  ^lanagers  may  be  appointed 
who  shall  be  required  to  pay  the  said  expenses.  This  sen- 
tence seems  to  imply  that  the  managers  of  the  several 
Houses  of  Detention  are  officers  of  the  City,  even  although 
appointed  by  the  Judges.  Whether  the  case  of  Ridge 
Avenue  vs.  '  Philadelphia,  124  Pa.  Rep.,  210,  and  142 
Pa.  Rep.,  4S4,  invalidates  the  ])rovision  requiring  the 
county  to    ]>ay.  may  admit  of  serious  question. 

Ihit  my  main  difficulty  is  one  which  has  troidded  this 
]  )ci)artinent  from  the  time  when  the  Act  first  took  effect. 
It  was  di-awn  without  regard  to  the  peculiar  governmen- 
tal jiosition  of  Philadelphia,  and  the  fact  that  the  finan- 
cial system  of  the  City  is  so  intimately  connected  with  that 
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of  the  county.  The  County  of  Philadelphia  can  scarcely 
be  said  to  contain  a  city,  as  the  boundaries  of  city  and 
county  are  precisely  the  same ;  and,  moreover,  there  are 
no  County  Ctimmissioners  in  Philadelphia. 

By  Section  (J  of  the  Consolidation  Act  of  February  2, 
1854,  P.  L.,  26,  the  office  of  County  Commissioners  is 
abolished,  and  by  Section  41  (page  43)  it  is  provided  that 
the  Councils  of  the  City  shall  exercise  all  the  powers  and 
authorities  of  the  superseded  County  Commissioners,  Coun- 
ty Boards  and  other  officers.  In  the  place  of  County  Com- 
missioners, Section  13  (page  31)  provides  for  City  Com- 
missioners who  are  to  exercise  their  duties  under  the  di- 
rection and  control  of  the  City  Councils.  The  Act  not 
only  requires  the  City  to  furnish  money  for  the  county 
and  other  purposes,  but  in  express  terms  prohibits  any 
taxation  within  tlie  county,  except  a  City  tax,  and  except, 
also,   a   State  tax. 

I  am  unwilling  to  accept  any  interpretation  of  the  Act 
of  1901  which  interferes  with  the  financial  system  of  the 
City  and  which  gives  a  right  to  boards  of  this  character, 
not  elected  by  the  people,  to  incur  any  expense  which  it 
pleases,  and  call,  not  upon  the  City,  but  upon  the  City 
Commissioners  not  mentioned  by  the  title,  to  pay  its  bills 
without  regard  to  the  authority  of  Councils.  This  ap- 
propriation was  made  by  City  Councils  to  City  officers, 
and,  in  my  judgment,  if  the  City's  officers  desire  to  draw 
their  warrant  against  an  appropriation  made  by  City 
Councils  and  desire  you  to  coimtersign  the  warrant,  they 
can  only  do  so  when  they  comply  Avith  the  laws  regulating 
expenditures  by  the  City.

Dear  Sir: — I  duly  received  your  letter  enclosing  p. 
communication  under  date  of  ^Nfarch  '"50.  1010.  from  L. 
L.  Smith,  Esq.,  with  relation  to  the  Kings(>ssing  and 
Tinicum  ^NFeadow  Company,  and  the  nu'adow  bank>  main- 
tained bv  it. 
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The  status  of  the  Company  is,  I  believe,  correctly  stated 
in  Mr.  Smith's  letter.  It  has  certain  public  functions  to 
sustain  and  carry  out,  which  are  imposed  upon  it  l^y  a 
statute,  and  in  my' opinion  it  cannot,  by  a  surrender  of  it^ 
charter  or  otherwise,  get  rid  of  those  functions.  I  agree 
with  Mr.  Smith  that  it  will  require  legislation  to  carry 
out  the  suggestion  that  its  powers  and  functions  should  be 
transferred  to  this  City  and  to  Delaware  county. 

Two  letters  by  the  former  City  Solicitor  relating  to  cer- 
tain other  companies  having  similar  powers  and  duties 
may  be  found  in  the  printed  opinions  of  the  City  Solicitor 
the  first  of  them  to  George  G.  Mercer,  Esq.,  dated  March 
30,  1800,  page  l:>,  and  "the  second  to  Mr.  William  C. 
Haddock,  Director  of  Public  Works,  dated  July  IG,  1901 
(Opinions  of  that  year,  page  53.)  My  predecessor  in 
that  case  set  forth  his  views  at  considerable  length,  and  I 
entirely  concur  with  what  is  there  stated,  and  refer  you  to 
those  two  letters. 

I  agree  with  Islv.  Smith  that  the  City  cannot  legally 
take  over  either  the  company  itself  or  its  powers  without 
further  legislation.  The  exact  nature  of  this  legislation 
is  a  matter  of  considerable  delicacy  and  will  require  con- 
sultation between  the  officers  of  the  City  and  those  of 
the  Company. 

With  respect  to  the  policy  of  this  transfer  and  to  the 
rights  and  duties  which  the  City  should  accept,  I  may 
say  that  this  is  rather  a  question  of  public  policy  than 
one  of  law,  and  while  I  shall  be  glad,  if  desired,  to  join 
in  any  consultation  that  may  be  had  on  the  subject,  I  do 
not  think  ir  is  within  my  ])rovince  at  this  stage  of  the 
matter,  and  with  my  comparatively  small  knowledge,  to 
advise  \o\\  more  specifically.

If  the  bids  were  received  for  the  repairing  for  the  en- 
tire year  of  1010,  with  specifications  covering  the  entire 
work,  and  there  shall  be  available  a  sufficient  sum  of 
money,  you  would  have  the  right  to  supplement  these  con-

Deae  Sie: — I  am  in  reeeipf  of  letter  of  May  3,  1910,. 
from  James  F.  ]\[cLaug:hliii,  Chief  of  the  Electrical 
Bureau,  to  you,  and  Avliich  has  been  forwarded  to  me.  It 
is  in  reference  to  the  use,  by  the  Western  Union  Tele- 
gTa2>h  Company,  of  the  conduits  of  the  Keystone  Telephone 
Company,  and  the  Chief  of  the  Electrical  Bureau  desires 
to  know  whether  the  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company 
must  not  first  obtain  authority  from  Councils  before  the 
conduits  of  the  Keystone  Telephone  Company  can  be  used. 
He  refers  to  the  portion  of  'the  Keystone  ordinance  ap- 
proved the  2Gth  day  of  ^N'ovember,  1002,  as  follows: 

''Also  to  lease  any  jiortion  of  all  of  its  conduits, 
poles  or  wires  not  used  by  it  for  the  transaction  of 
its  business  to  any  other  corporation  having  au- 
thority to  use  the  same." 

In  order  that  any  company  shall  have  the  right  to  use 
the  conduits  of  the  Keystone  Company,  the  Company  so 
desiring  to  use  the  conduits  must  have  an  authority  from 
Councils  to  operate  telegraph,  telephone  or  electric  light 
wires,  either  overhead  or  underground,  in  the  Citv  of 
Philadelphia. 

AVitliout  such  authority  specially  given  to  the  Company 
desiring  to  use  the  conduits  of  the  Keystone  Company,  no 
such  use  can  be  made  of  those  conduits.  It  does  not  re- 
quire a  special  ordinance  authorizing  the  use  of  the  Key- 
stone conduits  if  the  Company  already  has  the  privilege 
or  franchises  from  Councils  to  operate  telegraph,  telephonic 
or  electric  light  wires  overhead  or  underground,  that 
Company,  without  any  further  consent  of  Councils,  has 
authority  from  Councils  to  use  the  conduits  of  the  Key- 
stone Company. 

If  the  Western  Uni<ni  Telogi'a)>li  Company  Iia^  not  been 
fiuthorized  by  Councils  to  opernte  telegraph,  tcle])hone  or 


other  wires  eillier  overlirad  or  iiiulcrgronncl  in  the  City  of 
Pliiladelphia,  it  must  obtain  such  authority  before  it  can 
use  the  conduits  of  the  Keystone  Teh'phone  Company,

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  read  the  letter  of  Edward  B.  West,. 
Esq.,  addressed  to  you,  and  dated  May  20,  1910,  written 
by  Mr.  West  as  attorney  for  David  Peoples,  protesting 
against  the  payment  for  the  removal  of  snow  from  th(> 
streets  of  the  City  in  the  latter  part  of  1909  and  early 
part  of  1910.  I  have  also  read  your  copy  of  the  contract 
between  the  City  and  Peoples  Brothers,  dated  April  T, 
1909.  I  am  informed  that  the  entire  amount  of  that 
contract  was  expended. 

There  is  no  provision  in  that  contract  for  extending  it 
further  by  a  supplement.  The  contract  had  therefore- 
completely  effected  its  purpose,  and  the  Messrs.  Peoples 
have  no  right  to  require  that  any  work  of  that  kind  should 
be  done  by  them ;  but  even  if  it  were  otherwise,  that 
work  was  actually  done  by  other  people,  and  Councils, 
in  view  of  that  fact,  chose  by  the  proper  majority  to  pro- 
vide for  their  payment.  Such  payment  may  be  made  where 
anything  is  or  is  not  due  to  the  Messrs.  Peoples.  I  do 
not  see  that  those  gentlemen  have  any  standing  or  any 
interest  to  object  to  payment  for  work  actually  done  where 
a  sufficient  appropriation  has  been  made  by  Councils  for 
the  purpose.  It  may  be  that  Councils  should,  in  justice 
and  fairness,  have  made  a  further  appropriation  to  them, 
but  this  does  not  touch  the  question  of  the  payment  ta 
other  people.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  vonr  letter  of  this  date  with  re- 
spect to  the  payment  of  the  special  policemen  employed 
dnring-  the  emergency  cansed  by  the  recent  strike,  for 
wages  earned  during  the  month  of  April,  and  inquiring 
whether  they  are  within  the  terms  of  the  ordinance  ap- 
l^roved  April  1st,  making  an  appropriation  for  the  pur- 
pose. The  qitestion  arises  because  the  title  of  the  ordi- 
nance provides  for  the  ])ayment  of  wages,  salary  and 
other  expenses  incurred  during  the  emergency  existing  in 
February  and  March,  1910. 

These  wages  are  due  and  form  legal  claims  against  the 
City,  for  which  each  of  these  policemen  may  separately 
bring  suit  and  impose  upon  the  City  a  very  considerable 
amount  in  costs  arising  out  of  the  large  number  of  suits. 
The  withholding  of  payment  would  likewise  be  a  very 
grievous  evil  to  the  policemen  themselves,  who  need  the 
money.  The  words  in  question  appear  in  the  title  of  the 
ordinance  only,  and  not  in  the  body.  The  ordinance  was 
passed  by  Councils  in  the  middle  of  March  and  was  ap- 
13roved  by  the  Mayor  on  the  first  day  of  April.  At  that 
time  the  exigency  did  exist  in  February  and  March  only, 
notwithstanding  which  the  appropriation  was  large 
enough,  as  I  understand  it,  to  meet  the  payment  due  for 
April. 

While  I  regret  that  these  words  were  used  so  that 
captious  critics  may  make  objection  by  reason  of  them, 
and  it  may  be  desirable  that  Councils  approve  your  action 
and  that  of  the  Controller  in  paying  the  debt,  I  am  un- 
willing to  withhold  payment  of  just  debts  legally  incurred 
under  the  circumstances  above  mentioned,  simply  by 
reason  of  the  use  of  these  words  in  the  title. 

As  I  have  stated,  at  that  time  the  emergency  existed 
in  February  and  March  only,  so  that  these  words  at  that 
time  correctly    described  it,  but  the  same  emergency  con- 
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timu'fl  into  April  and  the  appropriation  wa>  intended  for 
the  whole  enier<>ene_v. 

Ao-ain  the  word  "eni})loye(r'  niav  ])ro])erly  refer  to  the 
original  contract  of  employment,  and  we  may  pro])erly 
say  that  the  employment  took  place  duriniji;  an  emergency 
existing  in  February  and  Mandi,  for  this  it  in  acc(jrdance 
with  the  exact  facts,   as  I  understand  them. 

I  should,  therefore,  pay  these  debts  out  of  this  appropria- 
tion, and  if  any  question  is  made  with  respect  to  it.  have 
the  action  approved  by     Councils.

Deak  Sir: — I  have  the  letter  of  Mr.  Benson,  approved 
by  you,  dated  May  16th,  with  respect  to  the  grading  of 
Olney  avenue,  from  Third  street  to  Mascher  street.  I  am 
informed  by  it  that  the  plans  show  that  there  were  20 
feet  of  wooden  trunk,  and  that  instead  of  this  there  are 
some  54  feet  of  wooden  trunk  to  be  constructed,  and  that 
instead  of  one  drain  as  specified  in  the  plan,  there  are  four 
drains  to  be  constructed,  and  nine  trees  to  be  removed. 
The  inquiry  is,  whether  the  contractor  can  claim  extra 
compensation  for  this. 

I  understand,  from  a  conference  with  you,  that  the  limit 
of  the  contract  is  large  enough  to  include  payment  for 
this  work.  I  find  also,  on  page  5  of  the  specifications, 
that  there  is  specific  reference  to  the  wooden  trunk  drain 
and  the  words  '"'old  drain  to  be  adjusted"  with  the  word 
"drain"  in  the  singular.  The  plan  shows  but  one  drain. 
I  am  referred  to  Section  8  of  the  specifications  on  page 
10,  that  "all  Avork  covered  by  this  or  the  preceding  sec- 
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tions  of  these  specifications  shall  be  included  in  the  contract 
price,  without  additional  allowance  or  compensation. 

I  find  nothing  in  the  specifications,  and  I  am  told  that 
there  is  uothinG:  which,  in  general  terms,  requires  that 
any  other  work  shall  be  done  where  it  is  not  included  in  the 
specifications,  without  additional  charge — such  a  pro- 
vision, as  I  understand,  is  now  included  in  specifications 
for  sewers.  The  quotation  from  Section  8,  page  10,  is 
not  quite  as  wide  as  it  seems  to  be  on  the  face  of  the  letter. 
The  additional  work  required,  as  I  understand  it.  is  not 
included  in  the  specifications  at  all,  and  under  these 
circumstances,  as  it  is  not  shown  in  either  the  plan  or 
specifications,  I  think  it  may  be  paid  for  separately  but 
within  the  limits  of  the  contract.

Dkaii  Sir: — Replying  to  your  letter  of  ]May  ord,  I 
understand  that  the  eonstruetion  of  a  portion  of  a  fence 
was  omitted  in  erecting  the  new  Municipal  Hospital.  I 
understand  that  the  contract  includes  the  ordinary  pro- 
vision making  the  Director  the  judge  of  the  amount  to  be 
added  or  subtracted  in  case  of  a  change  in  the  work,  and 
the  question  is,  how  much  should  be  deducted  from  the 
claim  of  the  contractor  by  reason  of  the  omission  of  the 
fence. 

There  are  two  views  of  this.  In  case  the  work  had 
been  completed  according  to  the  original  arrangement,  the 
contractor  would  have  earned  a  certain  profit,  and,  from 
his  stand]:»oint,  he  ought  to  receive  that  profit  when  he  is 
ready  and  willing  to  do  the  work,  but  the  City  does  not 
permit  it  to  be  done. 

The  other  side  is  that  he  has  not  done  the  work,  and, 
therefore,  a  fair  price  for  doing  the  work  should  be  de- 
ducted from  his  compensation. 

There  are  so  many  circumstances  surrounding  cases  of 
this  kind  which  may  modify  the  fairness  of  the  settle- 
ment that  I  think  it  must  be  left  entirely  to  the  discretion 
of  the  Director  to  consider  all  those  circumstances.  If  we 
had  prevented  the  contractor  from  doing  the  work  at  all, 
doubtless  he  would  have  an  action  against  the  City  for 
breach  of  contract,  and  unless  there  be  some  circumstances 
which,  in  your  judgment,  makes  it  proper  to  deduct  a 
larger  sum,  T  am  iuolinecl  to  think  that  if  I  were  in  your 
place  I  should  deduct  the  cost  of  the  fence  only,  and  leave 
him  his  full  profit.

Dear  Sir: — Replying  to  yonr  letter  of  ^Liy  2Sth,  with 
respect  to  yonr  duty  nnder  the  Ordinance  of  April  9,  1892, 
to  make  3'onr  deposits  of  City  money  in  snch  banks  or 
other  institutions  as  are  designated  by  Conncils  as  de- 
positories of  the  City  money,  so  long  as  the  same  shall  be 
and  remain  solvent,  and  in  good  credit  and  standing, 
in  snch  amounts  as  shall  be  in  pro  rata  proportion  to  the 
total  simi  of  the  capital  stock  and  snrjilns  of  snch  deposi- 
tories respectively,  I  beg  leave  to  say  that  the  proportion 
in  which  the  deposit  should  be  made  shonld  be  governed 
by  the  actnal  amount  of  the  capital  stock  and  surplus,  and 
not  by  the  selling  valne  of  the  shares  in  the  market ;  but 
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the  same  ovdiiuuicc  ])rovides  tliat  theiv  ^^hall  not  be  a  de- 
posit ill  any  (l('])ository,  at  any  time,  of  an  araoiint  greater 
lliaii  2')  |)cr  cent,  ot'  the  c'a])ita]  and  surplus  thereof. 

Jn  ca.se  the  shares  are  sellini>-  at  a  very  great  deprecia- 
tion, as  in  the  illustration  which  you  give,  such  sales 
might  cause  a  susjiicion  that  the  depository  is  not  in  such 
good  credit  and  standing  as  contemplated  by  the  ordinance 
in  question,  in  that  case,  the  remedy  is  provided  for  by 
Sections  4  and  (>  of  the  same  ordinance,  the  first  of 
which  prohibits  the  withdrawal  of  any  balance,  or  any  por- 
tion thereof,  except  to  add  to  the  active  deposit;  and  the 
Gth  Section  ])rovides  the  method  by  which  the  Mayor,  City 
Treasurer  and  City  Controller  may  w^ithdraw  a  deposit, 
if,  ill  their  judgment,  the  bank  is  not  solvent  and  in  good 
credit  and  standing.  I  need  not  caution  you  that  this 
is  a  step  to  be  taken  with  great  care,  so  that  the  credit  of 
the  institution  shall  not  be  needlessly  injured  or  perhaps 
destroyed  by  the  action  suggested,  as  that  section  requires 
that  this  action  be  reported  to  Councils.

Dear  Sir: — The  letter  of  Mr.  Benson,  approved  by 
you,  dated  ]\Iay  19th,  with  respect  to  the  rei^aving  of 
Somerset  street,  after  the  laying  of  railway  tracks  on 
Somerset  street,  was  duly  received.  I  learn  from  it  that 
Somerset  street  is  paved  with  granite  blocks  uj^on  a  con- 
crete foundation  ;  that  the  ground  is  hlled  in  to  a  depth 
of  about  thirty  feet  and  the  ]:iaving  had  settled  to  such  an 
extent  that  it  was  not  jiractical  to  lay  the  track  to  conform 
with  it,  and  that  therefore  when  the  Philadelphia  Rapid 
Transit  C'onipany  recently  laid  their  track  the  District 
Surveyor  gave  the  stakes  and  tlu^  tracks  were  set  to  the 
confirmed  grade.  The  Transit  Company  claims  that  it 
should  only  be  required  to  pave  the  usual  eighteen  inches 
on  the  outside  of  the  rails,  leaving  an  abrupt  fall  to  the  old 
jiavement,  which  nnist  be  raised  to  conform  to  the  estab- 
lished grade  at  which  it  had  previously  been  laid;  that  had 
the  tracks  not  been  laid  there  would  have  been  no  neces- 
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sity  for  ro])avinii'  the  })avomont ;  it  lia^;  become  iicessarv 
solely  by  reason  of  the  layini>'  of  the  tracks. 

The  last  clause  of  Section  10  of  tlie  contract  of  July 
1,  1907,  between  that  Company  and  the  City  is  as  fol- 
lows: "Pn)vi(le(l,  however,  That  nothino-  herein  contained 
shall  i"elic\(*  the  Company  from  the  obligation  to  replace 
(•r  rejiair  ])avement  removed  or  damag-ed  by  any  construc- 
tion or  re})air  work  which  the  Comjiany  make  undertake 
Avith  reference  to  its  tracks  or  conduits." 

If  I  understand  your  letter  correctly,  the  entire  pave- 
ment requires  replacing  or  repair  by  reason  of  the  con- 
struction by  the  Transit  Company,  and  whatever  w^ork 
is  rendered  necessary  by  that  construction  which  woidd 
not  have  been  necessary  without  it,  should  be  done  by 
that  C<»ni])any.  or  at  its  cost.

DjvVK  Sir: — I  am  informed  by  your  letter  of  May  6th 
that  the  Board  of  Education  has  elected  an  Assistant 
J)raughtsnuui,  at  a  salai'v  of  $1,800  per  annum,  and  that 
ihis  is  in  accordance  with  an  ap]~>ro])riation  made  to  the 
Board  by  Councils,  l)Ut  that  in  view  of  the  illness  of  the 
gentlenmn  elected  and  his  inability  to  assmne  his  duties, 
a  draughtsman  has  been  tem])orarily  employed  at  a  salary 
of  $1,500  jver  ainniui,  being  $300  less  than  the  appropria- 
tioi).  I  am  aske(l  to  re])eat  in  writing  what  I  said  orally, 
in  order  that  a  warrant  for  his  salary  may  be  duly  couu- 
tersignied. 

The  Act  of  April  22,  1905,  under  which  your  Board 
is  organized,  directs  that  moneys  may  be  appropriated  by 
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Councils  to  and  for  sucli  })urp(;)S('S  as  tlioy  shall  deem  best, 
and  it  forbids  the  Board  from  using  the  money  for  any 
other  purpose.  Subject  to  this  the  Board  has  complete 
power  to  administer  the  moneys  appropriated  to  it.  I  do 
not  understand  that  this  gives  Councils  power  to  fix  sala- 
ries, except  that  it  limits  the  us?  of  the  money  to  the  amount 
specified.  There  is  no  legal  objection  to  jonv  paying  a 
smaller  salary  than  that  appropriated  if  _you  can  secure 
satisfactory  service  for  the  smaller  amount,  and  you  there- 
fore have  the  right  to  employ  a  draughtsman  at  the  rate  of 
$1,500  ])er  annum,  notwithstanding  the  appropriation  of 
a  larger  sum.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  received  yours  of  yesterday,  in- 
quiring whether  you  are  liable  in  any  way  under  any 
statute  or  otherwise,  if  you  issue  orders  to  contractors  to 
make  repairs  and  repave  streets  in  the  City  when  there 
is  no  appropriation  available  to  pay  for  the  repairs,  and 
no  contract. 

I  understand  the  facts  to  he  that  advertisement  has  been 
duly  made,  bids  have  been  received  and  contract  awarded, 
but  that  in  the  absence  of  an  appropriation  the  contract 
cannot  be  executed,  and  the  Mayor  desires  that  necessary 
work  shall  proceed  promptly,  and  it  is  proposed  that  it 
shall  be  done  by  the  bider  to  whom  the  contract  has  been 
awarded. 

The  policy  of  the  law  is  very  emphatic,  that  tlie  execu- 
tive officers  of  the  City  may  not  bind  the  City,  or  enter  into 
any  contracts,  or  procure  work  to  be  done  except  in  pur- 
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snaiieo  nt"  imiliority  given  by  ordinance,  and  after  an  ap- 
])r(ipri;iliiiii  ^\i'  mDiiey  has  been  made  for  the  pnrpose.  If 
\\(ii-k  is  done  without  such  ap])r()j)riation,  the  officer  order- 
ing the  woi-k  becoiucs  j)ei'st)nal]_y  liabh',  if  Councils  do  not 
vohmtarily  choose  to  ])ay  for  it. 

This,  however,  is  the  extreme  limit  ol  the  responsibility 
of  the  otKcei-.  The  Act  of  ISTO.  which  has  recently  been 
much  l)efore  the  public,  as  well  as  City  officers,  imposes 
a  jxnalty  for  endeavoring  to  pay  for  such  work  by  war- 
rant and  makes  sncli  endeavor  a  crime,  but  in  the  absence 
of  the  issuing  of  a  warrant  for  the  pay  the  Act  is  no 
offence.  On  the  contrary,  it  seems  to  be  nniversally  con- 
ceded that  exigencies  and  emergencies  may  arise  in  which 
a  public  official,  acting  in  the  interest  of  the  public,  ought 
to  ]n'oceed  prom]>tly,  even  although  without  authority,  and 
take  the  chance  of  having  his  action  ratified  by  Councils 
aftenvards.  Such  action,  however,  ought  to  be  restricted 
Avithin  the  narrowest  limits.  Nevertheless,  repeating  my 
direct  answer  to  your  question,  no  responsibility  except 
a  ])ossil)le  liability  to  the  creditor  for  the  amount  of  the 
debt  is  incurred  by  an  unauthorized  order  for  work.

Dear  Sir: — In  reply  to  your  inquiry  whether  ttie  sums 
of  $100,000  and  $95,000  appropriated  respectively  to  Items 
]2  and  20  in  your  Department,  may  be  transferred  l)y  or- 
dinance to  an  item  f(u-  the  construction  of  the  superstruc- 
ture of  Vine  street  Pier  (No.  19,  North  Wharves),  I  find 
that  the  first  sum,  $100,000,  is  a  part  of  the  sum  of 
$1,500,000  borrowed  as  a  portion  of  the  $13,500,000  loan 
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of  FeLruary  9,  1907,  for  "tlie  purchase  and  improvement 
of  wliarves  and  widening-  of  Delaware  avenne."  This 
Slim  was  appropriated  jMarch  12,  1909,  for  acquiring  waste 
lands  along  the  Delaware  and  Schuylkill  rivers  by  pur- 
chase or  condemnation  proceedings. 

There  is  no  objection  to  the  transfer  of  this  sum  for 
any  purpose  coming  fairly  within  the  scope  of  that  for 
which  it  was  borrowed,  and  as  such  juii'pose  was  expressly 
for  the  improvement  of  wharves  and  widening  of  Dela- 
ware avenue,  it  is  entirely  proper,  if  Councils  determine 
so  to  do,  that  it  be  transferred  for  the  purpose  you  name. 

The  sum  of  $9r>,0()0,  concerning  which  you  inquire,  was 
borrowed  for  the  im})rovement  of  the  Delaware  and 
Schuylkill  river  fronts  and  channels,  being  a  part  of  the 
loan  'of  $5,739,700,  authorized  July  1,  1909.  It  was 
appro] )riated  to  Item  20  for  the  iiuprovenient  of  the  Dela- 
ware and  Schuylkill  river  fronts  and  channels,  and  the 
purpose  of  the  j)ro})osed  ordinance  is  to  transfer  it,  together 
with  the  other  sum  of  $100,000,  for  the  construction  of 
the  sn])erstructure  of  A^ine  street  ])ier. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  this  nuiy  very  properly  be 
cniisidered  to  be  the  pur])ose  for  which  the  money  was 
borrowed,  to  wit,  for  the  improvement  of  the  Delaware 
and  Schuylkill  river  fronts,  and  consequently  that  Councils 
have  the  right  to  transfer  the  said  sum  as  proposed. 

I  am  informed  by  the  City  Controller  that  both  of 
these  funds  are  available  for  transf(4',  and  there  is  no 
objection  to  uniting  the  two  in  one  transfer  ordinance.  I 
am  consequently  of  opinion  that  such  a  transfer  ordinance 
would  not  be  illegal.

Dear  Siu : — I  have  received  a  eo})y  of  a  letter  to  you 
from  one  of  the  bidders  for  re]5airiiig  and  resurfacing  as- 
l)hali  ])aved  streets  occni)ied  by  the  tracks  of  the  Phila- 
deljdiia  Rapid  Transit  Company,  protesting  against  the 
award  of  a  contract  for  that  work  to  the  Barl)er  Asphalt 
Paving  Company,  on  the  ground  that  that  Company  "had 
special  information  with  reference  to  the  quantity  of  the 
work  tliat  wonld  l)e  required  to  be  done,  and  the  manner 
in  which  said  contract  was  to  be  awarded  under  said 
echedule,"  and  I  am  orally  asked  by  you  for  advice  respect- 
ing the  course  to  l)e  ])ursucd. 

1  have  been  shown  the  correspondence  with  the  Barber 
Conq)any.  ^'our  letter  was  in  answer  to  a  letter  of  in- 
(piiry  respecting  the  ])robable  amount  of  work  to  be  done 
and  ihe  niannei'  in  which  your  calcnlations  Avith  respect 
to  it  Would  l)e  made.  It  do(\s  not  relate  to  the  specifica- 
tions of  ihc  wni'k,  and  the  fact  that  you  answered  a  letter 
making  this  impiiry  is  not  at  all  ojxui  to  criticism.  T  am 
not  pre])ared  to  say  that  it  wotdd  interfere  with  the  le- 
gality of  an  award  to  that  Company,  or  a  contract  in  pur- 
suance of  the  award.  Xevertheless,  the  fact  renuiins  that 
the  C()m])any  did  get  some  information  which  its  rival 
bidders  did  not  have.  It  has  always  been  my  policy  to 
avoid  a  contest  wherever  it  can  reasonably  be  donCj  and  I 
suggest  to  yon,  therefore,  that  the  proper  course  to  be 
pursnecl  wduld  be  to  reject  alNbids  and  read\'ertise.  This 
will  involve  a  delay  of  less  than  two  weeks,  and  this  is 
surely  belter  than  a  ])ossible  contest,  which  would  ])robably 
make  a  still  longer  delay  and  involve  considerable  ex])ense, 
even  if  we  ])rove  to  ho  easily  successfid   in  the  end.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  letter  of  June,  1910^ 
of  the  (^hief  of  the  Jjureau  of  Highways,  a])proved  by  yon, 
inquiring  whether  a  chiim  can  properly  be  made  against 
the  Connecting  Railway  C^ompany  for  the  cost  of  the 
grading  to  the  revised  grade  of  K  street,  from  Kensington 
avenue  to  Old  Front  street,  together  with  the  necessary 
contingent  work,  or  whether  the  City  is  obliged  to  pay 
the  contractors  therefor  without  requiring  the  Railway 
Compauy  to  licar  any  portion  of  the  expense. 

Section  0  of  the  Ordinance  of  April  5,  1902,  page  101^ 
M'hich  authorized  the  (\)unecting  Railway  Company  to 
construct  a  line  of  railroad  across  the  streets  of  certain 
wards  of  the  City,  providing  that  the  said  Company  should 
file  a  bond  indemnifying  the  City  "against  any  and  all 
damages  which  may  arise  by  reason  of  the  cliange  of  lines 
or  grades  of  any  street  now  legally  opened,  made  necessary 
by  the  construction  of  its  road,"  K  street  being  among 
those  on  Avhich  that  Com})any  was  authorized  to  lay  its 
tracks. 

The  grading  concerning  which  you  iiujuire  was  done  by 
virtue  of  the  Ordinance  of  July  16,  1909,  page  30;^>.  This 
ordinance  provides  that  the  cost  of  the  grading  and  con- 
tingent work  should  be  paid  out  of  the  item  for  grading  in 
the  appro] )riation  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works. 
Bureau  of  Ili.ahM'avs. 

It  is  clear  that  th(^  City  is  obligated  to  pay  the  contrac- 
tors for  ihe  grading  and  contingent  Avork  in  the  first  in- 
stance ;  and  it  will  be  observed  that  the  liability  of  the 
Connecting  Railway  Cnmjiany  upon  the  said  bond  is  lim- 
ited to  indemnify  the  City  against  damages  '^made 
necessarv  bv  the  construction  of  its  road.'' 
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Unless,  therefore,  tlie  grading  in  question  was  made 
neeessarv  by  the  constrnction  of  the  road  (.)f  the  Connect- 
ing Unilway  Coni])any.  ihe  City  lias  no  claim  against 
that  Company  n])Mii  the  l)iiii<l  tile*!  in  accordance  with  the 
Ordinance  of  ll»Oi^ ;  hut  if  it  can  he  shown  that  the 
grading  directed  hy  the  Ordinance  of  11>09  was  n\ade 
nece^'^ary  hy  the  construction  of  the  ('Onnecting  Railway 
Cduipaiiv,  then  the  City  woidd  hav(^  aj'ighit  to  recover  over 
against  that  Company  for  the  cost  of  the  grading  and 
contingent  work.

enclosing  a  resolution  of  Councils  authorizing  a  warrant 
in  favor  of  the  Cunnin-gham  Paving  and  Construction  Co. 
for  repairs  to  streets  occupied  hy  the  tracks  of  the  Phila- 
delphia Rapid  Transit  Co.  In  accordance  with  your  re- 
quest, I  return  the  resolution  herewith. 

T  understand  also  from  your  letter  that  the  work  was 
done  without  hid  or  contract.  Under  these  circumstance'^ 
the  Act  of  May  23,  1S74,  Section  5,  P.  L.,  232,  requires 
that  for  the  payment  of  a  claim  without  previous 
authority  of  law  it  must  be  authorized  by  an  ordinance 
passed  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  both  (V)uncils  and  ap])roved 
by  the  Mayor.  A  resolution,  therefore,  is  insufficient. 
But  [  am  told,  that  while  this  is  called  a  resolution,  in 
point  f>f  fact  it  was  passed  ])y  all  the  fornmlities  required 
f(tr  an  ordinance.  If  this  he  true,  the  mere  fact  that 
it  is  labelled  a  resolution  does  not  art'ect  the  nnitter,  and  in 
point  of  fact  it  is    an    ordinance.      I    suggest    that    you 
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satisfy  yourself  with  rospect  to  this,  and  if  yon  ascertain 
the  statement  is  correct,  and  that  all  the  foi'inalities  with 
rcs])ect  to  the  passage  of  an  ordinance  were  complied  with 
including  a  two-third  vote,  the  warrant  may  properly  he 
countersioned  ;  otherwise  it  may  not.

Dear  Sir.  : — I  have  your  favor  of  this  date,  enclosintr 
a  copy  of  the  specifications,  bid,  etc.,  for  certain  pipe.  I 
learn  from  it  that  there  is  a  difference  of  nearly  $2,000 
in  the  bids,  but  that  the  guarantee  was  not  filled  up  and 
signed  in  the  bid  of  the  lowest  bidder.  The  bids  were 
accordingly  rejected,  and  I  am  asked  whether  the  lowest 
bidder  may  not  now  have  his  guarantee  filled  up  and 
properly  signed  by  the  surety. 

The  bids  were  received  on  June  Oth ;  they  were  rejected 
on  June  7th.  l^early  two  hours  afterward  the  guarantee 
was  brought  to  you  filled  up  and  signed  by  the  bidder,  but 
it  should  have  been  by  the  suret}^  In  the  meantime  you 
have  written  to  both  the  bidders  stating  to  them  that  the 
bids  had  been  rejected. 

The  bids  should  have  been  complete  when  first  pre- 
sented. At  the  very  utmost  the  deficiency  should  have  been 
supplied  at  once.  I  think  it  is  too  late  now,  and  especially 
so  in  view  of  the  fact  that  you  have  formally  rejected  both 
bids,  and  so  informed  the  bidders.  It  would  be  very  bad 
practice  to  permit  a  bidder  to  ascertain  his  position  and 
comjilete  his  bid  so  long  after  the  bids  were  opened.

Dear  Sir: — I  herewith  return  the  bond  and  warrant 
of  attorney  signed  by  ]jenjamiii  and  Samuel  Weiner,  sent

Dear  Sir: — Mr,  Frazier,  Registrar  of  the  Bureau  of 
Surveys,  has  written  to  me  inqiiiriiig"  whether  Sixteenth 
street,  between  Courtland  street  and  Wyoming  avenne, 
has  been  legally  opened.  I  learn  from  his  letter  that  it 
was  originally  plotted  50  feet  wide,  and  that  the  eastern- 
most half  of  that  width  was  dedicated  by  the  Second  Broad 
Street  Mutual  Land  Association.  Such  dedication  is  the 
opening  of  25  feet  of  the  street.  Subsequently  to  this 
the  City  jiurchased  a  tract  of  land  on  the  western  side 
of  the  street,  forming  Stenton  Park.  The  deed  conveys 
to  the  street  and  does  not  mention  the  middle  of  the  street. 
This  is  not  of  itself  a  dedication,  but  if  the  City  has  di- 
rected the  grading  or  other  improvement  of  the  street  to 
be  made,  I  should  treat  it  as  an  authority  to  open,  and 
under  these  circumstances,  I  think  that  Mr.  Frazier  may 
properly  certify  that  the  entire  street,  with  the  exception 
of  five  feet  on  the  eastern  side,  has  been  duly  opened.

Dear  Sir: — The  letter  of  Mr.  Benson,  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Highways,  approved  by  you,  dated  13th  inst., 
inquiring  whether  under  the  ordinance  of  April  5, 
18G9,  a  cement  curb  can  be  laid,  and  whether  an  assess- 
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meiit  bill  against  the  property  would  be  valid,  was  duly 
received. 

I  have  considerable  doubt  whether  cement  or  concrete 
is  a  stone.  The  qualities  are  not  altogether  the  same,  and 
I  learn  from  the  letter  that  the  cost  is  somewhat  greater 
than  that  of  blue-stone  curb. 

If  the  contractor  is  willing  to  take  assessment  bills 
there  is  no  objection  on  the  part  of  the  City  to  give  them 
to  him.  He  wnll,  of  course,  himself  assume  the  cost  of 
collection.  I  suppose  that  an  ordinance  approving  of  the 
use  of  concrete  would  perhaps  ratify  such  work,  even  after 
it  is  done.  If  the  Department  desire  to  use  this  to  any 
extent  instead  of  stone,  I  suggest  that  it  is  safer  to  amend 
the  ordinance.

That  a  driver's  license  as  well  as  a  license  for  the 
hackney  carriage  itself  is  required  by  the  Ordinance  of 
1876  appears  from  the  opinion  of  my  predecessor,  Lion. 
John  L.  Kinsey,  "Opinions  of  City  Solicitor,  1!)04,"  page 
49.    In  this  opinion  I  concur. 

There  is  some  room  for  (Inul)t  whether  it  is  proper  to 
refuse  the  owner's  license  when  applied  for,  because  no 
driver's  license  has  been  or  is  proposed  to  be  taken  out,  or 
whether  the  ]n'ovisions  of  the  ordinance  should  not  be  en- 
forced by  suit  for  the  ])enalty  jjrovided  for  in  section  15. 

Inasmuch,  however,  as  that  section  requires  the  revoca- 
tion of  the  offender's  license  as  well  as  imposing  the 
pecuniary  penalt}' ;  and  also  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
present  proceeding  has  actually  been  begun  and  is  pend- 
ing, I  think  it  best  for  the  License  Clerk  not  to  make 
any  change  in  his  practice  until  this  case  shall  have  been 
disposed  of.  I  will  accordingly  prepare  a  return  to  the 
writ  of  alternative  mandamus  to  be  signed  by  Mr.  Benson 
and  Mr.  Westphal,  the  defendants,  and  sworn  to  by  the 
latter.

Dear  Sib  : — The  letter  of  Mr.  Benson,  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Highways,  approved  by  you,  bearing  date  June 
15,  1910,  asking  whether  certain  bills  can  be  paid  out  of 
the  appropriation  made  by  Ordinance  of  May  27,  1910, 
was  duly  received.  In  order  that  I  might  assure  myself 
of  the  exact  terms  of  the  ordinance  I  have  proeured  a 
copy  of  it. 

The  work  in  question  was  done  during  the  year  1909, 
and,  as  I  understand  you,  there  was  then  no  appropria- 
tion available  for  the  purpose.  In  some  instances  it  was 
done  without  formal  contract  and  in  some  instances  in 
excess  of  the  amount  named  in  the  contract. 

The  Municipal  Act  of  May  23,  1874,  Section  5,  P.  L., 
232,  Brown's  Philadelphia  City  Digest,  column  848,  pro- 
vides "that  no  ordinance  shall  be  passed  except  by  a  two- 
third  vote  of  both  Councils  and  approved  by  the  Mayor. 
*  *  ""  providing  for  the  payment  of  any  claim  against 
the  City  without  previous  authority  by  law;  and  any 
officer  drawing  any  warrant,  or  passing  any  voucher  for 
the  same,  or  paying  the  same,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor." 

In  one  of  the  cases  arising  out  of  the  work  done  on 
South  Broad  street  (Smith  vs^  City  of  Phila.,  17  Pa.,  D. 
R.,  381)  it  was  decided  that  this  Act  contemplates  and 
authorizes  payment  to  be  made  to  a  contractor  for  work  or 
services  not  previously  authorized  by  law,  only  in  individ- 
ual cases  wherein  the  contractor  is  specifically  named  and 
in  which  it  is  made  to  appear  that  the  merits  of  his  par- 
ticular case  have  been  considered. 

I  had  some  conversation  with  the  Controller  a  week  or 
two  ago  with  regard  to  these  bills,  and  I  then  understood 
that  the  work  done  and  the  payment  to  be  made  were 
fully  described  and  identified  in  the  appropriating  ordi- 
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iiaiico,  except  that  the  name  of  tile  contractor  was  not 
mentioned  ;  a-nd  I  then  informed  the  Controller  that  while, 
in  view  of  this  decision,  it  was  eminently  desirable  that  the 
name  of  the  contractor  shonkl  apjx'ar  in  the  ordinance,  yeit 
if  the  contract  was  snfliciently  described  otherwise,  I  did 
not  considei-  this  to  be  absolntely  essential.  I  recommended, 
liowevei-,  that  in  fntnre  more  care  shonld  be  exercised  in 
the  naminii'  of  the  contractor. 

1  tind,  however,  npon  reference  to  the  ordinance,  that  it 
\](<i<,  nothino-  whatever,  except  transfer  certain  moneys  to 
items  already  existino-  in  the  annnal  appropriation  for  the 
year  1910,  tlins  increasing  those  specific  items.  Xow,  the 
annnal  a])])ro]n-iation  for  a  given  year,  nnless  otherwise 
most  distinctly  ex])ress( d,  is  to  be  considered  for  work  done 
in  that  year  by  virtne  of  an  appropriation.  There  is  not 
only  no  mention  of  the  name  of  the  contractor,  bnt  there  is 
also  no  reference  whatever  to  the  fact  that  the  work  had 
already  been  done;  nor  is  there  any  description  of  the 
work  in  any  respect.  This  ordinance  can  only  be  con- 
strued as  an  appropriation  for  work  to  be  done  in  the  fu- 
tnre.  It  cannot  possibly  be  construed  as  showing  that  the 
specific  bills  were  before  Conncils  and  passed  by  them,  nor 
is  it  competent  to  show  this  by  evidence  that  the  Finance 
Committee,  or  any  other  individual  members  of  Conncils, 
had  these  payments  in  mind.  This  mnst  appear  on  the 
face  of  the  ordinance. 

T,  therefoi-e,  advise  yon  that  the  ordinance  is  ineifective 
for  the  pnrpose  and  that  a  new  appropriation  shonld  be 
made  in  which  the  s]>ecific  bills  shonld  be  described,  and 
the  iiiten.t  to  ]iay  thes.-'  bills  a.lrcady  contracted  shonld 
clearly  appear,  and,  in  view  of  the  decision  which  I  have 
cited,  the  only  safe  course  is  to  mention  the  contractor  by 
name.

Deak  Sir  : — I  have  the  letter  of  Chief  Engineer  Web- 
ster of  -Tune  16,  re(|uesting-  an  opinion  whether  the  Dis- 
trict Surveyor  should  survey  and  give  the  lines  for  a 
building  proposed  to  be  erected  upon  a  lot  of  ground  on 
the  west  side  of  a  30  feet  wide  street  running  jN^orth  from 
Bristol  between  Sixteenth  and  Sevtenteenth  streets. 

The  objection  is  that  it  is  not  a  thoroughfare  running 
through  from  street  to  street,  and  that  the  building  on  the 
line  is  forbidden  by  the  Ordinance  of  A])ril  8,  1890,  as 
considered  by  the  opinion  of  the  Citv  Solieitur  du  page  05 
of  the  ^'Opinions  of  1904." 

In  the  amendment  to  the  Ordinance  of  April  8,  1890. 
approved  June  9  of  the  same  year,  it  is  provided  that  the 
first  ordinance  shall  not  apply  to  any  street  that  was  on 
the  City  plan  or  that  was  actually  or  legally  opened  at 
the  time  the  said  ordinance  was  ])assed.  It  will  be  noticed 
that  this  clause  is  in   the  disjunctive. 

The  letter  of  ]\fr.  Taulane  and  the  affidavit,  co])ies  of 
which  are  enclosed  in  Air.  Webster's  letter,  show  that  ?»0 
feet  of  a  wide  street  was  actually  ojK'ued  and  in  use  prior 
to  the  passage  of  this  ordinance. 

In  this  respect  the  ]~)resent  case  differs  from  that  of 
Reach  street,  to  which  the  opinion  rendered  in  1901  ap- 
plies. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  the  lines  should  l)e  given.

Dear  Sij;  : — I  \vaxv  a  \v\\vv  from  Mr.  Vogieson,  Chief  of 
the  Bureau  of  Health,  asking  my  opinion  of  tlie  legality 
of  a  resolution  bv  the  Board  of  Health  which  recites  the 
undrained  conditions  of  properties  to  be  described,  creating 
stagnant  ponds  which  are.  nuisances,  prejudicial  to  the  pub- 
lic health,  and  further  recites  notice  to  abate  the  nuisance 
bv  tilling  in  to  grade  or  draining  the  premises,  and  on  re- 
fusal to  com])ly  on  the  part  of  the  owners,  then,  in  the 
body,  the  resolution  authorizes  the  Director  of  the  De- 
jiartment  of  Public  Works  to  abate  the  nuisance  1)y 
filling  in  to  grade. 

It  is  within  the  ])ower  of  the  Board  of  Health  to  di- 
rect the  abatement  of  a  nuisance  of  this  kind,  and  on 
failure  to  comply  with  the  notice,  to  cause  the  nuisance 
to  be  abated  either  by  tilling  or  draining,  as  the  particular 
case  may  require,  and  for  this  action  by  the  Board  a  lien 
claim  may  be  tiled  ;  but  it  is  not  within  the  province  of  the 
Board  either  to  authori/ce  or  direct  another  Department 
of  the  City  to  act  for  it :  it  must  bo  done  by  the  Board 
itself   or    its   contractor.

Jn  y'lQW  of  the  fact  that  the  supposed  dedication  de- 
fining the  sti-eet  as  a  public  highway  was  made  in  187S, 
and  the  street  was  placed  upon  the  City  plan  Febrnary 
3,  1890,  and  the  further  fact  that  the  Act  of  1871,  re- 
specting the  plans  of  the  City,  apparently  forbids  openings 
( xce])t  wh(  n  the  street  has  been  duly  placed  upon  the  City 
plan,  and  in  view  of  the  Act  of  May  9,  18S9,  providing 
that  the  placing  of  a  street  upon  a  ]dan  of  lots  shall  have 
no  effect  or  force  unless  the  street  is  opened  for  twenty- 
one  years.  I  advise  you  that  if  the  street  has  been  used 
at  all  as  a  public  highway  at  any  time  since  it  was  placed 
upon  the  City  plan,  February  3,  1890,  this  was  an  accept- 
ance of  the  dedication  in  1878  and  a  sufficient  legal  open- 
ing; but  if  it  has  not  at  any  time  been  used  at  all  as  a  pub- 
lic street,  the  question  is  decidedly  doubtful.

Df:AR  Sir: — Replying  to  the  communicati(ui  of  the 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Water  relative  to  the  bond  proffered 
by  the  Netherlands  Company  to  the  City  f<n*  the  sum  of 
$3,000  agreed  u^ion  as  an  adjustment  of  a  chiiin  made  by 
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the  City  against  that  Company  by  reason  of  its  use  of  water 
from  the  fire  supply  mains  at  the  Continental  Hotel  for  the 
ordinary  purposes  of  consumption,  it  appears  that  the 
above  amount  was  reached  by  way  of  adjustment  of  the 
claim  of  the  City,  which  was  originally  for  $0,000,  the  es- 
timated charge  for  the  improper  use  of  the  water  intended 
for  fire  purjioses  only,  as  above  stated. 

The  Ordinance  of  July  9,  1897,  page  l.")!,  after  provid- 
ing for  a  number  of  cases  in  which  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau 
of  Water  is  authorized  to  settle  disputes  arising  out  of 
given  circumstances,  and  in  w^hich  the  method  of  settle- 
ment so  authorized  is  provided  with  respect  to  each  specific 
case,  contains  the  further  provision  that  "all  claims  not 
fully  met  by  the  foregoing  are  to  be  adjusted  by  the  De- 
partment in  such  manner  as  it  may  deem  just  and  equit- 
able." This  language  is  doubtless  broad  enough  to  in- 
clude the  settlement  in  question.  The  method  of  settle- 
ment proposed,  however,  is  by  the  Il^etherlands  Company 
giving  to  the  City  its  own  bond  with  warrant  of  attorney 
to  enter  judgment,  and  conditioned  for  the  payment  to  the 
City  of  the  sum  of  $3,000,  in  four  equal  payments — ^one 
at  the  signing  of  the  bond,  and  one  each  on  August 
—  1910;  "December  —  1910,  and  April  —  1911. 

I  have  great  doubt  whc'ther  the  Bureau  of  Water  is 
authorized  to  adjust  the  claim  in  this  manner.  Xo  addi- 
tional security  is  offered  the  City  for  the  payment  of  the 
sum  agreed  on,  and  no  advantage  is  to  be  received  by  it  in 
consideration  of  the  indulgence  which  it  grants  to  the 
Xetherlands  Company.  ]\roreover,  the  City  now  has  a 
remedy  by  cutting  off  the  water  supply.  I  fear  that  ac- 
ceptance of  the  bond  may  open  the  way  to  a  claim  that  the 
bond  sn])ersedes  this  remedy,  or  at  the  least  that  it  post- 
pones it  until  the  money  becomes  due  under  the  terms  of 
the  bond.  But,  if  it  be  the  intention  of  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Water  to  accept  such  a  settlement  on  behalf  of 
the  City,  ihe  bond  and  warrant  prt]>ared  by  counsel  for  the 
Netherlands  Company  properly  expresses  such  a  purpose, 
and  with  the  qualifications  above  suggested,  the  question 
asked,  to  wit:  Avhether  or  not  such  bond  and  warrant  will 
safeguard  the  City,  may  be  answered  in  the  athiunative, 
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provided  the  Cmnpaiiy  is  solvent.      Tt  would  be  better  if 
there  we/e  a  surety.

Dear  Sir: — A  letter  by  J.  A.  Vogleson,  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Health,  dated  June  l.^,  1910,  has  been  received 
by  me,  in  which  he  submits  the  form  of  a  resolution  by  the 
Board  of  Health,  empowering  the  Bureau  of  Health  to 
remove  pestilential  or  contagious  diseases,  and  asks  my 
opinion  as  to  certain  questions  arising  on  it. 

First,  as  to  its  legality. 

The  resolution  is  in  the  exact  terms  of  Section  22  of  the 
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Health  Act  of  1818,  which,  however,  except  for  certain 
purposes  relating  to  shipping,  is  restricted  to  the  City  of 
Philadelpliia  as  it  then  existed,  the  District  of  Sonthwarlv 
and  the  Townsliips  of  Xorthern  Liberties,  Mojamensing 
and  Penn. 

The  Act  of  February  3,  1848  (P.  L.  IS)  extended  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Board  of  Health  so  as  to  cover  the  City 
.of  Philadelphia  and  the  incorporated  Districts  of  the 
Xorthern  Liberties,  Kensington,  Pichmond,  Spring 
Garden,  Penn  and  Southwark,  and  the  Township  of 
Moyamensing.  The  Consolidation  Act  of  February  2, 
1854,  Section  10^  provides  for  a  Board  of  Health  for  the 
entire  City  and  confirms  to  the  new  Board  the  powers  of 
the  Board  Avhich  it  thus  supersedes ;  and  it  has  always 
been  understoo<l  that  it  thus  extends  those  pi)wers  through- 
out the  entire  City  as  extended.  I  am  therefore  of  opinion 
that  the  proposed  resolution  is  legal. 

Second,  I  am  asked  what  diseases  are  by  statute  pes- 
tilential or  contagious. 

I  find  no  statute  defining  these  words  as  set  forth  in 
llie  Act  of  1818.  A  number  of  statutes,  the  latest  of 
which  is  the  Act  of  May  14,  1909  (P.  L.  855),  with 
which  you  are  familiar,  contain  several  lists  of  such 
diseases,  which  differ  somewhat  from  each  other.  I  do 
not,  hoAvever,  think  that  these  Acts  are  intended  to  apply 
to  or  define  the  words  as  used  in  the  Act  of  1818.  In 
the  absence  of  statutory  definition,  the  words  are  medi- 
cal. 

Third  and  Fourth.  I  understand  a  ]ml)lic  hospital  to 
be  a  hosjntal  under  the  control  of  the  ])ul)lic  authorities, 
and  if  so,  both  the  Hospitals  mentioned  by  you — Phila- 
delphia General  Hospital  and  the  Philadelphia  Hospital 
for  Contagious  Diseases — are  public  hospitals. 

I  do  not,  however,  think  that  this  questiou  is  important, 
because  the  section  of  the  Act  of  1818  which  is  referred 
to,  mentions  the  Bush  Hill  Llospital,  and  authorizes  per- 
sons with  such  diseases  to  be  sent  to  said  public  Hospital, 
or  such  other  place  as  a  physician  or  the  Board  of  Health 
shall  approve. 
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I  >uii-<iOst,  rh(  rt't'nvc.  rliat  instead  oi  nsiiig  the  expression 
"puhlic  liospiial""  the  name  of  the  hospital  or  such  other 
place  as  may  h;-  desired,  should  he  specifically  mentioned.

Dkau  SiK : — I  have  a  letter  from  Mr.  Benson,  Chief  of 
the  Bureau  of  Highways,  approved  hy  you,  dated  June 
28th,  inquiring  whether  if  a  City  contractor  sets  the  curb 
on  Walnut  Lane  he  can  collect  his  hill  from  the  adjoin- 
ing ])roperty  owners  l)y  City  lien.  It  is  further  stated 
that  the  property  is  assessed  at  suburban  rates. 

In  my  opinion  the  test  is  not  wh(4her  the  property  is 
suburban  or  City,  but  whether  is  it  absDlutely  rural. 
^Id'eover,  the  t(  st  is  not  the  assessment  but  the  actual  fact. 
From  my  slight  knowledge  of  the  locality,  coupled  Avith 
the  fact  that  the  im]n-ovenient  is  now  being  made,  including 
grading  and  macadamizing,  and  that  various  property 
owners  have  set  their  curb  without  objection,  it  is  my  own 
personal  opinion  that  the  property  is  subject  to  assessment 
for  the  curb ;  but  the  contractor  must  take  this  risk  him- 
self, and  if  he  has  any  doubt  on  the  subject  he  ought  to 
consult   his   own    counsel. 

I  am  unwilling  that  a  contractor  should  act  upon  the 
statement  or  o])iiiion  of  any  City  officer,  and  then  claim 
moral   right  of  rriml)ursement  if  he  fails  to  collect  upon 
the  ground  that  he  is  misled  by  the  City.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  letter  of  June  30th,  enclosing 
a  letter  to  you  by  the  Chief  Boiler  Inspector,  dated  June 
20th,  with  respect  to  the  charge  to  be  made  under  the  Act 
of  April  11,  1891,  for  policies  of  insurance  made  by  steam 
boiler  insurance  companies  in  cities  of  the  first-class. 

Article  III  of  Section  2  of  that  Act  requires  that  the 
premuim  for  boiler  insurance,  including  fee  paid  to  the 
City  Inspector,  shall  be  at  least  one  and  one-half  of  the 
charges  prescribed  by  the  City  Ordinance  for  the  inspection 
of  steam  boilers. 

The  City  of  Philadelphia  received  for  the  rating  of 
these  boilers  and  keeping  of  records  the  sum  of  $1.00.  It 
is  said  that  one  of  the  insurance  companies  deducts  this 
sum,  which  brings  the  amount  of  its  charge  for  premiums 
to  $1.00  less  than  one  and  one-half  times  the  amount.  I 
am  asked  whether  this  is  proper. 

I  entirely  agree  with  the  Inspector.  The  clear  mean- 
ing of  the  statute  is  that  the  person  insured  must  pay  to 
the  insurance  company  at  least  one  and  one-half  times  the 
amount  which  he  would  pay  to  the  City  in  case  he  receives 
no  insurance.  It  must  cost  him  at  least  one  and  one-half 
times  as  much  in  case  of  insurance  as  if  there  were  no 
insurance,  and  it  is  imj^roper  to  deduct  the  charges  in 
question.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  the  hotter  of  Mr.  Benson, 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  tlighways,  approved  by  you,  dated 
Juno  oOth,  with  respect  to  the  contract  for  surfacing  Lin- 
cohi  avenue. 

I  understand  that  Item  20  of  the  appro})riation  to  which 
you  refer  is  one  of  the  items  of  the  annual  appropriation, 
which  was  considerably  larger,  but  has  been  reduced  by 
contracts  against  it  to  the  sum  of  $5,000. 

Assuming  that  your  advertisement  was  wide  enough 
to  include  the  entire  work,  the  contract  may  properly  be 
drawn  up  to  the  amount  of  $5,000,  with  a  provision  for 
supplementing  and  extending  it  when  more  money  is  avail- 
able,  in   the   usual   form.

Dear  Sir  : — Replying  to  your  inquiry  under  date  of 
July  5th,  with  respect  to  the  Philadelphia  Modified  Milk 
Society,  and  inquiring  whether  the  City,  through  jowr  De- 
partment, can  legally  engage  in  the  buying  and  selling  of 
milk,  I  beg  leave  to  refer  you  to  a  letter  by  my  predecessor 
addressed  to  the  Chief  Clerk  of  Select  Council,  bearings 
date  June  26,  1906,  and  published  in  the  Opinions  of  that 
year,  pages  93-94. 

The  opinion  is  there  given  that  the  City  cannox  engage 
in  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  ice  as  a  business,  yet  in 
pursuance  of  its  police  power  and  as  incidental  to  its  duty 
to  relieve  the  poor,  it  has  the  right  to  erect  plants  for  the 
manufacture  and  distribution  of  ice,  either  gratuitously  or 
otherwise. 

In  this  respect  I  sec  no  difference  between  ice  and  milk, 
and  I  accept  the  opinion  of  my  predecessor  as  applicable 
to  this  question.

Dear  Sir: — I  return  herewith  the  papers  eouiiected  with 
the  provisions  for  liceusiniv  baby  farms.  They  have  been 
carefnlly  examined  by  Mr.  Crawford,  who  has  made  cer- 
tain suggestions  in  them.  For  instance,  tlie  title  of  the 
Act  as  given  is  not  the  full  title,  and  it  is  necessary  tO' 
insert  the  place  at  wliich  the  business  is  to  be  transacted. 
As  corrected  by  him,  I  apjn'ove  them. 

I  wish,  however,  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  tliat 
you  not  only  require  a  large  number  of  persons  to  ap- 
prove the  application,  but  you  further  require  that  it  shall 
be  approved  by  a  certain  specific  organization.  I  am  not 
at  all  sure,  however,  that  this  may  properly  be  done.  That 
Society  might  well  say,  we  will  object  on  proper  occasion, 
but  even  if  there  is  no  ground  for  objection,  we  are  not 
willing  to  go  the  extent  of  the  afiirmative  act  of  approving. 
I  question,  therefore,  whether  these  provisions  would  stand 
if  criticised.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  received  your  letter  of  July  9th,  en- 
closing a  letter  from  Chief  McLaughlin  of  the  Electrical 
Bureau,  stating  that  the  railroad  companies  refuse  to  allow 
any  attachments  to  be  made  to  the  structure  underneatli 
their  bridges  for  the  purpose  of  lighting  tJie  highways. 
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If  the  excuse  tliat  is  said  to  be  given — that  the  companies 
claim  that  their  signal  system  may  be  disarranged  on  ac- 
count of  induction  from  high  tension  ^vires  he  sound  in 
fact,  there  may  be  considerable  force  in  the  objection;  but 
in  view  of  the  stringing  of  trolley  wirt^s  under  various 
arches  and  bridges,  it  would  seem  to  me  that  the  objection 
is  not  very  clear. 

At  all  eveuts,  before  drawing  any  ordinance  on  the  sub- 
ject I  ought  to  be  informed  of  what  is  a  thoroughly  un- 
objectionable way  to  make  attachments  under  the  bridges. 
It  would  be  unwise  to  pass  an  ordinance  and  have  ob- 
jection made  to  it  afterwards. 

It  may  be  that  the  objection  was  made  by  some  subordi- 
natt\  Permit  me  to  suggest  that  you,  or  Mr.  McLaugh- 
lin, by  your  direct  authority,  so  that  he  may  state  that  he 
comes  as  your  representative,  should  consult  with  the 
higher  officials  of  the  roads  in  question  and  see  if  some  sat- 
isfactory arrangement  may  not  be  made.  It  frequently 
happens  that  wlien  the  higher  officials  are  approached  the 
difficulty  may  be  removed.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  letter  of  July  12th,  asking 
what  authority,  if  any,  you  have  to  prevent  moving  pic- 
ture exhibitions  representing  the  recent  tight  at  Reno, 
]S[evada. 

I  beg  leave  to  refer  you  to  the  case  of  Theatre  Company 
vs.  Weaver,  15  D.  R.,  791,  in  which  an  application  for  an 
injunction  was  made  to  prevent  the  Mayor  from  interfer- 
ing with  a  play  called  "The   Clansman."     The  opinion 
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of  Judge  Sulzberger  is  tlae  best  discussion  of  the  rights 
of  the  Cit_y  authorities  with  which  I  am  familiar.  In  the 
case  of  a  picture  s^how  licensed  under  the  theatre  laws 
(as  I  understaud  some  of  them  are),  the  theatrical  license 
may  be  eanceHed  in  case  the  proprietor  insists  on  present- 
ing a  ]>]ay  which  is  the  subject  of  proper  criticism;  but  un- 
der any  circumstaiices,  the  Mayor  may  prohibit  a  perform- 
ance, exhibition  or  entertainment  which  has  a  tendency 
to  provoke  a  breach  of  the  peace,  or  which  is  immoral  in 
its  tendency  or  is  hurtful  to  the  community  by  tending  to 
promote  the  suggestion  or  commission  of  crime,  or  of  any 
acts  which  are  hurtful  to  the  community,  and  his  dis- 
cretion if  exercised  in  good  faith  should  )iot  be  reviewed  by 
the  Courts. 

If  the  exhibition  in  question,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
pro]3er  authorities,  has  a  sufficiently  strong  tendency  to 
cause  a  breach  of  the  peace,  or  is  demoralizing  in  its 
nature,  under  the  decision  in  question  it  may  be  stopped. 

I  have  not  sufficient  knowledge  of  the  pictures  in  this 
case  to  form  any  opinion  on  the  subject,  but  at  all  events 
the  police  authorities  are  the  proper  persons  to  decide  this 
question. 

The  opinion  to  Avhich  I  have  referred  you  relates  more 

specifically  to  the  powers  of  the  ]\Iayor,  and  the  Act  of  1879 

likewise   refers   to  that  officer.      I   recommend,   therefore, 

that  any  action  should  be  taken  after  consultation  with 

'the  ]\Iayor  and  upon  his  direction  and  authority.

Dear  Sir: — I  duly  rec-ived  your  letter  of  Tuly  6th, 
inquiring  whether  benches  in  small  parks  can  be  paid  for 
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out  of  the  item  for  the  improvement  of  small  parks  in  the 
$10,000,000  loan  and  the  aiipropriation  for  the  same  pnr- 
pose  for  the  current  year. 

In  my  opinion  it  is  not  necessary  to  describe  the  purpose 
of  a  loan  with  the  same  accuracy  that  is  required  in  the 
ease  of  appropriations.  I  think  that  park  benches  might 
be  purchased  out  of  this  loan  if  the  appropriation  were 
sufficient,  but  I  fear  that  it  is  not.  The  practice,  so  far  as 
I  can  learn,  both  with  regard  to  Fairmount  Park  and  the 
smaller  parks,  has  been  to  make  the  appropriation  specifi- 
cally for  benches,  and  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  the 
''improvement  of  small  ])arks"  means  work  done  with  re- 
spect to  the  land  itself.  It  is  unsafe  to  use  this  appropria- 
tion.

Dear  Sie: — I  return  herewith  an  ordinance  sent  for 
my  exannnation  intended  to  authorize  me  to  satisfy  of 
record  a  claim  for  taxes  against  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  of  the  Advocate,  Wayne  avenue  and  Queen  lane. 

This  ordinance  is  manifestly  in  violation  of  the  Con- 
stitution. An  ordinance  was  approved  recently  requiring 
me  to  enter  satisfaction  of  a  claim  for  taxes  against  the 
West  Philadelphia  Homoeopathic  IIospitaL  After  long  de- 
liberation and  contrary  to  the  views  of  most  of  the  gentle- 
men connected  with  the  Department,  I  directed  that  the 
claim  for  taxes  in  that  case  should  be  satisfied,  on  the 
ground  that  the  Hospital  was  a  public  charity  of  a  nature 
that  would  justify  an  appropriation  by  Councils,  and  the 
satisfaction  of  a  claim  for  taxes  is  in  the  nature  of  an  ap- 
propriation. 

In  this  instance  I  am  informed  that  the  title  to  the 
Church  was  made  by  deed  dated  December  22,  and  the 
Church  was  exempted  for  the  following  years.  In  ordi- 
nary course  the  taxes  for  that  year  were  allowed  as  part  of 
the  purchase  money,  so  that  it  actually  was  allowed  by 
the  seller  a  sum  equal  to  the  taxes  of  the  year,  less  ten 
days'  taxes  only.  To  release  these  taxes  is,  therefor,  to 
make  a  present  to  the  Church  of  a  part  of  the  purchase 
money  which  it  would  otherwise  have  ])aid  to  its  seller. 

AVhile,  perhaps,  we  may  make  an  appropriation  to  a 
hospital  which  relieves  the  City  of  a  part  of  its  duty  to 
take  care  of  injured  persons,  we  have  no  right  to  make 
an  appropriation  to  a  church,  and  my  judgment  is  clear 
that  the  ordinance  is  unlawful.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  ^-ours  of  July  25th,  in- 
quiring with  respect  to  the  person  to  be  charged  for  the 
abatement  of  a  nuisance  caused  by  a  water-course  being 
disturbed  through  failure  of  an  owner,  who  has  cut  his 
lot  to  grade,  to  properly  maintain  a  stockade  which  he 
erected  to  support  the  lot  of  his  neighbor. 

It  is  not  necessary  for  the  City  to  determine  the  ulti- 
mate liability  as  between  the  two  adjoining  owners,  for 
our  lien  is  against  the  ground  on  which  the  nuisance  exists 
without  regard  to  the  cause.  You  should  take  such  action 
as  may  be  proper  and  file  a  lien  against  the  jDrojDcrty  on 
which  the  nuisance  exists.

DkarSir: — Your  favor  in  reference  to  automobiles 
obstructing  the  highway  on  Broad  street  below  City  Hall, 
received. 

It  appears  that  in  some  cases,  as  you  state,  motor 
vehicles  are  allowed  to  remain  along  the  curb  and  in  some 
instances  clear  out  to  the  middle  of  the  street,  for  periods 
of  time  ranging  from  thirty  minutes  to  seven  hours,  and 
that  in  so  doing  travel  upon  the  highway  is  greatly  im- 
peded and  made  dangerous.  You  desire  to  know  w^hat 
authority  you  have  to  abate  this  nuisance,  and  what  action 
should  be  taken  to  enforce  the  law. 

We  have  examined  the  matter  with  some  care,  hoping 
that  the  nuisance  you  complain  of  might  be  brought  within 
the  Ordinance  of  September  23,  1804:,  relating  to  nuis- 
ances, or  some  of  its  amendments.  The  section  which 
possibly  relates  to  the  wrong  you  complain  of  is  Section 
24  (Ordinances  1861,  p  360)  which  will  be  found  in 
Brown's  Digest,  page  1354,  P.  L.  23.  I  Avould  not  ad- 
vise proceedings  under  this  ordinance,  because  motor 
vehicles  standing  on  a  highway  near  the  curb  may  not  be 
said  to  be  an  obstruction  to  the  free  passage  of  the  high- 
way. In  this  connection  I  have  considered  the  Acts  of 
June  13,  1836,  P.  L.  565,  Section  68,  and  March  3], 
1860.  P.  L.  402,  Section  73,  and  have  concluded  that  it 
would  be  better  for  our  Department  to  proceed  against 
the  owners  of  the  automobiles,  or  at  least  the  parties  keep- 
ing them  standing  in  the  street,  by  warrant  and  indict- 
ment. This  can  be  done  either  under  the  Act  of  March 
31,  1860,  or  at  common  laAv,  and  the  virtue  of  proceeding- 
against  the  parties  criminally  would  be  that  it  would 
not  be  a  defence  that  a  portion  so  occupied  was  not  used 
for  travel  and  that  there  was  enough  of  the  street  un- 
occupied by  the  automobiles  for  the  purposes  of  travel. 

As  this  would  be  a  criminal  proceeding  and  in  charge

■of  the  District  Attornev,  it  might  be  better  before  pro- 
ceeding, to  consult  with  him  or  one  of  his  assistants. 

As  the  occupation  of  the  street  by  these  automobiles  is, 
in  your  judgment,  a  nuisance,  and  when  continued  for  so 
long  as  seven  hours  it  certainly  is,  and,  as  you  state  that 
it  interferes  with  and  endangers  travel,  there  is  not  the 
slightest  doubt  about  your  right  to  abate  it ;  and,  as  I  have 
before  stated,  it  can  be  done  in  the  most  effectual  way  by 
proceeding  criminally  against  the  parties.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  1st  inst.,  in  reference 
to  drawing  a  contract  for  the  resurfacing  of  asphalt  streets 
not  occupied  by  the  Philadelphia  Rapid  Transit  Company, 
received. 

It  appears  from  your  communication  that  at  the  present 
time  there  is  an  appropriation  by  Ordinance  of  July  20, 
1910,  of  $25,000  for  the  purpose  of  resurfacing  such 
streets,  and  that  in  the  $8,000,000  loan  authorized  by 
a  vote  of  the  people  and  now  in  litigation,  there  is  provided 
a  sum  of  $300,000  for  the  same  purpose.  I  understand 
that  you  received  bids  on  May  31,  1910,  for  this  work 
for  the  current  year,  and  you  inform  me  that  in  the  ad- 
vertisement you  gave  notice  to  the  bidders  that  the  con- 
tract would  be  awarded  and  entered  into  subject  to  an 
appropriation  to  be  thereafter  made,  and  that  at  the  time 
there  was  no  appropriation  for  this  particular  purpose. 
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Yon  desire  to  know  wlietliev  yon  wonld  be  jnstified  in 
now  entering  into  a  contract  for  resnrfacing  and  repairing 
such  streets,  with  the  privilege  of  extending  the  same  when 
the  money  becomes  available  from  the  $8,000,000  loan. 

Under  the  circnmstances  of  the  case,  taking  into  con- 
sideration the  condition  of  many  of  the  highways  of  the 
City  and  the  absolnte  necessity  for  making  repairs  to 
prevent  accidents  to  the  traveling  public,  and  also  having 
in  view  the  fact  that  the  people  by  a  vote  have  provided  a 
snm  of  money,  namely  $oOO,000,  for  this  purpose,  which 
sum  is  not  available  at  the  present  time  because  of  a  Bill 
in  Equity  filed  by  a  taxpayer  to  restrain  the  issue  of  the 
loan,  I  would  advise  you  that  it  would  l)e  proper  for  your 
Department  to  enter  into  a  contract  at  the  present  time  to 
the  extent  of  the  amount  available,  with  the  stipulation 
that  the  contract  will  be  extended  to  continue  the  work 
as  ap])ropriations  may  be  hereafter  made,  or  when  the 
money  provided  by  the  $8,000,000  loan  becomes  available. 
x\s  it  is  the  duty  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  keep 
its  highways  in  repair,  and  as  the  amount  now  available, 
namely,  $25,000,  will  not  be  sufficient  for  the  purpose,  I 
am  of  opinion  that  it  would  be  proper  for  you  to  permit 
the  contractor  to  proceed  with  the  work  beyond  the  amount 
now  available,  in  order  to  put  the  streets  in  proper  re- 
pair. 

You  further  desire  to  know  whether,  under  the  wording 
of  the  loan  ordinance,  you  would  be  justified  in  using  any 
portion  of  that  sum  for  the  purpose  of  making  minor  re- 
pairs. 

I  understand  that  the  appropriation  of  $2."), 000  made 
by  the  Ordinance  of  Jnly  21)th  is  for  the  ])Ui'pose  of  re- 
pairing snch  streets,  and  that  the  loan  ordinance  as  to 
the  $300,000  is  for  the  purpose  of  resurfacing.  The  re- 
surfacing of  a  street  is  the  repair  of  it,  and  if  the  minor 
repairs  you  speak  of  amount  to  a  resurfacing  of  a  street, 
such  re]>ainng  can  be  paid  for  out  of  the  $300,000  ap- 
propriation. A  repair  which  does  not  amonnt  to  a  re- 
surfacing cannot  be  paid  for  out  of  that  ajipropriation.  It 
does  not  make  any  difference  whether  the  resnrfacing  is 
a  small  area  or  a  large  one.     If  the  repairing  which  you 
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do  to  an  asphalt  street  is  the  resurfaciiie;  of  the  street, 
such  work  can  be  paid  for  out  of  the  appropriation  of  July 
29th,  or  out  of  the  money  provided  by  the  loau.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  1st  inst..  in  reference 
to  the  contract  for  sprinkling  macadam  roads,  received. 

The  jiroposal  form  attached  to  your  communication 
specifies  that  the  contractor  must  furnish  for  the  entire 
City  fifty  wagons  and  teams,  at  so  much  per  wagon,  daily. 

You  state  that  owing  to  the  dry  weather  it  is  necessar}^ 
to  employ  during  some  days  more  than  fifty  wagons  to 
properly  sprinkle  the  macadam  roads,  and  you  inquire 
whether  you  have  the  right  under  the  contract  ta  employ 
more  than  fifty  wagons  daily,  the  contractor  being  will- 
ing to  furnish  more  than  fifty  wagons  daily  at  the  same 
price  per  wagon  as  set  forth  in  his  bid. 

If  you  have  sufficient  money  to  pay  for  more  than  fifty 
wagons  dail}',  I  do  not  see  anything  in  the  contract  which 
will  prevent  you  from  putting  on  more  than  fifty  wagons 
each  day.  The  number  of  wagons  referred  to  in  the  bid 
and  in  the  contract  is  intended  as  the  minimum  which 
the  contractor  will  furnish,  and  there  is  nothing  in  the 
contract  which  prevents  you  as  the  Director  from  em- 
ploying more  than  fifty  wagons  daily  when  you  deem  it 
necessary  so  to  do.  It  was  the  intention  of  the  specifica- 
tions that  a  sufficient  number  of  carts  should  be  furnished 
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to  sprinkle  "all  macadamized  roads''  in  the  City.  To  do 
this  the  contractor  is  required  to  furnish  at  least  fifty 
wag-ons.  You  may  employ  more  if  that  number  he  net 
sufficient,  if  you  have  the  money  to  imx  for  them.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  -ith  inst.,  in  reference 
to  a  cave-in  in  the  driveway  at  Arch  Street  Wharf,  re- 
ceived. 

You  state  that  it  is  an  emergency  and  tliat  tlie  necessary 
repairs  must  be  made  at  once,  and  refer  to  Section  16  of 
the  Act  of  June  8,  1907,  which  authorizes  you  in  such  a 
case,  without  advertising  for  bids,  to  make  the  necessary 
repairs  where  the  amount  would  not  exceed  $1,000.  You 
also  call  our  attention  to  the  proviso  in  the  Ordinance  of 
December  31,  1909,  making  an  appropriation  to  your  De- 
partment for  the  year  1910,  which  limits  your  expenditure, 
without  advertising,  to  $100. 

The  provision  in  the  Act  of  Assembly  and  that  m  the 
ordinance  do  not  refer  to  the  same  thing.  The  Act  re- 
lates to  an  emergency,  while  the  ordinance  provides  that 
you  may  expend  the  sum  of  $100,  without  advertising,  in 
any  case  when  in  your  judgment  it  is  to  the  best  interest 
of  the  City.  Even  if  they  were  in  conflict,  the  Act  of 
Assembly  would  prevail. 

I  advise  you  that  if  the  defect  in  the  driveway  at  Arcli 
Street  ^Vharf  is,  as  you  state,  an  emergency  as  mentioned 
in  the  Act  of  Assembly,  you  can  proceed  at  once  under 
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authority  of  the  proviso  to  Section  16  of  the  Act,  to  make 
the  necessary  repairs,  pr(n'ided  the  cost  thereof  does  not 
exceed  $1,000.

Dear  Sir: — The  communication  of  Georoe  S.  Webster, 
Chief  Engineer,  approved  by  you,  in  reference  to  the 
grading  and  repaving  of  "K"  street  and  tlie  construc- 
tion of  a  sewer  in  ''K"  street,  from  the  Connecting  Rail- 
way to  old  Front  street,  as  contingent  work  authorized  by 
Ordinance  of  July  16,  1909   (Ord.,  p.  203),  received. 

You  desire  my  opinion  whether  the  District  Surveyor 
is  authorized  to  assess  and  the  City  collect  assessment  bills 
on  properties  in  front  of  which  the  sewer  was  constructed. 

I  assume  that  the  sewer  is  laid  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Ordinance  of  February  10,  1892,  as 
well  as  being  contingent  work  under  the  Ordinance  of 
1909.  The  Ordinance  of  1892,  Sect.  1  (Ord.,  p.  56), 
authorizes  your  Department  to  construct  sewers  in  any 
streets  ordered  to  be  paved  or  repaved.  The  general  ordi- 
nance of  May  12,  1866  (Ord.  p.  142),  provides  for  the 
assessment  of  ])roperties  fronting  upon  a  street  for  the 
construction  of  the  sewer  therein.  While  the  Ordinance  of 
1909  does  not  direct  the  filing  of  liens  against  the  prop- 
erty owners,  we  consider  that  the  construction  of  the 
sewer  is  under  the  general  Ordinance  of  1866,  and  that 
the  property  fronting  thereon  is  liable  to  assessment. 

I  advise  you,  therefore,  to  instruct  the  District  Surveyor 
to  make  out  assessment  bills  in  the  usual  form   against 
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the  ])r(>]Kn't_v  fi-oiitinji;  on  the  street  in  which  the  sewer  is- 
constructed,  and  to  proceed  to  collect  the  same  in  the 
nsnal  wav,  and  if  not  paid,  send  them  to  this  I)(^partment 
for  lien.

Deak  Sir  : — I  have  the  letter  of  George  S.  Webster,. 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys,  approved  by  you,  dated 
August  2nd,  concerning  a  brick  building  now  being  erected 
within  the  confirmed  lines  of  Delaw^are  avenue. 

The  Act  of  December  27,  1871,  Section  2,  P.  L.  (1872) 
i:i!»0,  provides  that  ''It  shall  not  be  lawful  to  erect  any- 
building  upon  any  of  the  streets  laid  out  upon  the  plans  of 
the  City  after  said  plans  have  been  confirmed ;  and  when 
said  streets  are  ordered  to  be  opened,  buildings  erected 
upon  them  since  their  confirmation  shall  be  removed  at  the 
the  tepense  of  the  owner  and  without  any  damage  being 
paid  therefor." 

The  Act  of  May  10,  1891,  Section  12,  P.  L.  75,  pro- 
vides: "No  person  shall  hereafter  be  entitled  to  recover 
any  damages  for  any  buildings  or  improvements  of  anj 
kind  which  shall  or  may  be  placed  or  constructed  upon 
or  within  the  lines  of  any  located  street  or  alley  after  the 
same  shall  have  been  located  or  ordained  by  Councils." 

These  two  Acts  are  in  pari  materia  and  are  therefore 
to  be  read  together.  Venango  St.,  9  D.  P.,  651.  They  do 
not  compel  the  owner  of  land  embraced  within  the  plot- 
ted lines  to  abandon  the  ground  when  he  builds.  They 
merely  prevent  his  recovering  any  damages  for  the  re- 
moval of  the  building  when   the  street   is   opened.     We 
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have  recently  had  three  cases  of  this  kind,  but  in  thcni 
the  construction  had  not  been  begun.  At  our  suggestion 
a  bond  was  required  by  the  Bureau  of  Buikling  Inspection 
that  no  claim  for  the  building  would  be  made  when  the 
street  was  opened,  before  a  permit  was  issued.  This  is 
an  additional  protection,  but  it  appears  to  be  too  late  in 
the  present  case. 

Under  these  circumstances  there  is  nothing  the  Bureau 
of  Surveys  can  do  in  the  matter,  except  to  notify  the  parties 
of  the  danger   tbey  incur.

Dear  Sir  : — In  response  to  your  verbal  inquiry  concern- 
ing payment  to  Peoples  Brothers  for  removing-  snow  and 
ice  during  December,  1909,  and  January  and  February, 
1910,  and  conceraing  payment  to  D.  S.  Bader  for  repairs 
to  sewers,  inlets,  manholes,  etc.,  in  accordance  with  tlie 
Ordinance  approved  August  3,  1910,  I  beg  to  say: 

I  understand  that  Peoples  Brothers'  contract,  dated 
A})ril  7,  1909,  was  completely  fulfilled  before  December 
of  that  year.  That  contract  cannot  be  su])plemented,  as 
stated  in  the  City  Solicitor's  letter  to  the  City  Controller, 
dated  May  23,  1910,  of  which  I  enclose  a  copy.  I  un- 
derstand that  a  contract  has  been  awarded  to  Peoples 
Brothers  for  removing  snow  and  ice  during  1910,  Init  has 
not   been  executed. 

D.  S.  Bader  has  done  work  during  1910  on  repairs  as 
noted,  without  anv  contract.  Councils  have  seen  fit  to  pass 
this  ordinance  to  pay  him  at  the  rate  of  his  contract  for 
1909.  There  is  no  other  contract  for  this  work  for  the 
year  .1910. 

The  ordinance  mentions  both  Peoples  Brothers  and  I). 
S.  Bader  and  the  work  for  which  the  appropriations  were 
made  and  was  passed  by  a  two-third  vote  of  Councils. 
This  complies  with  the  Act  of  May  23,  1874,  P.  L.  232, 
and  there  is  no  reason  why  payment  should  not  be  made 
accordingly.

Dear  Sir  :— This  Department  is  in  receipt  of  your  letter 
of  August  16th,  inquiring  whether  it  is  necessary  to  have 
contracts  executed  with  D.  S.  Bader  in  order  that  he  may 
be  paid  for  bills  in  pursuance  of  the  appropriation  to  him 
of  August  3,  1910,  for  extra  work  in  repairs  to  sewers, 
inlets,  manholes,  etc.,  and  for  repairs  to  bridges. 

In  view  of  the  special  appropriation  to  Mr.  Bader  per- 
sonally for  this  work,   distinctly  as  extra  work  not  done 
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muler  contract  and  for  which  Councils  deemed  it  proper 
to  make  equitable  compensation,  it  is  ])erhaps  not  legally 
necessary  that  contracts  should  be  executed,  but  since  such 
work  is  usually  required  to  be  maintained  in  good  con- 
dition by  the  jx'rson  doing  it,  for  a  definite  period,  which 
is  a  highly  proper  stipulation,  and  since,  also,  it  is  ad- 
visable to  obtain  a  bond  for  this  purpose  as  wt'11  as  the 
usual  penal  bond,  this  Department  thinks  it,  if  not  ab- 
solutely necessary,  yet  a  prudent  and  proper  course  to  have 
a  contract  made  and  the  incidental  bonds  executed.

Dear  Sir  : — Replying  to  the  letter  of  the  10th  inst., 
from  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  approved  by 
the  Assistant  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works, 
to  this  Department,  inquiring  as  to  the  legal  right  to  take 
action  to  prevent  the  storing  of  gasoline  by  the  OA\Tiers  of 
garages  and  automobile  supply  stations  in  areaways  and 
in  vaults  under  the  sidewalks,  I  would  refer  you  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Ordinance  of  April  2,  1901,  page  118. 

Section  1  of  that  ordinance  makes  it  a  nuisance  for  any 
person,  other  than  a  manufacturer  of  gasoline  and  similar 
fluids,  to  have,  use,  store  or  keep  at  any  one  time  in  any 
building  situated  within  the  boundaries  described  more 
tliaii  one  barrel  of  gaslone.  Section  3  provides  that  it 
shall  be  a  nuisance  to  maintain  any  establishment,  or  carry 
on  any  business  in  which  gasoline,  etc.,  is  used  in  quanti- 
ties exceeding  one  gallon  during  any  one  day,  without  ob- 
taining a  license  from  the  Mayor  to  maintain  such  estab- 
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lishment  or  carry  on  such  business.  By  Section  5,  vio- 
lations of  the  ordinance  are  subjected  to  a  penalty  of  $100 
for  each  offense. 

Whether  such  storage  of  gasoline  as  ]\Ir.  Benson  refers 
to  would  be  considered  to  be  ''in  any  building"  within  the 
meaning  of  the  first  section  of  the  ordinance  may  be  open 
to  some  doubt^  but  if  gasoline  is  employed  in  quantities 
exceeding  one  gallon  per  day,  in  the  manner  described 
and  without  a  license  having  been  previously  obtained, 
it  would  seem  that  such  action  is  prohibited  by  Section  3. 

The  whole  subject  seems  to  have  been  placed  by  the  or- 
dinance within  the  supervision  and  control  of  the  Fire 
Marshal,  by  whose  report  the  IMayor  is  required  to  be 
guided  in  granting  licenses,  and  I  would  suggest  that  Mr. 
Benson's  complaint  be  called  to  the  attention  of  that 
official,  to  wit:  the  Fire  Marshal,  for  such  action  as  he 
may  deem  necessary  to  obviate  the  danger  arising  from 
the  practice  in  question.

them  out  of  the  annual  ap]>ropriation,  yet  the  later  Ordi- 
nance of  July  29,  1910,  appropriates  the  sum  of  $50,000 
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fill-  the  doinp;  of  such  wnvk  niit  (if  n  disrinet  fund,  to  wit, 
from  lh(>  $5,000,000  lo:ni  anlbnriz'.Ml  by  Oi'diTiance  of  July 
14,  1910,  and  to  a  ikw  ilcni,  to  wit,  Item  24-B. 

Tn  view  of  tlu'se  facts  it  would  seem  that  the  require- 
uu  ut  of  the  Ordinance  of  April  9,  1910,  would  not  pre- 
vent the  entering  into  contracts  for  the  extensive  altera- 
tions Avhieh  ^Iv.  Benson  says  are  required  to  be  made 
with  the  money  appropriated  by  the  later  ordinance.

Dear  Sir:- — This  Department  is  in  recei])t  of  the  letter 
of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  approved  by 
you,  relative  to  a  complaint  by  the  owner  of  premises  l^o. 
2132  S.  Eifty-seventh  street,  that  the  owners  of  the  adjoin- 
ing premises  had  extended  their  porches. 

It  appears  from  the  letter  that  the  owners  of  ]iroperties 
!N"os.  2131-213G  South  Eifty-seventh  street,  with  several 
others,  had  made  little  bays  to  the  front  of  their  porches 
extending  about  eighteen  inches  bej'ond  the  house  line; 
tliat  the  ste]",s  extend  four  feet  six  inches  from  the  house 
]in(  ;  that  the  sidewalks  are  paved  to  the  full  w^idth  and 
are  about  fifteen  feet  wide,  and  that  said  extensions  do  not 
in  any  manner  interfere  with  the  footway  and  rather  tend 
to  beautify  tlie  location  than  otherwise,  being  ornamented 
with  boxes  of  flowers,  etc. 

^Ir.  Benson  states  that  the  spirit  of  the  Ordinance  of 
February  23.  190G,  page  22,  on  which  the  complaining 
owiur  dep(nd<.  "<loes  not  appear  to  have  been  violated  by 
placing  these  small  bays  to  the  front  of  the  porches  which

are  entirely  within  the  honse  line.     There  is  no  obstruc- 
tion to  the  view  of  any  person." 

You  request  to  be  advised  whether  the  Bureau  of  High- 
ways would  be  justified  in  compelling  the  owners  of  Nos. 
2134-2136  to  saw  off  the  rounded  fronts. 

The  ordinance  in  question  makes  it  unlawful  to  erect 
any  porch  projecting  beyond  the  building  line,  and  de- 
clares such  porch  to  be  a  nuisance.  It  subjects  any  per- 
son constructing  or  beginning  to  construct  a  porch  in  viola- 
tion of  the  ordinance  to  a  penalty  of  fifty  dollars  and  re- 
quires him  to  remove  the  same  and  replace  the  street  in 
jjrojDer  condition  upon  notice  from  the  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Works,  and  if  he  neglect  to  do  so,  authorize  the  work 
to  be  done  by  the  City  and  the  costs  collected  from  the 
offender  by  lien,  etc. 

Answering  the  inquiry  literally  as  it  is  propounded,  the 
City  authorities  would  be  justified  in  compelling  the 
owners  to  abate  the  nuisance,  as  the  bays  extend  beyond  the 
house  line,  which  would  seem  to  bring  the  porches  as  they 
exist  within  the  prohibition  of  the  ordinance.

Dear  Sir  : — This  Department  has  a  letter  from  the 
Chief  Engineer  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys,  bearing  your 
approval  and  inquiring  whether  your  Department  would 
be  justified  in  certifying  that  Almond  street  is  a  public 
highway,  so  that  municipal  improvements  may  be  placed 
upon  it.  Accompanying  the  letter  is  a  communication 
to  the  Survey  Bureau  from  J.  H.  Webster,  Tr.,  Surveyor 
and  Regulator  of  the  Tenth  District,  and  five  affidavits, 
to  the  effect  that  Almond  street,  between  Orthodox  and 
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Lcfcvre  streets,  has  been  open  and  in  nse  notorionsly  and 
openly  by  the  pnblic  continuously  for  a  period  of  twenty- 
one  years  without  protest,  interruption  or  objection.  Also, 
certain  descriptions  of  property  as  sold  by  the  owner  call- 
ing for  Almond  street  as  a  boundary. 

From  the  letters  of  the  Chief  Engineer  and  the  Dis- 
trict Surveyor,  it  appears  that  the  street  has  been  upon 
the  City  plan  since  18G3;  that  the  tract  embracing  the 
street  was  thrown  open  into  commons  at  least  15  or  20 
years  ago,  but  that  the  District  Surveyor  has  no  positive 
knowledge  that  the  street  lines  w^re  physically  defined 
until  more  recently ;  the  first  building  lots  for  houses  were 
staked  out  in  May,  1893,  and  a  number  since  that  date,  and 
that  the  street  is  at  present  defined  by  20  or  25  houses 
fronting  thereon  and  by  a  church  fence. 

The  District  Surveyor  further  states  that  he  is  informed 
that  the  owner  of  the  ground  is  not  prepared  to  dedicate, 
and  that  the  street  is  not  at  grade. 

The  street  having  been  an  unopened  plotted  one  when 
the  deeds  referred  to  were  executed,  there  arises  from  the 
description  of  the  street  as  a  boundary,  etc.,  no  inference 
of  dedication  to  the  public.  See  In  re  Brookl;^Ti  street, 
118  Pa.,  6-10,  and  numerous  later  cases.  The  affidavits 
taken  by  themselves  would  be  sufficient,  if  believed,  to  jus- 
tify the  certifying  of  the  street  as  an  open  public  highway, 
but  it  is  to  be  remembered  that  these  affidavits  are  merely 
ex  parte  and  that  they  simply  follow  a  printed  form,  giv- 
ing no  special  facts  to  support  the  general  statements 
made. 

If,  as  is  to  be  gathered  from  the  letter  of  the  District 
Surveyor,  the  owner  of  the  property  would  object  to  its 
being  certified  as  a  public  highway,  it  would,  I  think,  be 
well  to  permit  him  an  opportunity  to  place  the  facts  as 
he  views  them,  before  your  Department,  withholding  the 
certification  of  the  street  as  a  public  highway  until  both 
sides  shall  have  thus  been  accorded  the  privilege  of  pre- 
senting their  respective  contentious.

Dear  Sir  : — The  letter  of  Chief  Engineer  Webster,  ap- 
proved by  you,  dated  August  31,  1910,  with  relation  to 
the  payment  of  the  retained  percentage  on  the  contract 
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of  ^rcCormick  &  Co.  for  the  coiistniction  of  the  bridge 
on  the  lino  of  Iliiiiting-  Park  avonne  and  the  Philadelphia, 
Gerniantown  and  Xnrristown  Iv.

I  understand  that  McCorniiek  &  Co.  not  only  aban- 
doned this  work,  bnt  were  also  declared  bankrupts,  and  I 
am  further  informed,  outside  of  your  letter,  that  the  re- 
ceiver in  bankruptcy  transferred  all  rights  in  the  contract 
to  the  Filbert  Paving  au.d  Construction  Company.  There 
has  been  lodged  with  me  a  copy  of  an  order  made  by  the 
referee  in  bankniptcy  permitting  the  sale  of  the  rights- 
under  this  contract,  and  I  have  been  shown  the  original 
bill  of  sale  purporting  to  carry  it.  I  enclose  herewith  to 
you  a  certitied  copy  of  the  order.  There  shonld  be  lodged 
with  you  to  be  retainc  d  among  your  records  a  certified  copy 
of   the    bill    of    sale. 

The  only  persons  who  can  have  any  possible  interest  in 
the  paymejit  of  the  retained  percentage  are  McC'ormiek 
&  Co.,  whose  rights  have  unquestionably  passed  to  the 
receiver  in  bankruptcy;  the  Filbert  Paving  and  Construc- 
tion Company,  Avho,  as  thus  appears,  have  a  bill  of  sale 
which  covers  those  rights,  and  the  N"ational  Surety  Com- 
pany, who,  if  I  am  correctly  informed,  have  been  paid 
for  their  work  and  probably  have  no  further  claim. 

On  the  face  of  these  facts,  apparently,  the  payment 
shonld  be  made  to  the  Filbert  Paving  and  Constrnction 
Com})any  u])on  their  lodging  with  you  the  paper  above 
mentioned,  and  I  advise  you  now,  as  I  have  done  in  other 
cases,  that  a  letter  shonld  also  be  lodged  with  you, 
signed  by  both  the  Filbert  Paving  and  Construction  Com- 
pany and  also  by  the  Surety  Company  assenting  to  the 
payment  to  the  Filbert  Paving  and  Construction  Company. 
T  am  not  sure  that  this  has  not  already  been  done.  The 
payment  may  then  be  made  to  the  Filbert  Paving  and  Con- 
struction Company.

Dear  Sir: — -The  letter  of  Chief  Engineer  Webster,  ap- 
proved by  you,  dated  August  10,  1910,  with  relation  to 
the  ownership  of  material  excavated  on  the  line  of  the 
sewer  on  the  property  of  the  Messrs.  Dobson,  was  duly  re- 
ceived during  my  absence.  Answer  was  delayed,  because 
on  communicating  with  me  I  had  a  recollection  of  having 
advised  on  the  general  subject  at  some  earlier  date,  but  my 
letter   cannot   be   found. 

I  learn  on  my  return  that  the  question  which  was  be- 
fore me  was  the  identical  question  now  under  considera- 
tion with  regard  to  this  work.  At  that  time  it  appeared 
to  me  that  the  question  of  the  ownership  of  the  material 
was  one  which  was  of  interest  to  the  contractor  and  the 
property  owner,  but  in  which  the  City  had  no  interest ;  and 
the  contractor's  coimsel  was  called  into  the  conference  and 
undertook  to  get  the  matter  straightened  out  with  the 
Messrs.  Dobson.      I  supposed  that  it  had  been  done. 

I  remain  of  the  same  opinion ;  the  City  has  no  interest 
in  the  material  and  it  is  a  question  between  the  Messrs. 
Dobson  and  the  contractor,  whose  counsel  may  or  may 
not  differ  from  my  views  and  who  is  not  bound  by  them. 
I  think  he  should  be  called  upon  again  to  make  an  ad- 
justment, if  possible,  with  the  Messrs.  Dobson. 

]^evertheless,  I  answer  your  specific  inquiries,  that  in 
my  opinion  the  surplus  material  excavated  in  private  prop- 
erty does  not  belong  either  to  the  City  or  to  the  contractor. 
I  find  decisions  in  other  States  that  in  the  case  of  a 
country  road  where  there  is  but  a  right  of  way  in  the  pub- 
lic and  the  ownership  of  the  soil  remains  in  the  abutting 
owners,  the  public  has  no  right  to  the  material  removed 
in  the  course  of  work  upon  the  road,  and  I  cannot  see  that 
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the  public  has  any  greater  rights  ^vhere  the  property  is 
entirely  private  than  it  has  where  there  is  a  road  opened. 
It  will  be  noted  that  I  am  not  now  speaking  of  a  City 
street,  in  w^hich  the  rights  of  the  public  are  much  greater 
than  they  are  in  a  country  road. 

The  various  sections  cited  from  the  contract  do  not  throw 
much  light  upon  the  question.  'No  provision  in  a  contract 
between  the  City  and  a  contractor  can  affect  the  rights  of 
third  persons,  Ijut  in  addition  to  this,  the  various  pro- 
visions, in  my  opinion,  simply  mean  that  the  contractor 
is  to  clear  up  the  ground,  so  that  in  the  case  of  public 
streets  the  right  of  passage  will  be  left  unimpaired,  and 
in  the  case  of  a  sewer  upon  private  property,  the  owner 
will  be  inconvenienced  as  little  as  possible  and  his  ground 
left  in  good  condition.  I  notice  that  paragraph  188,  with 
regard  to  the  property  of  the  contractor,  expressly  excepts 
private  property,  and  if  the  stone,  etc.,  is  owned  by  the 
Messrs.  Dobson,  they  are  not  within  that  paragraph. 

These  conditions,  I  think,  substantially  answer  the  sec- 
ond question,  namely,  what  disposition  of  tlie  material 
can  be  required  tending  to  the  cleaning  up  of  the  site  of 
of  the  work  and  the  restoration  of  the  ground  to  its  original 
condition  and  contour  by  the  contractor  ?  The  ground 
should  be  left  as  nearly  as  possible  in  its  original  condi- 
tion. The  circumstances  applicable  to  different  cases  may 
vary  so  much  that  it  is  impossible  for  me,  without 
knowledge  of  those  circumstances,  to  answer  this  more 
specifically.

Dear  Sir: — Your  letter  of  September  0th,  directed  to 
]Mr.  Lowengrund,  has  been  duly  received  by  this  De- 
partment. 
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The  Ordiiuiiiep  of  Ai^vil  2,  1901,  as  amenJod  by  tliat  of 
March  5,  1907,  provides  that  unless  the  generating  and  gas 
holding  apparatus  for  the  manufacture  of  acetylene,  if  they 
have  a  ca^iacity  of  not  more  than  fifty  lights  of  one-half 
foot  Lurner.  are  located  in  an  outside  building,  properly 
ventilated  and  drained,  etc.,  and  separated  from  other 
buildings  as  requii'cd  by  the  ordinance,  such  manufacture 
shall  not  be  permitted,  which  prohibition  is  extended  to 
generating  and  gas  holding  apparatus  if  they  are  of  larger 
capacity,  nnless  they  are  located  in  a  detached  building^ 
properly  ventilated,  and  unless  no  artificial  light  is  per- 
mitted in  the  room  where  the  apparatus  is  installed  within 
fifteen  feet  of  the  generator  and  gas  holders,  and  unless 
ihe  building  is  heated  as  specified. 

The  clear  implication  from  this  is,  that  if  the  conditions 
prescribed  by  the  ordinances  shall  be  complied  with,  gener- 
ators of  more  than  fifty  light  capacity-  are  permissible, 
always  subject,  however,  to  the  other  provision  of  the 
ordinances  with  respect  to  your  certification  of  the  safety 
of  the  building,  its  adaptability  to  the  purpose  of  such 
manufacture,  etc. 

With  respect  to  the  storage  of  calcium  carbide  in  quan- 
tities exceeding  six  hundred  pounds,  which  is  referred  to 
in  Mr.  Ludlow's  letter  accompanying  your  own,  but  not 
in  your  letter,  the  proviso  to  Section  4  of  the  Ordinance 
of  1901  adequately  covers  this  subject.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  letter  of  September  13th,  with 
respect  to  the  appropriation  made  by  ordinance  approved 
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August  od,  to    pay  tlio    bill    of    John    11.    Jordan,    with 
interest  from  100;>,  for  extra  work  at  (".'rtain  lio<s[)itals. 

It  is  clear,  from  the  contents  of  your  letter  and  the 
papers  accompanying  it,  that  Mr.  Jordan  has  no  legal 
claim  against  the  City  which  he  could  enforce  by  litigation, 
because  the  work  was  not  included  in  his  contract  and 
Avas  not  properly  ordered  under  its  terms.  Xevertheless, 
I  understand  from  the  letter  and  papers  that  the  work 
was  actuallj^  done  and  if  liability  be  assumed  for  the 
work,   the   amount  is  correct. 

Under  these  circumstances  it  has  been  frequently  de- 
cided by  the  Supreme  Court  that  where  the  City  actually 
receives  the  benefit  of  the  work  done,  it  is  not  bound  to  be 
dishonest  and  accept  the  advantage  from  the  w^ork,  if  ad- 
vantage there  be,  and  refuse  to  pay ;  but  it  may  in  a  proper 
case  accept  the  work  and  pay  for  it,  subject  only  to  a 
provision  in  the  Municipal  Act  of  1874  that  the  ap- 
propriation for  the  purpose  must  be  passed  by  two-thirds 
of  each  Council.  This  has  been  done  in  the  present  in- 
stance. While  I  do  not  go  so  far  as  to  say  that  there  may 
not,  under  some  circumstances,  be  a  moral,  and,  perhaps, 
a  legal,  duty  on  the  part  of  the  head  of  the  Department 
to  see  that  the  City  did  actually  receive  the  value  of  the 
work  in  question,  yet  where  it  is  admitted,  as  in  this  case, 
that  the  work  was  done.  Councils  may  properly  direct  that 
it  shall  be  paiel  for  by  passing  an  appropriation  for  the 
i:)urpose,  and  all  responsibility  on  the  sid)ject  is  thus  as- 
sumed by  Councils  and  a  w^arrant  may  be  properly  drawn 
by  the  head  of  the  Department. 

I  theref(U'c  recommend  that  the  payment  be  made  by 
you.

Deak  Sir  : — I  have  just  received  your  letter  of  Septem- 
ber 14tli,  inquiring  whether  per  diem  employees  may  re- 
ceive pay  for  holidays  and  other  days  when  they  are 
not  at  work  on  account  of  sickness  or  vacation. 

The  opinion  which  this  Department  has  invariably  ex- 
pressed, is  that  in  the  case  of  per  diem  employees  there  is 
no  authority  to  j)ay  them  except  for  those  days  when  they 
are  actually  at  work.  The  rule  differs  with  respect  to 
those  who  are  paid  a  salary  by  the  month  or  year.  One 
opinion  of  the  kind,  rendered  by  my  predecessor,  Judge 
Kinsey,  is  dated  May  21,  1907.  (Opinions^ of  that  year, 
page  107.)

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  your  letter  of  the  16th 
inst.,  inquiring  whether  the  Ordinance  of  September  23, 
1890,  requires  you  to  show  the  bacteriological  result  of 
your  analysis  of  milk  and  the  temj^erature  records  of  the 
milk.  I  learn  also,  from  your  letter,  that  it  is  not  to  the 
best  interests  of  the  community  to  give  this  information 
for  pnbL' cation. 

The  ordinance  in  question  relates  exclusively  to  the 
adulteration  of  milk  and  to  the  requirement  that  the  milk 
must  contain  a  certain  proportion  of  solids.  This  is  the 
iiiformation  which  Section  9  requires  to  be  inserted  in  your 
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record  to  be  f urnislic J  to  the  newspapers.  It  has  no  relation 
1o  an  analysis  made  for  a  different  pnrposc  and  not  pro- 
vided for  in  that  ordinance,  and  you  are  not  bound  to  put 
the  additional  information  in  this  record,  or  furnish  it 
to  the  papers  under  this  requirement.  If  you  were  to 
insert  in  this  record  thus  given  to  the  papers  a  state- 
ment  showing  that  the  milk  of  a  certain  dealer  contained 
an  improper  proportion  of  bacteria,  and  if  by  reason  of 
any  accident  this  statement  proved  to  be  incorrect,  you 
could  not  shelter  yourself  under  the  requirement  of  the 
ordinance.

Dear  Sir  :— I  have  the  letter  of  Mr.  Benson,  Chief  of 
the  Bureau  of  Highways,  dated  September  14:th,  with 
respect  to  the  work  of  repaving  over  trenches  dug  by 
reason  of  permits  for  opening  streets. 

1.  I  understand  that  the  Barber  Asphalt  Company  is 
the  contractor  for  repairs  to  pavements  under  a  contract 
which,  like  all  others,  specifics  the  limit  of  the  amount 
of  work  to  be  done  thereunder  and  of  the  payments,  unless 
the  contract  is  supplemented,  and  that  the  work  actually 
done,  or  ordered  to  be  done,  will  exhaust  this  limit.  They 
have  contracted  to  do  nothing  beyond  that  amount  unless 
the  contract  be  thus  supplemented,  and  therefore  cannot 
be  required  to  repave  over  openings  under  the  circum- 
stances mentioned  in  the  letter  until  the  contract  is  duly 
supplemented  extending  the  amount  of  the  expenditure. 
There   is,   however,    an   unqualified   contract   on    the   part 
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of  the  Company  that  it  Avill    enter    into  a    supplemental 
contract  when  an^l  as  other  appropriations  are  made. 

2.  The  ordinances  in  question,  namely,  the  one  re- 
cently approved,  and  the  Ordinance  of  March  30,  1895, 
to  which  it  is  a  supplement,  in  their  titles  are  limited  to 
"regadating  the  granting  of  permits  for  connection  with 
and  repairs  to  underground  service  and  fixing  the  charges 
therefor."  The  Municipal  Act  of  1874  contains  a  pro- 
vision with  respect  to  City  ordinances  similar  to  the  pro- 
vision in  the  Constitution  with  respect  to  statutes  n-quir- 
ing  that  each  ordinance  shall  have  but  one  subject,  to  be 
clearly  expressed  in  the  title.  Under  this  title  it  is  quite 
proper  to  designate  the  purpose  to  which  the  money  shall 
be  applied,  but  I  do  not  think  that  the  provision  in  the 
amending  ordinance  providing  who  shall  do  the  work  is 
within  the  title  regulating  the  granting  of  permits  and  fix- 
ing the  charges. 

This,  however,  is  not  very  important  in  the  present  in- 
stance, because  on  turning  to  the  original  contract,  which 
I  have  sent  for  for  the  purpose,  I  find  that  in  the  bid  and 
specifications,  which  are  made  a  part  of  the  contract,  it  is 
expressly  provided  that  the  contract  requires  the  repaving 
of  all  lateral  and  longitudinal  trenches  and  ditches  for  their 
entire  width  and  length.  For  the  present  purpose,  there- 
fore, it  is  enough  to  say  that  the  Asphalt  Company  has 
distinctly  agreed  to  do  this  kind  of  woi'k  and  it  is  wuthin 
its  contract. 

3.  Reference  is  made  in  the  letter  to  the  contract  of 
original  paviors  for  the  maintenance  of  the  streets,  I  find 
on  reference  to  the  blanks  for  these  contracts  that  they 
expressly  provide  that  the  contractor  for  the  original  pav- 
ing, or  for  the  repaving,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  make  re- 
pairs over  openings  and  ditches  at  the  ])rice  per  square 
yard  paid  for  the  paving,  to  be  paid  for  out  of  the  annual 
appropriations.  While  comment  on  this  is  not  necessarily 
called  for  under  the  circumstances,  yet  I  deem  it  proper  to 
call  your  attention  to  it,  because  the  provision  may  be  an 
impoi'tant  one.  Paviors  have  sometimes  endeavored  to  es- 
cape from  their  liability  of  maintenance  on    the    ground 
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that  they  were  only  required  to  maintain  their  own  work^ 
and  have  alleged  that  if  others  are  permitted  to  break  the 
work  and  do  the  repairing  it  relieves  them  from  liability. 
At  tlie  risk  of  appearing-  a  little  officious,  I  suggest  to  you 
that  where  there  is  a  contract  of  this  kind  and  the  main- 
tenance period  has  not  expired,  it  is  better  to  have  the  work 
done  by  the  original  contractor,  and  thus  avoid  this  ques- 
tion. 

I  do  not,  however,  consider  that  the  Asphalt  Company 
is  at  all  concerned  with  this  provision  of  the  contract.  It 
has  likewise  agreed  to  do  this  kind  of  work  whenever 
called  upon,  and  the  fact  that  another  company  has  like- 
wise agreed  to  do  it  is  something  with  which  it  has  no 
concern.

Dear  Sir: — Your  letter  to  Mr.  Evans,  Assistant  City 
Solicitor,  with  respect  to  bay  w-indows,  has  reached  my 
hands.  I  have  carefully  read  the  letter  of  Mr.  Bell  which 
accompanies  it,  and  herewith  return  it  to  you  according 
to  your  request. 

The  Ordinance  of  March  28,  1894,  to  which  reference 
is  made,  has  noAv  been  in  force  between  sixteen  and  sev- 
enteen years.  It  has  always  been  understood  to  include 
bay  windows  of  every  kind,  whether  of  frame  or  fire  proof 
construction.  Earlier  ordinances  on  the  subject  are 
omitted  from  the  volume  of  building  laws  published  by 
your  Bun  au,  and  are  likewise  omitted  from  BroAvn's  Df- 
gest  of  Laws  and  Ordinance  relating  to  Philadelphia.  A 
contemporaneous  and  continued  practice  for  so  long  a 
10 
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period  must  be  accepted  as  corrc  ct  unless  it  clearly  ap- 
pears to  be  wrong. 

So  far  from  clearly  appearing  to  be  Avrong,  in  my  opin- 
ion it  is  correct.  The  title  of  that  ordinance  is  ''An  Or- 
dinance to  regulate  the  construction  of  frame  buildings, 
fences  and  bay  windows."  An  adjective  which  prec*edes 
several  nouns  may  apply  to  all  of  those  nouns  or  be  re- 
stricted to  the  one  which  immediately  succeeds  it,  and  this 
must  be  determined  by  the  general  sense  and  the  context. 
Grammatical  usage  to  ajDply  in  either  of  the  ways  accord- 
ing to  the  subject  matter  is  well  established.  I  never 
heard  the  word  '"frame"  applied  to  fences.  That  part  of 
the  ordinance  which  relates  to  buildings  is  intended  to 
safeguard  the  public  against  fire  and  is  restricted  to  frame 
buildings ;  but  when  I  turn  to  Sections  4  and  5  relating 
to  bay  windows,  I  find  that  the  purpose  is  mainly,  if  not 
entirely,  to  prevent  obstruction  to  highways,  and  draws 
a  distinction  between  bay  windows  of  combustible  material 
and  other  bay  windows,  and  legislates  as  to  both  kinds. 
Section  -i  prohibits  any  bay  windows  of  any  character 
whatsoever  from  projecting  beyond  the  street  line  upon  the 
first  floor  of  any  building.  Section  5  authorizes  them 
above  the  first  floor  under  certain  conditions  and  limita- 
tions, and  having  thus  authorized  them,  directs  what  shall 
be  done  if  they  are  made  of  combustible  material,  thus 
drawing  the  distinction  which  I  mention,  and  the  latter 
part  of  the  section  provides  that  the  ordinance  shall  not 
apply  to  the  size  of  bay  windows  which  do  not  project 
upon  the  street  line,  merely  requiring  that  they  shall 
be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Bureau  of  Building 
Inspection,  and  that  no  window  shall  project  more  than 
four  feet  beyond  the  line  of  the  house  of  which  it  is  a 
part. 

I  likewise  find  that  Section  6  of  the  ordinance,  relating 
to  fences,  draws  a  distinction  between  wooden  fences  and 
others  and  legislates  as  to  each. 

I,  therefore,  conclude  that  the  Act  upon  its  face  ap- 
plies to  all  bay  windows,  especially  those  which  project 
beyond  the  building  line,  and  that  this  is  not  modified, 
altered  or  changed  by  the  title.     This  construction  is  aided 
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by  the  fact  that  tlio  provision  as  to  bay  windows,  while 
altering  the  preceding-  ordinance  somewhat,  is  in  general 
very  similar  to  it. 

I  donbt  whether  a  different  constrnction  would  aid  the 
applicant  for  a  permit  very  greatly.  The  Ordinance  of 
June  24,  1881  (Ordinances,  page  176),  prohibits  the 
erection  of  any  bay  windows,  but  this  is  modified  by  the 
Ordinance  of  June  7,  1882  (page  141),  which  regulates 
their   construction. 

The  plan  of  the  proposed  building  is  not  before  me, 
but  from  what  is  stated  in  the  letter  I  doubt  exceedingly 
whether  the  three  bay  windows  desired  would  not  be  pro- 
hibited by  the  Ordinance  of  1882.

Dear  Sir  : — The  letter  of  Chief  Engineer  "Webster, 
dated  September  27th,  inquiring  whether  Park  avenue  has 
legally  been  opened,  was  duly  received. 

The  sale  of  lots  bounded  by  a  j^ublic  street  is  a  dedica- 
tion of  that  street  unless  the  street  be  on  the  public  plans 
of  the  City,  and  provided,  also,  that  the  effect  of  the 
dedication  is  not  avoided  by  the  terms  of  the  Act  of  1871 
with  regard  to  the  planning  of  the  City  which,  under  one 
construction  of  it,  prohibits  the  opening  of  a  street  unless 
it  be  upon  the  City  plan. 

I  learn  from  'Mr.  Webster's  letter  that  prior  to  1871 
lots  were  conveyed  bounding  upon  Juniper  street  and  Park 
avenue,  not  then  on  the  City  plan,  but'  subsequently  placed 
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there.  The  only  qiTcstion,  therefore,  would  be  whether 
the  Act  of  May  8,  1889,  requiring  that  City  streets  shall 
be  actually  opened  within  twenty-one  years  may  apply.  I 
find  that  conveyances  by  Jacob  Steinmetz  to  Philip  M. 
Price  not  only  bounded  the  lot  njjon  the  street,  but  asserted 
that  it  was  open,  and  a  conveyance  subsequently  made  to 
James  D.  Wetham  makes  the  same  statement.  This  re- 
cital that  the  street  is  actually  open  prevents  the  applica- 
tion of  the  Act  of  1889,  and  you  may  therefore  properly 
certify  that  the  street  has  been  opened.

Dear  Sie  : — I  have  the  letter  of  Mr.  Benson,  Chief  of 
the  Bureau  of  Ilig-hways,  approved  by  you,  dated  Sep- 
tember 29th,  inquiring-  with  resj^ect  to  the  disposition  of 
the  sum  of  $74,019.37  standing  to  the  credit  of  a  certain 
contract  with  Michael  O'Rourke.  A  full  answer  requires 
a  recital  of  the  facts. 

The  Ordinance  approved  May  10,  1907  (Ordinances, 
page  217),  appropriates  the  sum  of  $13,500,000  out  of  a 
loan,  and  among  other  things  appropriates  to  "Item  39, 
for  the  repaving  with  improved  pavements,  streets  not  oc- 
cupied by  passenger  railway  companies,  $1,500,000,  sub- 
ject to  future  legislation  by  Councils." 

The  ordinance  approved  July  25,  1907,  entitled  "An 
Ordinance  to  authorize  the  repaving  of  certain  streets  and 
work  incident  thereto,"  authorizes  the  repairing  of  a  very 
large  number  of  streets,  and  among  others,  on  page  279, 
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authorizes  the  repaviiio-  of  a  number  of  streets  between 
Lehigh  and  Susquehanna  avenues.  On  page  282  the  or- 
dinance authorizes  vou  to  advertise  for  proposals  for  re- 
paving  these  streets  and  to  award  the  contracts  to  the  low- 
est and  best  bidders,  but  further  provides  that  the  re- 
paving  of  certain  of  the  streets,  namely,  those  which  I 
have  mentioned  above  and  others,  should  be  done  ''in  ac- 
cordance with  the  contract  entered  into  March  8,  1905, 
which  contract  shall  be  increased  and  supplemented  by 
the  Director  of  the  Department  of  P\iblic  Works  to  cover 
the  said  work."  The  ordinance  further  directs  that  pay- 
ment for  the  work,  by  which  I  understand  all  work  men- 
tioned in  the  ordinance,  shall  be  made  out  of  Item  30 — loan 
• — in  the  appropriation  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
(Bureau  of  Highways).  On  several  different  occasions, 
including  those  mentioned  in  my  letter  and  others  as  well, 
I  advised  that  the  contract  mentioned  was  entirely  dead 
at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  these  ordinances,  and  that 
Councils  had  no  right  to  direct  that  further  work  should 
be  done  under  it. 

It  therefore  follows  that  if  this  contract  is  invalid  and 
no  work  could  be  done  under  it,  the  money  which  had 
been  set  aside  by  the  Controller  to  meet  the  demands  of 
the  contract  was  not  required  by  it,  and  it  is  therefore 
released  for  other  purposes.  This  in  part  answers  your 
question. 

It  still  remains  appropriated  subject  to  further  action  by 
Councils  by  the  first  of  the  ordinances  which  I  have  already 
mentioned,  assuming  that  the  ordinance  has  not  been 
amended  or  otherwise  affected  by  later  legislation.  It  is 
affected,  however,  by  the  Ordinance  of  July  25,  1907,  be- 
cause that  ordinance  directs  the  payment  of  all  work  men- 
tioned therein  out  of  this  prior  appropriation  and  does 
not  specifically  refer  to  the  ])articular  streets  already  men- 
tioned. ]\[oreover,  while  I  am  not  clear  on  the  subject, 
I  am  inclined  to  think  that  the  proviso  requiring  that  thi>! 
work  shall  be  done  under  the  contract  already  mentioned 
can  be  struck  out  of  the  ordinance  as  iii\ali<l  but  still  leave 
the  direction  that  those  streets  shall  be  repaved  to  stand 
as  a  valid  direction,  and  the  expense  therefor  is, to  be  paid 
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for  out  of  that  appropriation ;  the  money  now  released  is 
a])plicable  to  it,  althong-h  it  cannot  be  expended  under  that 
individual  contract.  This,  however,  like  the  prior  state- 
ment, is  subject  to  the  qualification  that  Councils  have 
not  superseded  or  amended  the  ordinances  in  question.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  received  3'our  letter  of  October  3rd, 
informing  me  that  for  several  years  the  William  Penn 
Evening"  High  School  for  Girls  has  required  a  deposit  of 
one  dollar  from  each  student  matriculating  in  that  school, 
to  be  returned  upon  certain  conditions.  The  purpose  of 
this  is  explained,  and  it  is  further  stated  that  it  has  worked 
admirably.  I  am  asked  whether  there  is  any  legal  ob- 
jection to  this,  and  if  not,  if  it  can  be  extended  to  other 
evening  schools  in  the  City  upon  the  same  basis. 

I  find  no  statute  forbidding  this  practice,  and  no  ob- 
jection occurs  to  me  which  is  sufficiently  serious  to  lead 
me  to  advise  that  an  established  practice  is  illegal.  If  the 
regulation  is  valid  with  respect  to  one  school,  as  I  advise 
you  that  it  is,  I  see  no  reason  why  it  cannot  be  extended 
to  others.

])eak  Sir: — Replying  to  yonr  letter  of  September  28tli, 
asking  for  a  rnling  as  to  the  position  taken  by  your  De- 
])artiii(  lit  ill  reference  to  })roseeutions  of  those  dealing  in 
milk  in  the  City  of  Philadeljihia  for  non-compliance  with 
the  law  or  tlie  requirements  of  the  Board  of  Health,  I  think 
that  Board  has  fidl  ])ower  to  ])roceed  as  you  state  it  is 
doing,  in  revoking  licenses  under  authority  of  Section  2 
of  the  Act  of  April  27,  1909  (P.  L.  237),  rather  than  re- 
sorting to  snits  for  penalties  under  the  Ordinance  of  Sep- 
tember 23.  1890   (page  297). 

For  the  reasons  stated  by  you,  among  others,  the  revoca- 
tion of  licenses  for  persistent  violations  of  the  law  is  the 
nin^r  likely  course  to  attain  the  desired  end;  that  is,  to  put 
a  stop  to  such  violations. 

I  also  think  that  your  Dejiartment  is  right  to  notify  vio- 
lators of  the  law  or  of  the  requirements  of  the  Board  of 
Plealth,  and  if  after  live  days  the  violations  are  persisted 
ill,  to  revoke  the  licenses. 

In  liolding  that  n])on  a  second  violation  the  Department 
can  proceed  to  revoke  the  license  without  giving  a  second 
notice,  however,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  you  are  not  pro- 
ceeding in  accordance  Avith  the  terms  of  the  Act.  That 
is  to  say,  if  the  offender  conforms  to  the  notice  sent  him 
so  that  he  cannot  be  said  to  "persist  in  such  breach  or 
lireaches  for  a  period  of  five  days  after  such  notice,"  and 
slioidd  afterwards  commit  a  new  and  entirely  distinct  vio- 
lation of  the  law.  I  find  nothing  in  the  Act  Avhich  author- 
izes tlie  revocation  of  his  license  without  a  new  notice  being 
sent   to   him.

Deak  Sie  : — I  have  received  your  letter  of  October  13th 
with  reference  to  a  complaint  which  has  been  made  that  a 
nuisance  exists  at  l^o.  1837  Christian  street  in  the  shape 
of  a  tree  box  containing  lettering,  the  name  and  business 
of  the  occupant  of  the  property.  I  return  the  police  re- 
ports and  letters  which  accompanied  your  letter. 

Counsel,  both  for  the  occupant  of  the  property  and  for 
those  who  are  complaining,  refer  to  Section  13  of  thv?  or- 
dinance approved  September  23,  ISG-l,  relating  to 
nuisances,  and  each  side  seems  to  think  that  his  position 
is  sustaine<l  by  that  section.  That  enactment  simply  pro- 
vides that  it  is  a  nuisance  to  excavate  or  construct  any 
area  for  encroachment  on  any  footway  of  the  City,  except 
as  therein  allowed,  and  this  enactment  is  followed  by  a 
proviso  that  that  section  shotdd  not  apply  to  the  planting 
of  trees  or  enclosing  trees  in  boxes,  or  stepping  stones  or 
hitching  ]30sts.  It  will  be  seen  that  this  is  directed  ex- 
clusively to  encroachments  on  the  footway,  but  it  rec- 
ognizes a  practice  which  has  existed  since  the  foundation  of 
the  City  to  permit  trees  upon  sidewalks  and  to  permit  the 
enclosing  of  those  trees  within  boxes. 

I  do  not  see  that  the  boxes  are  any  more  of  an  obstruc- 
tion by  reason  of  a  coat  of  paint  upon  them,  whether  that 
paint  be  a  plain  color  or  in  the  sha])e  of  lettering,  and  as 
the  section  relates  strictly  to  obstructions,  any  objection 
that  applies  simply  to  the  lettering  does  not  increase  the 
obstruction  and  is  not  within  that  section. 

If,  on  the  other  hand,  we  turn  to  the  section  which  re- 
lates to  signs,  this  too  relates  to  obstructions  caused  by 
the  signs  and  not  to  the  mere  fact  that  there  is  lettering  on 
them.  Apart  from  the  further 'fact  that  the  section  in 
question  seems  to  be  related  to  signs  which  project  from 
the  house,  I  cannot  see  that  the  coat  of  paint  is  prohibited 
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by  it,  whether  the  coat  of  paint  is  plain  color  or  in  the 
shape  of  lettering.  It  forms  no  arlditional  obstruction  on 
the  highwaj.

Dear  Sir: — I  duly  received  your  letter  of  October  1st, 
enclosing  a  letter  from  Charles  Schroeder,  together  with 
a  bill  for  $14.30,  forwarded  by  him  in  April  last  for  re- 
pairing damage  to  the  windows  of  his  house  caused  by  a 
dynamite  explosion  on  Xorth  Sixth  street  on  April  2,  1910, 
in  connection  with  a  strike  of  trolleymen  against  the 
Philadelphia  Rapid  Transit  Company  at  that  time.  I  re- 
turn  this   letter   with   the   reports    accompanying   it. 

Referring  to  your  recommendation  that  this  claim  be 
paid  without  resort  to  adjudication  in  the  Courts,  if  it  is 
the  City's  intention  to  pay  claims  of  that  nature,  I  beg 
leave  to  say  that  no  such  claims  have  been  or  can  be 
paid  by  this  Department,  as  we  have  no  authority  to 
settle  them,  and  no  appropriation  for  the  purpose.  More- 
over, the  City  is  liahle  only  for  damages  done  by  riots,  and 
the  explosion  of  dynamite  under  a  trolley  car,  although 
during  a  general  riotous  condition  throughout  the  City, 
is  not  necessarily  an  act  in  direct  connection  with  the  riot. 

I  may  add  that  I  seriously  question,  apart  from  want 
of  authority,  the  desirability  of  any  action  on  my  part 
which  will  open  the  way  for  other  claims  of  this  nature.  I 
return  the  papers  to  you  for  such  action  as  you  may  deem 
proper.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  received  the  letter  of  Chief  Engi- 
neer Webster,  inqniring-  whether  a  certain  alley  extending 
westward  fr<ini  Fifteenth  street,  188  feet  north  of  Clear- 
field street,  ma_y  be  placed  upon  the  City  plan.  The  let- 
ter informs  me  that  the  alley  is  only  12  feet  wide,  and 
by  reference  to  the  accompanying  plan  I  find  that  it  does 
not  run  throngh  to  the  adjoining  street.  I  also  learn  that 
it  was  laid  out  in  the  year  1872  and  that  it  is  first  men- 
tioned in  a  deed  from  Hiram  Miller  to  Michael  Ehret, 
Jr.,  dated  Ma}^  9,  1882,  The  letter  inquires  whether  this 
alley  has  become  a  public  street,  and  whether  under  author- 
ity of  an  ordinance  of  Councils  to  that  eifecl  it  can  be 
placed  upon  the  City  plan. 

The  Act  of  June  6,  1871,  P.  L.,  1,351:,  forbids  the  plac- 
ing of  any  street  U2}0n  the  City  plan  tmless  it  extends  from 
street  to  street  as  a  thoroughfare.  This  is  modified  by  two 
Acts^one  of  May  23,  1893,  and  the  other  of  ]\[ay  3,  1909. 
The  earlier  Act  only  applies  to  those  streets  which  were 
laid  out  and  opened  prior  to  June  6,  1871,  The  Act  of 
1909  extends  this  to  streets  which  have  been  laid  out  and 
opened  for  twenty-one  years. 

It  will,  therefore,  be  observed  that  ])lacing  the  alley  in 
question  upon  the  public  plans  is  positively  prohibited  by 
the  Act  of  1871,  unless  the  street  is  within  one  or  the 
other  of  the  two  statutes  mentioned.  It  is  not  within  the 
earlier  Act,  for  it  was  not  laid  out  until  1872.  The  only 
question,  therefore,  is  whether  it  is  Avithin  the  Act  of 
1909. 

It  is  true  that  I  am  informed  by  'Mr.  "Webster's  letter 
that  two  aflidavits  have  been  filed  in  his  Bureau  to  the 
effect  that  the  alley  has  been  open  of  the  width  of  12  feet 
and  in  use  notoriously  and  openly  by  the  public  contin- 
uously for  a  period  of  twenty-one  years  previous  to  the 
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(late  of  the  affi(lavit>,  witliont  protc^^t.  iiiterrnption  or  ob- 
jection. Ill  \i(\v  of  I  his  L  have  had  the  deed  above  men- 
tioned examined,  and  tind  that  the  alley  is  specifically 
mentioned  in  the  deed  as  having-  been  laid  out  for  the  use 
of  the  lot  thereby  conveyed  and  other  lots  bounding  there- 
on, and  the  conveyance  is  made  of  the  lot  described  in  the 
d(ed  ''together  with  the  free  use  and  privilege  of  the  said 
alley  as  a  passageway  and  water-course  and  for  the  use  of 
horses,  carts  and  carriages,  in  common  with  the  said  Hiram 
Miller,  his  heirs  or  assigns,  owners,  tenants  and  occupiers- 
of  the  other  lots  of  ground  bounding  thereon  at  all  times 
hereafter  forever."  In  other  Avords,  the  deed  specifically 
jtrovides  that  the  alley  is  a  private  one,  the  title  to  whicti 
is  retained  by  Mr.  Miller  in  his  deed,  but  the  use  thereof 
granted  to  the  purchaser.  I  believe  that  the  same  pro- 
vision substantially  reappears  in  subsequent  deeds,  and,  as 
stated  in  Mr.  Webster's  letter,  the  title  to  the  alley,  subject 
to  these  easements,  remains  in  Hiram  Miller  and  certain 
of  his  gTantees.  It  is,  therefore,  clear  to  my  mind  that  the 
public  use  mentioned  in  the  affidavits  in  question  is  the 
same  use  that  a])plies  to  every  three  foot  wide  alley  in  the 
City,  except  that  it  is  extended  to  persons  having  horses^ 
carriages,  etc.  It  is  no  more  public  in  character  than  in 
the  case  of  such  alleys,  and,  indeed,  of  the  corridors  and 
stairways  of  large  office  buildings  and  similar  semi-public 
structures.  In  my  opinion  it  is  not  within  the  Act  of  1909 
and  cannot  properly  be  placed  on  the  City  plan.  I  am 
the  more  ready  to  accept  this  view,  because  the  case  of 
Mackeller  vs.  Seeds,  10  Super  Ct.,  1 67,  to  which  you  refer 
nie,  very  properly  decides  that  merely  placing  a  street 
upon  the  City  plan  is  not  an  opening,  and  by  placing  it 
there  the  City  may  subject  itself  to  damages  for  an  action 
which  is  really  of  very  little  public  importance.

Dear  Sir: — I  duly  received  the  letter  of  Cliief  Engi- 
neer Webster,   approved  h\  you,   inquiring  whether  Alle- 
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gheri}'  avenue  is  legally  opened  one  hundred  and  twenty 
feet  wide  between  Broad  street  and  Twenty-fourth  street. 
Among-  the  papers  sent  Avitli  it  is  a  eopy  of  a  letter  from 
City  Solicitor  Warwick,  stating  that  it  had  been  opened^ 
but  since  that  tiiiu'  the  decision  in  the  case  of  Brooklyn 
stre(^t  has  apparently  modified  the  law  as  it  was  then 
understood  by  this  department. 

I  have  had  the  ])roceedings  in  the  matter  of  the  par- 
tition of  the  Kenderton  Smith  Estate  carefully  examined. 
The  decree  and  deed  in  that  matter  go  further  than 
merely  describing  the  various  lots  as  bounding  upon  that 
street  and  specifically  provide  for  its  opening,  and  in  my 
opinion  dedicate  the  street  and  open  it  as  of  the  full  width 
of  one  hundred  and  twenty  feet. 

1  am  informed  that  the  question  arises  by  reason  of  the 
occupancy  of  the  lot  of  ground  at  the  northwest  corner  of 
Twenty-second  and  Allegheny  avenue,  but  on  examining 
the  deed  to  the  property  as  it  appears  in  your  Registry 
Bureau,  the  description  as  therein  set  forth  does  not  in- 
clude any  part  of  Allegheny  avenue,  and  the  owner  of 
that  lot  of  ground  under  any  circumstances  has  no  right 
to  interfere  with  the  bed  of  the  street.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  given  due  consideration  to  the  let- 
ter of  (^hief  Engineer  Webster,  approved  by  you,  with 
relation  to  the  present  status  of  Government  avenue  imme- 
diately north  of  the  League  Island  N'avy  Yard. 
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The  Digest  of  the  Laws  and  Ordinances  Relating  to 
the  Citv  of  Philadelphia  in  force  on  December  12,  1868, 
from  pages  583  to  588,  inclusive,  contains  statutes  Feb- 
ruary 4,  1863,  and  April  4,  1866,  an  Act  of  Congress  of 
February  18,  1867,  and  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia of  April  9,  1864,  July  23,  1867,  June  29,  1867, 
March  27,  1868,  April  3,  1868,  and  December  12,  1868, 
on  the  subject  of  the  acquisition  by  the  City  and  conveyance 
by  the  City  to  the  United  States  Government  of  the  prop- 
erty now  held  by  the  Government  for  a  navy  yard. 

That  portion  which  is  on  the  mainland  was  acquired  by 
the  City  by  condemnation  proceedings  and  then  conveyed 
to  the  Government. 

In  the  Ordinances  of  July  23,  1867,  and  in  the  deed  by 
the  City  to  the  Government  the  property  north  of  the  back 
channel  and  on  the  mainland  is  described  as  ''Beginning 
at  a  stake  set  for  a  corner  at  the  intersection  of  the  south 
line  of  a  certain  avenue  120  feet  wide,  proposed  to  be  laid 
out  and  opened,"  and  the  line  of  the  traot  is  continued  as 
running  along  the  several  courses  of  this  avenue,  giving  their 
direction  and  length.  It  will  be  noticed  that  both  the  con- 
demnation and  the  deed  were  long  before  the  Act  of  1871, 
which,  as  I  have  advised,  in  other  matters,  under  one  con- 
struction, may  forbid  the  opening  of  streets  until  they  are 
placed  upon  the  City  plan.  In  my  opinion,  these  pro- 
ceedings form  an  implied  covenant  with  the  Government 
that  such  a  street  should  be  laid  out  and  opened.  It  prob- 
ably is  a  covenant  that  the  street  should  remain  open.  At 
all  events,  I  do  not  think  that  it  either  w^ould  be  safe  as  a 
proposition  of  law  or  good  faith  to  the  Government  to 
undertake  to  vacate  it.  I  can  readily  understand  that 
Government  officials  might  be  very  unwilling  to  have  a 
navy  yard  or  similar  tract  of  land  bounded  by  private 
property.  If,  therefore,  there  is  any  urgent  reason  for  de- 
siring to  modify  this  avenue  and  vacate  it  in  whole  or  in 
part,  it  should  only  be  done  by  consent  of  the  Government. 

With  regard  to  the  second  question,  I  am  inclined  to 
think  that  the  condemnation  proceedings  vested  the  title  to 
the  southerly  half  of  the  avemie  in  the  public  for  the  pur- 
pose  of   the   highway   in   question.      The    same   principle 
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would  likewis^e  apj^ly  to  the  proccodiiio\s  for  the  condemna- 
tion of  League  Island  Park.  In  other  words,  where  we 
condemn  property  for  })nrposes  of  a  park  or  navv  yard 
boundino-  on  a  proposed  highway,  it  probably  operates  in 
the  same  way  as  the  sale  of  a  lot  of  gTonnd  bounding  on 
a  highway,  and  carries  title  to  the  centre.  We  do  not  own 
it  for  any  other  ]:)nrpose,  however,  and  even,  as  to  the 
o])iiiioii  which  I  have  expressed,  I  cannot  say  that  this  is 
altogeth(  r  clear.  The  question  will  arise  when  we  under- 
take to  open  the  streets  formally  and  claims  for  damages 
are  uindc

Dear  Sir  : — There  has  just  been  exhibited  to  me  by 
Mr.  Benson,  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  a  contract 
between  the  City  and  Thomas  Cunningham,  dated  Septem- 
ber 12,  1905,  by  which  he  agrees  to  pave  Fifth  street, 
from  Luzerne  street  to  Wingohocking  street,  with  eastern 
granite  blocks.  I  am  informed  by  Mr.  Benson  that  none 
of  the  work  has  been  done,  because  the  street  is  not  in 
proper  condition  for  it,  and  in  the  meantime  an  ordinance 
has  been  passed  by  Councils  changing  the  character  of 
the  paving.  Mr,  Cunningham  is  dead  and  his  representa- 
tive declines  to  join  in  any  act  cancelling  the  contract. 
]\[r.  Benson  asks  me  what  authority  you  have  in  the 
premises. 

I  find  in  the  body  of  the  contract  the  following 
clause:  "Or  the  said  Director  at  his  option  is  hereby  au- 
thorized  to  annul   and   cancel   this  contract   at  anv  time 
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prior  to  the  order  to  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  tO' 
commence  the  said  paving;  or  during  the  progress  of  the 
said  paving,  if  in  his  opinion  he  deems  it  best  for  the  in- 
terests of  the  said  City  of  Philadelphia  so  to  do." 

Inasmuch  as  the  character  of  the  proposed  paving  has 
been  changed  by  ordinance  of  Councils,  it  seems  clearly 
best  for  the  interest  of  the  City  of  Philadel]>hia  to  cancel 
this  contract,  and  I  advise  you  that  under  this  clause  in  the 
contract  you  have  the  right  so  to  do.

My  immediate  predecessor  gave  an  oral  opinion  to  the 
Director  of  Public  Safety  that  separate  lists  of  eligibles 
could  lawfully  be  made  for  each  police  district  and  I  un- 
derstand that  that  practice  is  at  the  present  time  in  opera- 
tion.     The  same  rule  would  apply  to  fire  districts.

Dear  Sii;: — This  Department  is  in  recei])t  of  your 
letters  of  Xovemiu  i-  2:>d  and  December  7th,  with  respect  to 
retained  ])ercentage  under  Contract  Xo.  15-f  for  the  con- 
struction by  the  Millard  (\)iistruction  Cbmpany  of  the 
(^ueen  Lane  Filter-,  enclosing  conimunications  to  yourself 
on  the  subject  fi'om  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Water. 
Therefrom  ii  a])])ears  that  the  CVmstrnction  Com]iany  re- 
quests the  release'  of  the  10  ])er  cent,  retained  ])ercentage 
under  their  first  contract  for  $7()0,00(). 

It  appeal's  from  the  letter  of  Mr.  Diiida])  that  tlie  money 
thns  released  is  to  be  \]mh\  in  prosecuting  the  work.  It 
fnrther  appears  tliat  tliere  n mains  a  balance  of  some 
$40,000  avaihdde  for  the  ])ayment  of  last  month's  (Xo- 
vember)  estimate,  while  the  vabie  of  th.e  wo!-k  (]one  will 
exceed  $8."),000 ;   that   the    total    of    the    items    bid    upon

amount  to  $1,832,579,  the  limit  of  the  original  contract  of 
May  21,  1909,  heing  $760,000,  which  was  all  the  funds 
thus  available ;  that  this  contract  was  supplemented  on 
September  10,  1909,  by  an  additional  sum  of  $400,000, 
and  on  August  16,  1910,  again  increased  by  $200,000, 
making  the  total  of  said  contracts  $1,360,000;  that  all 
the  work  done  has  been  in  accordance  with  plans  prepared 
by  the  Bureau  and  under  the  direction  of  Bureau  engineers 
and  inspectors,  and  that  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  sees  no 
reason  why  the  request  for  the  payment  of  'the  retained 
percentage  should  not  be  granted. 

Mr.  Dunlap  further  states  that  the  Construction  Com- 
pany has  done  work  to  the  value  of  $769,000,  being  $9,000 
in  excess  of  the  original  contract,  which  work  was  done,  as 
already  stated,  according  to  the  designs  made  by  the  Bureau 
and  to  the  satisfaction  and  approval  of  the  engineer  in 
charge  of  the  work  and  the  Bureau  inspectors.  Also  that 
the  remaining  $60,000  of  the  retained  percentage  will,  he 
believes,  l)e  ample  to  protect  the  City  from  any  defects 
that  may  be  discovered  later,  and,  owung  to  the  desirability 
of  the  work  being  continued,  he  recommends  that  the  re- 
tained percentage  on  the  first  contract  be  paid; 

In  the  specificatious  attached  to  the  original  contract  of 
May  21,  1909,  it  is  provided  that  "Within  sixty  (60)  days 
after  the  work  embraced  within  the  contract  has  been  com- 
pleted in  accordance  with  specifications  the  balance  due  the 
contractor,  after  all  legal  and  equitable  deductions,  shall 
be  paid  him  upon  the  approval  and  acceptance  by  the  Di- 
rector of  the  Department  of  Public  Works.  As  sixty  (60) 
days  has  long  since  elapsed  from  the  completion  of  all  the 
work  provided  for  in  the  original  contract,  the  retained  per- 
centage is  due  to  the  contractor  "upon  the  approval  and 
acceptance  of  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
AYorks"  under  the  terms  of  such  specifications. 

If  the  work  is  approved  and  has  been  or  should  be  ac- 
cepted in  its  present  condition  by  the  Director  of  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works,  the  contractor  would  therefore 
be  entitled  to  his  money.  The  discretion  of  your  De- 
partment in  accepting  work  of  this  character  is  quite  wide, 
as  has  been  held  by  my  predecessors,  Hon.  John  L.  Kin- 
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sey  and  tlie  late  T.  Howard  Gondcll,  Esq.  (Soc  Opinions 
of  the  City  Solicitor  of  Jnly  25,  1.901,  page  (31;  Decom- 
ber  15,  1900,  page  87;  June  6,  1904,  page  61;  Tune  26, 
1906,  page  94,  and  March  25,  1908,  page  50.) 

In  view  of  the  facts  stated  in  Mr,  Dunlap's  letters  and 
briefly  summarized  above,  I  see  nothing  to  take  this  case 
out  of  the  general  doctrines  laid  down  in  the  opinions  re- 
ferred to,  and  if  in  your  discretion  it  be  deemed  wise  and 
proper  in  the  interests  of  the  City  to  approve  and  accept 
the  work  done  under  the  original  contract,  there  appears 
no  reason  why  you  should  not  do  so  and  thereupon  pay  to 
the  contractor  the  retained  percentage  held  by  the  City  out 
of  the  price  agreed  in  such  original  contract  to  be  paid  to 
it,  the  written  assent  of  the  surety  being  obtained.

Dear  kSiu  : — Your  favor  of  the  !)tli  inst.  received. 

Your  Committee  desires  to  be  advised  as  to  the  mode  of 
procedure  in  bringing  around  a  change  in  the  City's  fiscal 
year.  You  state  that  it  is  desirable  to  do  this  owing  to 
another  time  having  been  set  for  the  reorganization  of 
Councils,  changes  in  method  and  time  of  opening  tax 
books,  caused  by  recent  Acts  of  Assembly. 

I  sui^pose  your  Committee  refers  to  "a  change  from  the 
present  calendar  year.  At  the  present  time  the  taxes  are 
jjaid  according  to  the  calendar  year.  Our  revenues  are 
l)roduced,  as  a  rule,  according  to  the  calendar  year.  The 
Act  of  1S79  requires  an  estimate  of  the  Controller  as  to 
expenses  and  r(^cei])ts  for  the  calendar  year  and  provides 
for  the  a])propriation  by  Councils  for  the  calendar  year. 
'J'o  make  any  change  in  the  City's  fiscal  year  from  the 
calendar  year  would  cause  considerable  confusion  and 
would  probably  re(]uire  changes  in  the  present  laws.  Of 
course,  it  will  be  ditficult  for  your  body  to  complete  the  ap- 
propriations if  the  new  Councils  are  to  organize  on  the  first 
Monday  of  DecendK-r,  and  it  would  probably  be  impossible 
for  new  C(-)unci]s  Ixtween  the  first  Monday  of  December 
and  the  first  of  January  to  ])ass  all  the  appropriation 
l)ills.  This  uiight  be  avoided,  however,  by  the  Legislature 
providing  that  the  terms  of  oftice  of  City  officers  should 
begin  on  the  first  ^Monday  of  -Tanuary,  the  same  as  county 
officers.  The  schedule  f(n-  the  aiiieudments  provides  as  fol- 
lows: "After  the  year  11)10  and  until  the  Legislatiire  shall 
otherwise  provide,  all  terms  of  City,  ward,  borough,  town- 
ship, election  and  (li\-ision  officers  shall  begin  on  the  first 
Monday  of  l)ecend)er  in  an  odd-numbered  year.''  It 
would  appear  from  this  that  it  is  in  the  power  of  the 
Legislature  to  fix  the  beginning  of  terms  of  City  oflicers. 
Councils,  etc.,  at  some  other  time  than  the  first  Monday 
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dl"  Dt'i'ciubcr.  'riicrc  is  no  luasnii  wliy  a  (liffcrciit  period 
for  tlic  coiiiiiiL'iicciiiciit  of  terms  should  exist  as  to  City 
officers  from  that  of  eouiity  ofheers.  There  may  be  a  tem- 
])orary  diffieidty  in  the  way,'  in  that  the  schedule  to  the 
amendments  ))rovides  that  officers  elected  in  February, 
1910,  sliall  hold  ollice  unlil  the  first  Monday  of  December. 
Unless  the  Legislature  can  extend  the  term  there  would  be 
a  period  between  the  first  Monday  of  December  and  the 
first  Monday  of  . January  when  there  would  be  no  Councils, 
I  wonld  sn,<i-i>,-est  that  your  Committee  avoid  any  haste  in 
the  nuUtei-,  and  probably  after  the  Lei>'islatnre  has  convened 
some    remedy    may    l)e    provided. 

Your  Connnittee  wishes  to  know  further  whether  the 
Board  of  Public  Education  can  be  compelled  to  take  care 
of  sinkiuii,-  fund  and  interest  on  all  outstanding  loans,  and 
if  so  what  is  the  ])roper  course  to  pursue.  You  inform 
me  tlutt  the  lioard  of  Education  is  taking  care  of  the 
sinking  fund  and  interest  on  loans  recently  created.  The 
question  refers  then  to  loans  created  in  the  past.  The  Act 
of  Assend)ly  of  Ai)ril  22,  1905,  which  requires  Councils 
to  a])pro])riate  annually  to  the  Board  of  Education  not 
less  than  five  ( '>)  mills  on  tlie  dollar  of  the  assessment  of 
real  ]n-o])('rty,  does  not  permit  Ciouncils  to  set  aside  any 
of  that  money  to  ])ay  interest  and  sinking  fund  require- 
ments of  loans  ])reviously  created.  ]\ry  ] predecessors,  in 
opinions  whicdi  will  be  found  in  City  Solicitor's  Opinion* 
of  19()(),  ])age  1,  and  1909,  page  9''),  were  of  the  opinion 
that  Councils  could  not  r(([u.ii'e  the  Board  of  Public  Edu- 
cation to  ])ay  our  of  this  five  (  ."> )  mills  taxes,  interest  and 
sinking  fund  i-eciuii'enicnts  on  loans  previously  created.  I 
am   of  the  same  o])inion. 

In  your  comniunication  your  refer  to  tlic  ipT2.00()  vtp- 
])ro])riat!Ml  l)y  the  Legislature  fm-  rhe  education  of  teachers 
in  the-  Philadel])hia  Xcn-nud  School  for  Girls  and  the 
I^hila(lel]<hia  School  of  Pedagogy  for  Young  ^len.  1  have 
liad  A  conference  with  Controller  Walton  and  ATr.  Dick, 
Secretai'v  of  the  Board  of  Public  Education,  in  regard  to 
this  mattei-.  it  appi'ars  under  the  Act  ai)pi'npriaring  this 
juonev  this  sum  is  not  ])ayal)]e  unless  it  can  be  certified  that 
a  number  of  students  "over  17  vears  of  age  who  shall  sign 
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an  agreement  binding  said  stndents  to  teach  in  the  com- 
mon schools  of  this  State  two  fnll  terms,"  and  there  would 
be  allowed  $1.50  a  week  for  each  of  said  students,  and 
on  this  basis  the  $72,000  appropriated,  or  so  much  as  is 
necessary,  is  paid  to  the  Citv.  Mr.  Dick  informs  me  that 
as  the  School  of  Pedagogy  here  is  conducted  on  a  different 
basis  from  the  State  jSTormal  Schools,  no  such  certificate 
can  be  given. 

It  would  seem  to  be  highly  proper  that  this  method  of 
appropriating  the  money,  so  far  as  the  Xormal  School  and 
School  of  Pedagogy  in  this  City  are  concerned,  should  be 
modified.  I  am  informed  that  the  State  I^ormal  Schools 
are  not  entirely  public,  but  are  largely  owned  by  private 
parties  or  individuals,  being  stock  companies,  and  the  ap- 
propriations made  to  them  by  the  State  is  in  aid  of  in- 
struction and  can  only  be  paid  upon  certification  as  to 
the  number  of  scholars  as  above  set  forth.  The  ISTormal 
School  for  Girls  and  the  School  of  Pedagogy  are  part  of 
the  ymblic  school  system  and  no  such  certificate  should  be 
required,  as  none  of  the  students  pay  for  tuition.

You  ask  for  my  opinion  as  to  Avhether  'binder  the 
■changes  in  the  law  abolishing  the  February  elections,  the 
terms  of  those  Ward  School  Directors  expiring  on  the  first 
JMonday  of  April  next,  1911,  will  be  extended,  and,  if  so, 
to  what  date." 

The  schedule  to  the  amendments  provides  ''AH  City, 
ward,  borough  and  township  officers  holding  office  at  the 
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date  of  tlie  :ip]n-oval  of  tlic'se  auiendinents,  whose  terms 
of  office  may  (>n(l  in  the  year  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  eleven/shall  continue  to  hold  their  offices  until  the 
first  Monday  of  December  of  tliat  year." 

It  would  therefore  appear  that  the  Ward  School  Direc- 
tors whose  terms  expire  on  the  first  Monday  of  x\pril  next 
will  haye  their  terms  extended  by  these  proyisions  until 
the  first  Monday  of  December,  1911.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  20th  inst.,  relative  to 
bills  for  paving  over  ditches,  with  a  communication  from 
the  Surveyor  and  Regulator  of  the  Second  District,  and  a 
copy  of  your  communication  to  the  City  Controller  and  his 
reply  thereto,  received. 

It  appears  from  the  various  communications  that  re- 
paving  over  certain  ditches  was  done  and  in  some  cases 
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the  District  Surveyor  did  not  see  the  concrete  placed  in 
the  openings  and  for  that  reason  refused  to  make  out 
bills.  You  state  that  the  Inspector  can  certify  to  the 
amount  of  concrete  in  the  foundations  and  the  District 
Surveyor  can  certify  as  to  the  surface  measurement.  You 
ask  the  Controller  in  your  communication  whether,  under 
these  circumstances,  he  will  countersign  the  warrants,  and 
in  answer  the  Controller  refers  to  the  Ordinance  of  May 
12,  186-1,  which  directs  the  Controller  to  withhold  his  sig- 
nature from  all  warrants  for  repairing  done  unless  the 
nieasur(-ments  are  certified  hy  the  District  Surveyor. 

The  Ordinance  of  1864,  which  the  Controller  cites,, 
refers  only  to  superficial  measurements.  It  was  an  ordi- 
nance passed  requiring  measurements  to  be  made  before 
the  repairing  was  covered  with  gravel.  I  am  of  the  opin- 
ion that  the  Controller  w'ould  be  justified  in  countersign- 
ing warrants  drawn  for  repairing  over  the  ditches  if  your 
Inspector  certifies  as  to  the  concrete  placed  in  the  ditches 
and  the  District  Surveyor  as  to  the  superficial  measure- 
ments ;  or,  the  District  Surveyor  might  certify  to  the  en- 
tire measurements,  basing  his  certificate  as  to  the  concrete 
in  the  openings  upon  the  certificate  of  the  Inspector. 

As  the  head  of  the  Survey  Bureau  you  should  not  have 
any  trouble  in  having  the  proper  certificates  made  out 
to  certify  to  the  Controller  in  accordance  with  the  ordi- 
nance.

Deak  Sir: — Your  favor  of  December  22nd,  in  i;pference 
to  tlie  awarding  of  contracts  for  repairs  to  bulkheads,  re- 
ceived. 
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Contracts  midc  r  the  law  sliuiild  be  awardcMl  to  the  lowest, 
responsible  bidder.  It  is  for  you  to  determine  who  is  the 
lowest  responsible  bidder.  You  are  not  confined  to  the 
lowest  in  price,  though  the  bidder  lowest  in  price  who  is 
able  to  do  the  work  is  the  lowest  res])onsible  bidder. 

You  state  that  3'ou  would  award  to  Edward  Fay  <t  Son 
the  repairs  to  the  bulkhead  between  Kace  and  Vine  streets, 
they  being  the  lowest  and,  in  your  opinion,  the  lowest  re- 
sponsible bidder.  Evidently  from  this  you  consider 
Edward  Fay  &  Son  as  responsible.  They  appear  to  be 
the  lowest  bidders  on  all  the  other  repairs.  If,  however, 
you  seriously  doubt  their  ahility  to  perform  the  work  on  the 
other  bulkheads  within  the  time  required,  you  would  be 
justified  in  awarding  the  repairs  to  the  other  l)ulkheads  to 
whomever  you  thiuk  is  the  lowest  responsible  bidder  other 
than  Edward  Fay  &  Son.  Of  course,  you  should  have 
good  reasons  for  selecting  one  bidder  as  being  moi'e  respon- 
sible than  another  and  your  judgement  should  not  be 
ar1)itrarily  reached.

Dear  Sti;: — In  response  to  yonr  letter  of  the  21st  in- 
stant concerning  drawing  warrants  for  payments  under 
contracts  and  supplemental  contracts,  I  beg  to  reply : 

1.  Supplemental  contracts  are  entirely  valid  wh(n 
])roper  notice  that  the  origial  contract  will  l)e  su])])leniented, 
if  necessiiry,  is  given  in  the  advertisement  and  in  the  speci- 
fications and  contract.  If  the  advertisement  does  not  con- 
tain such  nut  ice,  l)ut  refers  to  specifications  that  do  contain 
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it,  that  is  suffieirnt.  Tt  is  better,  however,  to  put  such  no- 
tice in  the  advertisciuciitj  and  I  therefore  beg  to  advise  you 
so  to  do. 

'2.  When  work  is  performed  after  a  suppiemenral  con- 
tract is  entered  into,  it  may  be  paid  for  under  such  suppk>- 
mental  contract.  If,  however,  the  amount  of  the  original 
contract  has  bc>en  exhausted  and  the  contractor  goes  ahead 
and  does  work  before  the  sup])lemental  contract  is  executed, 
he  cannot  be  paid  by  warrant  for  such  work  under  the 
supplemental  contract,  but  to  authorize  payment  he  mu»C 
secure  action  by  Councils  by  the  required  two-thirds  vote. 
Similarly,  if  after  an  original  contract  has  been  awarded  to 
a  contractor,  but  before  it  is  executed,  the  contractor  goes 
ahead  with  tlie  work,  he  cannot  be  paid  under  the  contract, 
but  must  secure  action  by  Councils  likewise.  You  are, 
tlierefore,  not  justitied  in  drawing  warrants  for  that  por- 
tion of  the  Avork  that  is  performed  prior  to  the  appropri- 
ation by  Councils  or  prior  to  the  execution  of  the  contract 
or  supplemental  contract,  as  the  case  may  be. 

3.  In  reference  to  the  oases  where  no  notice  was  given 
the  bidders  in  the  specitications  or  advertisements  as  to  the 
amount  of  money  available  or  the  possibility  of  contracts 
being  supplemented,  the  mere  insertion  in  the  original 
contract  of  a  clause  providing  for  supplemental  contracts 
will  not  cure  the  difficulty  under  the  decisions  in  Smith 
vs.  City  and  Vare.  According  to  these  decisions,  bidders 
must  in  souie  way  be  apprised  of  the  fact  that  supplemental 
contracts  wil]  Ix'  made  if  further  moneys  become  availal)le 
from  time  to  time.  If  the  advertisement  or  specifications 
provided  for  sup])lemental  contracts,,  .-iwarrants  can  be 
drawn  to  pay  for  work  done  after  the  execution  of  the 
contract,  even  though  you  did  not  give  notice  of  the  amount 
of  the  origiual  apjn-oju'iation.  Hereafter,  however,  give 
notice,  when  possible,  to  bidders  of  the  amount  available.

sufficient  to  supply  the  materials  or  to  perform  the  work  for 
the  year  1911,  the  bidder  will  be  required  from  time  to 
time,  as  appropriations  become  available  for  the  purpose, 
to  enter  into  supplemental  contracts  for  continuing  to  fur- 
nish the  supplies  or  the  doing  of  the  work  at  the  prices 
bid."

is  to  remain  in  its  present  condition  during  a  period  of 
successive  freezes  and  thaws,  the  possible  damage  to  sur- 
rounding property  will  be  enormous  and  at  present  impos- 
sible to  estimate." 

This  is  a  situation  that  must  be  met  and  is  in  the  nature 
of  an  emergency.  I  therefore  advise  you  that  you  are 
authorized  to  instruct  the  Keystone  State  Construction 
Company  to  ])roceed  with  this  work  at  once,  until  the 
danger  to  life  and  damage  to  surrounding  property  are 
avoided.

Deak  Sir:^ — Your  favor  of  December  2ord,  concerning 
the  effect  of  the  recent  decision  of  the  Court  in  the  case  of 
Bullitt  vs.  City,  received.  I  enclose  a  copy  of  the  opinion 
herewith. 

The  effect  of  this  opinion  is  not  to  nullify  a  contract 
where  work  has  been  done  or  supplies  delivered  prior  to  the 
execution  thereof.  It  does  prevent  payment  for  such  w^ork 
or  supplies  under  that  contract.  In  such  cases  payment 
must  be  sought  through  the  passage  of  an  ordinance  by  a 
tM-o-thirds  vote  of  Councils,  specifically  appropriating 
money  to  the  individual,  firm  or  corporation  doing  the  work 
or  delivering  the  supplies,  naming  the  service  that  is  lo  be 
paid  for  by  the  appropriation.

If  af  t(  r 
an  oi-iginal  contract  is  made,  the  amount  of  money  provided 
is  exhausted  and  the  contractor  goes  ahead  and  does  work 
or  fnrnishes  supplies  before  the  supplemental  contract  is 
executed,  he  cannot  be  ])ai(l  under  the  supplemental  con- 
tract for  such  wiirk  or  su])plies,  but  must  secure  a  similar 
ordinance  of  Councils.  All  he  can  be  paid  for  under  the 
supplemental  contract  is  work  done  or  the  supplies  fur- 
nished after  its  execution. 
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The.  decision  does  not  refer  to  the  small  bills  that  you 
mention  and  we  will  adhere  to  the  prevailing  practice  in 
r(  gard  to  them.

Neither  the  advertisement  nor  the  specifications,  both 
of  which  I  have  seen,  provide  for  supplementing  the  con- 
tract. Consequently,  if  the  amount  of  money  is  not  enough 
to  carry  you  through  the  year,  you  will  have  to  readvertise 
when  more  money  is  made  available.  If  you  prefer,  you 
may  now  readvertise  for  the  entire  year  and  state  in  the 
specifications  and  advertisement  that,  if  necessary,  the  con- 
tract will  be  supplemented  if  moneys  remain  available  or 
become  available,  and  the  bidders  will  be  required  to  enter 
into  such  supiDlemental  contract  or  contracts  at  the  option 
of  the  City. 

Contracts  may  be  awarded  before  the  appropriations 
are  made  b}'  Councils,  but  they  may  not  be  executed. 

Contracts  for  1911  may  be  made  prior  to  that  year,  but

So  far  as  the  transfer  ordinance  provides  for  the  pay- 
ment of  E.  H.  Vare  for  removing  snow  during  ITovember 
and  December  at  the  j^rice  mentioned  in  his  bid  of  jSTovem- 
ber  23,  1910,  you  would  be  justified  in  approving  a  war- 
rant for  the  work  for  the  amount  set  forth  in  that  ordi- 
nance, namely,   $17,990. 

As  to  the  removal  of  snow  in  1911,  I  would  suggest  that 
you  send  a  communication  to  Councils  calling  attention  to 
the  fact  that  you  will  need  a  certain  sum  of  money  to  pro- 
vide for  the  removal  of  snow  during  the  year  1911.  If, 
however.  Councils  then  fail  to  make  an  appropriation,  it 
would  be  proper  for  you  to  have  the  snow  removed  if  you 
can  find  anybody  willing  to  do  so  and  take  his  chance  as  to 
pajmient  by  an  ordinance  passed  for  that  purpose.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  30th  inst.,  in  reference 
to  the  awarding  of  the  contract  for  painting  poles  in  cer- 
tain public  squares   and   parks,   received. 

You  state  that  you  solicited  bids  without  advertising  and 
that  you  had  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  contract  should 
be  awarded  to  Atkinson  Brothers  for  the  sum  of  $311, 
although  they  are  not  the  lowest  bidders,  but  in  your  judg- 
ment they  are  more  responsible  than  any  of  the  bidders  be- 
low them. 
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You  have  the  right  to  award  a  contract  to  the  lowest 
responsible  bidder.  It  does  not  necessarily  follow  that  he 
must  be  the  lowest  in  price.  Ability  and  reliability  are  to 
be  considered  in  determining  the  lowest  responsible  bidder. 
That  is  a  matter  entirely  for  you.  However,  the  Ordinance 
of  December  26,  1882,  page  328,  requires  an  advertisement 
for  bids  in  all  cases.  It  has  been  the  custom  when  work  to 
be  done  would  not  require  the  expenditure  of  much  money 
to  award  the  contract  without  advertising.  That,  however, 
is  not  a  compliance  with  the  law,  and  I  would  advise  you  in 
the  present  case  that  a  contract  for  the  amount  mentioned 
should  only  be  aAvarded  after  advertising  for  bids  in  the 
regular  way.
